On  Sabbath  the  following  Psalms  and  Kaddish  are  said: 

Psalm  xcii.     A  Psalm,  a  Song  for  the  Sabbath  Day. 

It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  and  to  sing 
praises  unto  thy  Name,  O  Most  High  :  to  show  forth  thy  loving- 
kindness  in  the  morning,  and  thy  faithfulness  every  night,  upon 
an  instrument  of  ten  strings,  and  upon  the  psaltery  ;  upon  the 
harp  with  a  solemn  sound.  For  thou,  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad 
through  thy  work  :  I  will  triumph  in  the  works  of  thy  hands. 
How  great  are  thy  works,  O  Lord  !  thy  thoughts  are  very  deep. 
A  brutish  man  knoweth  not ;  neither  doth  a  fool  understand 
this.  When  the  wicked  spring  as  the  grass,  and  when  all  the 
workers  of  iniquity  do  flourish  ;  it  is  that  they  shall  be  destroyed 
for  ever.  But  thou,  O  Lord,  art  most  high  for  evermore.  For, 
lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  for,  lo,  thine  enemies  shall  perish ; 
all  the  workers  of  iniquity  shall  be  scattered.  But  my  horn 
hast  thou  exalted  like  the  horn  of  the  wild  ox  :  I  am  anointed 
with  fresh  oil.  Mine  eye  hath  seen  mine  enemies  ;  mine  ears 
have  heard  of  the  wicked  who  rise  up  against  me.  The  righteous 
shall  flourish  like  the  palm  tree :  he  shall  grow  like  a  cedar  in 
Lebanon.  They  shall  be  planted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  ; 
they  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God.  They  shall  still 
bring  forth  fruit  in  old  age  ;  they  shall  be  full  of  sap,  and  green  ; 
to  show  that  the  Lord  is  upright ;  he  is  my  rock,  and  there  is  no 
unrighteousness  in  him. 

Psalm  xciii. 

The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty ;  the  Lord  is 
clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself ;  the 
world  also  is  stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  Thy  throne 
is  established  of  old  :  thou  art  from  everlasting.  The  floods 
have  lifted  up,  O  Lord,  the  floods  have  hfted  up  their  voice ; 
the  floods  hft  up  their  waves.  The  Lord  on  high  is  mightier 
than  the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than  the  mighty  breakers 
of  the  sea.  Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure  ;  holiness  becometh 
thine  house,  O  Lord,  for  ever.

Deuteronomy  xi.    13-21, 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  will  hearken  diligently 
unto  my  commandments  which  I  command  you  this  day,

hated  us  ;  who  wrought  for  us  miracles  and  vengeance  upon 
Pharaoh,  signs  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  the  cliildren  of 
Ham  ;  who,  in  his  wrath,  smote  all  the  first-born  of  Egypt, 
and  brought  forth  his  people  Israel  from  among  them  to 
everlasting  freedom  ;  who  made  his  children  pass  between 
the  division  of  the  Red  Sea,  and  sank  their  pursuers  and 
their  enemies  in  the  depths.  Then  his  children  beheld  his 
might ;  they  praised  and  gave  thanks  unto  his  Name, 
and  willingly  accepted  his  sovereignty.  Moses  and  the 
children  of  Israel  sang  a  song  unto  thee  with  great  joy, 
saying  all  of  them  :

praying  with  devotion  and  making  peace  between  a  man 
and  his  fellow  ;  but  the  study  of  the  Law  is  equal  to  all  of 
them. 

O  my  God,  the  soul  which  thou  hast  set  within  me  is 
pure.  Thou  didst  create  it,  thou  didst  fashion  it,  thou  hast 
breathed  it  into  me  and  thou  preser\'est  it  within  me.  Thou 
wilt  take  it  from  me  ;  but  thou  wilt  restore  it  to  me  again 
hereafter.  Whilst  yet  the  soul  is  within  me,  I  will  give 
thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord  my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers, 
Sovereign  of  aU  works,  Master  of  all  souls.

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  enlightenest  the  blind. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  clothest  the  naked. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,, 
who  loosest  the  bound. 
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Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  raisest  them  that  are  bowed  down.

Ma}^  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers, 
to  deliver  me  this  day  and  every  day  from  shamelessness 
and  shameless  men,  from  an  evil  man,  an  evil  companion 
and  an  evil  neighbour,  and  from  an  evil  occurrence  :  from 
the  corrupting  tempter,  from  an  unjust  judgment  and  an 
unjust  opponent,  be  he  a  son  of  the  covenant  or  be  he  not  a 
son  of  the  covenant. 

A  man  should  ever  fear  Heaven  even  in  private.  He 
should  ackno\vledge  the  truth  and  speak  the  truth  in  his 
heart.     Let  him  rise  up  early  and  say  ;  — 
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Sovereign  of  all  the  worlds,  not  because  of  our  righteous 
deeds  do  we  present  our  supplications  before  thee,  but  for 
thy  great  mercies.  What  are  we  ?  What  is  our  life  ? 
What  is  our  piety  ?  What  our  acts  of  righteousness  ?  What 
our  salvation  ?  What  is  our  strength  ?  What  is  our 
might  ?  What  shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God 
and  God  of  our  fathers  ?  Are  not  all  the  mighty  ones  like 
naught  before  thee,  and  men  of  fame  as  though  they  were 
not,  wise  men  as  if  they  were  without  knowledge,  and  men 
of  understanding  as  though  they  were  void  of  discretion  ? 
For  the  multitude  of  their  works  is  emptiness,  and  the 
days  of  their  life  are  vanity  before  thee  ;  and  the  pre- 
eminence of  man  over  beast  is  naught :   for  all  is  vanity. 

Howbeit  we  are  thy  people,  the  children  of  thy  covenant,

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Thou  art  the  Lord  our  God  m  heaven  and  on  earth  and 
the  highest  heaven  of  heavens.  Of  a  truth  thou  art  the 
first  and  thou  art  the  last,  and  beside  thee  there  is  no  god. 
O  gather  those  that  hope  in  thee  from  the  four  corners  of 
the  earth.  Let  all  that  come  into  the  world  understand  and 
acknowledge  that  thou  alone  art  God  over  all  the  kingdoms 
of  the  earth.  Thou  hast  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth, 
the  sea  and  all  that  is  therein.  And  who  is  there  of  all  thy 
handiwork  of  those  above  or  those  below  that  shall  say 
unto  thee,  What  doest  thou  ?  Our  Father  which  art  in 
heaven,  deal  mercifully  with  us  for  the  sake  of  thy  great 
Name  by  which  we  are  called  ;  and  fulfil  unto  us,  O  Lord

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Command  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  My  offering,  my  food 
for  my  sacrifices  made  by  fire,  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  me, 
shall  ye  observe  to  offer  unto  me  in  their  due  season.  And 
thou  shalt  say  unto  them.  This  is  the  offering  made  by  fire 
which  ye  shall  offer  unto  the  Lord  ;  two  he-lambs  of  the 
first  year  without  blemish  day  by  day,  for  a  continual 
burnt  offering.  The  one  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  even  ;  and  a 
tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  fine  flour  for  a  meal-offering, 
mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  an  hin  of  beaten  oil.  It  is 
a  continual  burnt  offering,  which  was  ordained  on  Mount 
Sinai  for  a  sweet  savour,  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire  unto  the 
Lord.  And  the  drink-offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth 
part  of  an  hin  for  the  one  lamb  :  in  the  holy  place  shalt 
thou  pour  out  a  drink-offering  of  strong  drink  unto  the 
Lord.  And  the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  even  :  as 
the  meal-offering  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink-offering 
thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire,  of  a 
sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord. 
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Leviticus  i.   ii. 
And  he  shall  kill  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar,  northward 
before    the    Lord ;     and   the   priests,    Aaron's   sons,   shall 
sprinkle  its  blood  upon  the  altar  round  about. 

On  Sabbath  the  following  is  added  : 

Numbers  xxviii.  9-10. 
And  on  the  Sabbath  day  two  he-lambs  of  the  first  year 
without  blemish,  and  two  tenth  parts  of  fine  flour  for  a 
meal-offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink-offering 
thereof  ;  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every  Sabbath,  beside 
the  continual  burnt-offering  and  the  drink-offering  thereof. 

Mishnah  Zebachim  v. 
I.  \Vliich  are  the  places  where  the  sacrifices  were  offered  ? 
The  most  holy  were  killed  at  the  north  of  the  altar.  The 
bull  and  hc-goat  of  the  Day  of  Atonement  were  killed  at 
the  north,  and  their  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel 
of  ministration  at  the  north,  required  sprinkling  between 
the  staves  of  the  ark,  before  the  veil  and  on  the  golden 
altar.  The  omission  of  any  of  these  sprinklings  invalidated 
the  ceremony.  The  rest  of  the  blood  the  priest  poured 
upon  the  western  base  of  the  outer  altar ;  but  if  he  did  not 
do  so,  the  ceremony  was  not  invalid.  2.  The  bulls  and  he- 
goats  which  had  to  be  burnt  were  killed  at  the  north,  and 
their  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  ministration 
at  the  north,  required  sprinkling  before  the  veil  and  on 
the  golden  altar.  The  omission  of  either  of  these  sprinklings 
invalidated  the  ceremony.  The  rest  of  the  blood  the  priest 
poured  upon  the  western  base  of  the  outer  altar;  but  if  he 
omitted  to  do  so,  the  ceremony  was  not  invalid.  Both  alike 
were  burnt  in  the  repository  of  ashes.  3.  As  to  the  sin- 
offerings  of  the  congregation  and  of  the  individual— the 
following  are  the  sin-offerings  of  the  congregation  :  the  he- 
goats  of  new  moons  and  festivals — these  were  killed  at 
the  north,  and  their  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel 
of  ministration  at  the  north,  required  four  sprinklings  on 
the  four  horns  of  the  altar.  How  was  this  done  ?  The 
priest  went  up  the  ascent,  and,  turning  to  the  middle  ledg- 
ment  bordering  the  altar,  he  walked  along  it  to  the  south- 
east, north-east,  north-west  and  south-west  corners  succes- 
sively. The  rest  of  the  blood  he  poured  upon  the  southern 
base.  These  sacrifices  had  to  be  eaten  within  the  hangings 
of  the  court  by  males  of  the  priesthood,  and  might  be  dressed 
in  any  fashion,  but  had  to  be  consumed  within  the  same  day 
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and  the  follov.ing  night  until  midnight.  4.  The  biirnt  oITering 
belonged  to  the  most  holy  sacrifices.  It  had  to  be  killed  at  the 
north,  and  its  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  minis- 
tration at  the  north,  required  two  sprinklings  at  opposite  angles 
of  the  altar,  making  four  in  all.  The  offering  had  to  be  flayed 
and  cut  up,  and  entirely  consumed  by  fire.  5.  As  to  the  peace- 
offerings  of  the  congregation  and  trespass-offerings — the  following 
are  the  trespass-offerings  :  the  trespass-offerings  for  robbery,  for 
appropriating  sanctified  objects,  in  regard  to  a  betrothed 
handmaid,  the  trespass -offerings  of  a  Nazarite  who  has  become 
defiled,  of  a  leper  on  his  cleansing,  and  for  a  sin,  the  commission 
of  which  is  doubtful — all  these  were  killed  at  the  north,  and 
their  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  ministration  at 
the  north,  required  two  sprinklings  at  opposite  angles  of  the 
altar,  making  four  in  all.  They  had  to  be  eaten  within  the 
hangings  of  the  court  by  males  of  the  priesthood,  and  might  be 
dressed  in  any  fashion,  but  had  to  be  consumed  within  the  same 
day  and  the  foUov/ing  night  until  midnight.  6.  The  thank- 
offering  and  the  ram  offered  by  the  Nazarite  on  the  termination 
of  his  vow  were  of  a  minor  degree  of  holiness.  They  might  be 
killed  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  their  blood  required  two 
sprinklings  at  opposite  angles  of  the  altar,  making  four  in  all.  They 
might  be  eaten,  dressed  in  any  fashion,  in  any  part  of  the  city  and 
by  any  person  ;  but  had  to  be  consumed  within  the  same  day 
and  the  following  night  until  midnight.  The  heaved  and  waved 
portions  were  treated  like  the  rest,  except  that  they  might  only 
be  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  children  and  servants. 
7.  Peace-ofierings  were  also  of  a  minor  degree  of  holiness.  They 
might  be  killed  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  their  blood  required 
two  sprinklings  at  opposite  angles  of  the  altar,  making  four  in  all ; 
and  they  might  be  eaten,  dressed  in  any  fashion,  in  any  part  of  the 
city,  and  by  any  person  within  two  days  and  one  night.  The  heaved 
and  waved  portions  were  treated  like  the  rest,  except  that  they 
might  only  be  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  children  and 
servants.  8.  The  first-born,  the  tithe  of  animals  and  the  paschal 
lamb,  were  of  a  minor  degree  of  holiness.  They  were 
killed  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  their  blood  required  one 
sprinkling  ;  only  the  priest  had  to  direct  it  towards  the  base  of 
the  altar.  The  difference  in  their  consumption  was  that  the  first- 
born might  only  be  eaten  by  the  priests,  but  the  tithe  by  any  per- 
son. They  might  both  be  eaten,  dressed  in  any  fashion,  in  any 
part  of  the  city,  and  by  any  person  within  two  days  and  one  night. 
The  paschal  lamb,  however,  might  only  be  eaten  by  night,  only 
up  till  midnight,  only  by  members  of  each  previously  appointed 
number,  and  only  roasted. 
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Sifra  L 

Rabbi  Ishmael  says  the  Torah  is  expounded  by  thirteen 
methods  :  — 

1.  From  a  hght  case  and  from  a  weighty  one. 

2.  From  an  identical  expression. 

3.  From   a   principle   drawn   from   one   text   and   from  a 

principle  drawn  from  two  texts. 

4.  From  a  general  and  a  special  law. 

5.  From  a  special  and  a  general  law. 

6.  A  general  law,  a  special  and  a  general  law ;    one  may 

not  draw  inferences  save  in  accordance  with  the 
meaning  of  the  special  law. 

7.  From  a  general  law  that  requires  a  special  one,  and 

from  a  special  law  that  requires  a  general  one. 

8.  Any  matter  which  is  included  in  a  general  law  and 

which  is  detached  therefrom  to  predicate  concern- 
ing a  special  case,  is  not  detached  to  predicate  con- 
cerning that  case  only,  but  concerning  the  whole  of 
the  general  law. 

9.  Any  matter  which  is  included  in  a  general  law  and 

which  is  detached  to  elucidate  something  in  har- 
mony therewith,  is  detached  to  relax  and  not  to 
restrict. 

10.  Any  matter  which  is  included  in  a  general  law  and 

which  is  detached  to  elucidate  something  different  and 
not  in  harmony  therewith,  is  detached  both  to  relax 
and  to  restrict. 

11.  Any  matter  included  in  a  general  law  and  detached  to 

determine  something  fresh,  must  not  be  restored  to 
the  general  law  until  the  text  itself  so  restores  it. 

12.  A  passage  that  is  understood  from  its  context,  and  a 

passage  that  is  understood  from  its  concluding  terms. 

13.  And  thus  two  texts  may  contradict  each  other  until  a 

third  text  is  found  that  will  harmonize  the  two. 

lilay  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
that  the  Temple  be  speedily  rebuilt  in  our  days,  and  grant 
our  portion  in  thy  Law.

Who 
shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord  ?  or  who  shall  stand 
in  his  holy  place  ?  He  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure 
heart ;  who  hath  not  lifted  up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor 
sworn  deceitfully.  He  shall  receive  a  blessing  from  the 
Lord,  and  righteousness  from  the  God  of  his  salvation. 
This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him,  that  seek  thy 
face  ;  0  Jacob.  Selah.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates  ;

This  is  the  second  day  in  the  week,  on  wliich  the  Levites  in  the 
Temple  used  to  say  : 

Psalm  xlviii.  :    A  Song  and  Psalm  for  the  sons  of  Korah. 

Great  is  the  Lord,  and  greatly  to  be  praised  in  the  city 
of  our  God,  in  the  mountain  of  his  holiness.  Beautiful  in 
elevation,  the  joy  of  the  whole  earth,  is  mount  Zion.on  the 
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sides  of  the  north,  the  city  of  the  great  King.  God  hath  made 
himself  known  in  her  palaces  for  a  refuge.  For,  lo,  the  kings 
assembled,  they  passed  by  together.  They  saw  it,  then  they 
were  amazed  ;  they  were  troubled,  and  hasted  away.  Trembling 
took  hold  upon  them  there,  and  pain,  as  of  a  woman  in  travail. 
Thou  breakest  the  ships  of  Tarshish  with  an  east  wind.  As  we 
have  heard,  so  have  we  seen  in  the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
in  the  city  of  our  God  :  God  will  establish  it  for  ever.  Selah. 
We  have  thought  of  thy  loving-kindness,  O  God,  in  the  midst 
of  thy  temple.

How  long  will  ye  judge  unjustly,  and  accept 
the  persons  of  the  wicked  ?  Selah.  Judge  the  poor  and  fatherless  : 
do  justice  to  the  afflicted  and  destitute.  DeHver  the  poor  and 
needy  :  rid  them  out  of  the  hand  of  the  wicked.  They  know 
not,  neither  do  they  understand ;  they  walk  on  in  darkness  : 
all  the  foundations  of  the  earth  are  moved.  I  have  said,  Ye 
are  gods  ;  and  all  of  you  are  children  of  the  most  High.  But 
ye  shall  die  like  men,  and  fall  together,  all  ye  princes.  Arise, 
O  God,  judge  the  earth  :    for  thou  shalt  inherit  all  nations. 

Psalm  for  the  fourth  day  of  the  week  : 

This  is  the  fourth  day  of  the  week,  on  which  the  Levites  in  the 
Temple  used  to  say : 

Psalm  xciv. 

O  Lord  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth  ;  O  God,  to 
whom  vengeance  belongeth,  shine  forth.     Lift  up  thyself,  thou 
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judge  of  the  eurth  :  render  to  the  proud  their  desert.  Lord, 
how  long  shall  the  wicked,  how  long  shall  the  wicked  triumph  ? 
They  prate,  they  speak  arrogantly  :  all  the  workers  of  iniquity 
boast  themselves.  They  break  in  pieces  thy  people,  O  Lord, 
and  afflict  thine  heritage.  They  slay  the  widow  and  the  stranger, 
and  murder  the  fatherless.  Yet  they  say,  The  Lord  shall  not 
see,  neither  shall  the  God  of  Jacob  consider.  Understand,  ye 
brutish  among  the  people  :  and  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  be  wise  ? 
He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not  hear  ?  he  that  formed 
the  eye,  shall  he  not  see  ?  He  that  chastiseth  the  heathen, 
shall  not  he  correct,  even  he  that  teacheth  man  knowledge  ? 
The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of  man,  that  they  are  vanity. 
Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chastenest,  O  Lord,  and  teachest 
liim  out  of  thy  Law  ;  that  thou  mayest  give  him  rest  from  the 
days  of  adversity,  until  the  pit  be  digged  for  the  wicked.  For 
the  Lord  will  not  cast  off  his  people,  neither  will  he  forsake  his 
inheritance.  But  judgment  shall  return  unto  righteousness  : 
and  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall  follow  it.  Who  will  rise  up 
for  me  against  evildoers  ?  or  who  will  stand  up  for  me  against 
the  workers  of  iniquity  ?  Unless  the  Lord  had  been  my  help, 
my  soul  had  almost  dwelt  in  silence.

They  gather  themselves  together  against 
the  soul  of  the  righteous,  and  condemn  innocent  blood.  But 
the  Lord  hath  been  my  fortress  ;  and  my  God  the  rock  of  my 
refuge.  And  he  hath  brought  upon  them  their  own  iniquity, 
and  shall  cut  them  off  in  their  own  wickedness  ;  yea,  the  Lord 
our  God  shall  cut  them  off.

This  is  the  fifth  day  of  the  week,  on  which  the  Levites  in  the 
Temple  used  to  say  : 

Psalm  Ixxxi.  :  To  the  chief  Musician  upon  Gittith,  a  Psalm  of  Asaph. 

Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  strength  :  make  a  joylul  noise  unto 
the  God  of  Jacob.  Take  up  the  psalm,  and  bring  hither  the 
timbrel, the  pleasant  harp  with  the  psaltery.  Blow  ye  the  trumpet 
on  the  new  moon,  in  the  time  appointed,  on  our  solemn  feast- 
day.  For  it  is  a  statute  for  Israel,  an  ordinance  of  the  God 
of  Jacob.  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  testimony,  when 
he  went  out  through  the  land  of  Egypt  :  where  I  heard  a 
language  that  I  understood  not     I  removed  his  shoulder  from

the  burden  :  his  hands  were  delivered  from  the  basket. 
Thou  calledst  in  trouble,  and  I  delivered  thee  ;  I  answered 
thee  in  the  secret  place  of  thunder  :  I  proved  thee  at 
the  waters  of  Meribah.  Selah.  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I 
will  testify  imto  thee  :  O  Israel,  if  thou  wouldst  hearken 
unto  me  !  There  shall  no  strange  god  be  in  thee  ;  neither 
shalt  thou  worship  any  strange  god.  I  am  the  Lord 
thy  God,  which  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egj^t  : 
open  thy  mouth  wide,  and  I  will  fill  it.  But  my  people 
would  not  hearken  to  my  voice  ;  and  Israel  would  none 
of  me.  So  I  let  them  go  after  the  stubbornness  of  their 
heart  :  and  they  walked  in  their  own  counsels.  Oh  that  my 
people  would  hearken  unto  me,  Israel  would  walk  in  my 
ways !  I  should  soon  subdue  their  enemies,  and  turn 
my  hand  against  their  adversaries.  The  haters  of  the 
Lord  would  have  submitted  themselves  unto  him  :  but 
their  time  should  have  endured  for  ever.  He  would 
feed  them  also  with  the  finest  of  the  wheat  :  and  with 
honey  out  of  the  rock  would  satisfy  thee. 

Psalm  for  the  sixth  day  of  the  week  : 
This  is  the  sixth  day  in  the  week,  on  which  the  Levites  in  the 
Temple  used  to  say  : 

Psalm  xciii. 

The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty  ;  the  Lord 
is  clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself  ; 
the  word  also  is  stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  Thy 
throne  is  established  of  old  :  thou  art  from  everlasting.  The 
floods  have  lifted  up,  O  Lord,  the  floods  have  lifted  up  their 
voice  ;  the  floods  lift  up  their  waves.  The  Lord  on  high 
is  mightier  than  the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than  the 
mighty  breakers  of  the  sea.  Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure  : 
holiness  becometh  thine  house,  O  Lord,  for  ever. 

Psalm  for  the  Sabbath  : 
Psalm  xcii.     A  Psalm,  a  Song  for  the  Sabbath  Day. 

It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  and  to 
sing  praises  unto  thy  Name,  O  Most  High  :  to  show  forth 
thy  loving-kindness  in  the  morning,  and  thy  faithfulness 
every  night,  upon  an  instrument  of  ten  strings,  and  upon 
the  psaltery  ;  upon  the  harp  with  a  solemn  sound.  For 
thou.  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad  through  thy  work  :  I  will 
triumph  in  the  works  of  thy  hands.  How  great  are  thy 
works,  O  Lord  !    thy  thoughts  are  very  deep.     A  brutish 
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man  knoweth  not  ;  neither  doth  a  fool  understand  this. 
When  the  wicked  spring  as  the  grass,  and  when  all  the 
workers  of  iniquity  do  flourish  ;  it  is  that  they  shall  be 
destroyed  for  ever.  But  thou,  O  Lord,  art  most  high  for 
evermore.  For,  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  for,  lo,  thine 
enemies  shall  perish  ;  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  shall  be 
scattered.  But  my  horn  hast  thou  exalted  like  the  horn 
of  the  wild  ox  :  I  am  anointed  with  fresh  oil.  Mine  eye 
hath  seen  mine  enemies  ;  mine  ears  have  heard  of  the 
wicked  who  rise  up  against  me.  The  righteous  shall  flourish 
like  the  palm  tree  :  he  shall  grow  like  a  cedar  in  Lebanon. 
They  shall  be  planted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  ;  they  shall 
flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God.  They  shall  still  bring 
forth  fruit  in  old  age  ;  they  shall  be  full  of  sap,  and  green  ; 
to  show  that  the  Lord  is  upright :  he  is  my  rock  and  there 
is  no  unrighteousness  in  him. 

Psalm  for  the  First  Day  of  the  Festival  : 
Psalm  cv. 

Give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  call  upon  his  Name,  make 
known  his  deeds  among  the  people.  Sing  unto  him,  sing 
psalms  unto  him,  talk  ye  of  all  his  wondrous  works.  Glor}- 
ye  in  his  holy  Name  :  let  the  heart  of  them  rejoice  that 
seek  the  Lord.  Seek  the  Lord  and  his  strength  :  seek  his 
face  continually.  Remember  his  marvellous  works  that  he 
hath  done,  his  wonders,  and  the  judgments  of  his  mouth  ; 
O  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  servant,  ye  children  of  Jacob, 
his  chosen  ones.  He  is  the  Lord  our  God  ;  his  judgments  are 
in  all  the  earth.  He  hath  remembered  his  covenant  for 
ever,  the  word  which  he  commanded  to  a  thousand  genera- 
tions, the  covenant  which  he  made  with  Abraham,  and 
his  oath  unto  Isaac  ;  and  confirmed  the  same  to  Jacob 
for  a  statute,  and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  covenant, 
saying.  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  of  Canaan,  the  lot 
of  your  inheritance  ;  when  they  were  but  few,  even  a  few, 
and  strangers  in  it.  And  when  they  went  from  nation  to 
natioi:-,  from  one  kingdom  to  another  people  ;  he  suffered 
no  man  to  do  them  wrong  :  yea,  he  reproved  kings  for 
their  sakes,  saying.  Touch  not  mine  anointed,  and  do  my 
prophets  no  harm.  Moreover  he  called  for  a  famine  upon 
the  land  :  he  brake  the  whole  staff  of  bread.  He  sent  a 
m,an  before  them,  even  Joseph,  who  was  sold  for  a  servant. 
His  feet  they  hurt  with  fetters  :    his  soul  entered  into  the 
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iron  :  until  the  time  that  his  word  came  to  pass,  the  word 
of  the  Lord  tried  him.  The  king  sent  and  loosed  him  ; 
€ven  the  ruler  of  the  people,  and  let  him  go  free.  He 
made  him  lord  of  his  house  and  ruler  of  all  his  substance  : 
to  bind  his  princes  at  his  pleasure,  and  teach  his  elders 
wisdom.  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt ;  and  Jacob  sojourned 
in  the  land  of  Ham.  And  he  increased  his  people  greatly  ; 
and  made  them  stronger  than  their  enemies.  He  turned 
their  heart  to  hate  his  people,  to  deal  subtilly  with  his  ser- 
vants. He  sent  Moses  his  servant,  and  Aaron  whom  he 
had  chosen.  They  set  among  them  his  signs,  and  wonders 
in  the  land  of  Ham.  He  sent  darkness,  and  made  it 
dark  ;  and  they  rebelled  not  against  his  word.  He  turned 
their  waters  into  blood,  and  slew  their  fish.  Their  land 
swarmed  with  frogs,  in  the  chambers  of  their  kings.  He 
spake,  and  there  came  swarms  of  flies,  and  lice  in  all  their 
borders.  He  gave  them  hail  for  rain,  and  flaming  fire  in 
their  land.  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  their  fig  trees  ; 
and  brake  the  trees  of  their  borders.  He  spake,  and  the 
locust  came,  and  the  cankerworm,  and  that  without  number, 
and  did  eat  up  every  herb  in  their  land,  and  devoured  the 
fruit  of  their  ground.  He  smote  also  all  the  firstborn  in 
their  land,  the  chief  of  all  their  strength.  He  brought  them 
forth  also  with  silver  and  gold  :  and  there  was  not  one  that 
stumbled  among  his  tribes.  Egypt  was  glad  when  they 
departed  :  for  the  fear  of  them  had  fallen  upon  them.  He 
spread  a  cloud  for  a  covering  ;  and  fire  to  give  light  in  the 
night.  They  asked,  and  he  brought  quails,  and  satisfied 
them  with  the  bread  of  heaven.  He  opened  the  rock,  and 
the  waters  gushed  out ;  they  ran  in  the  dry  places  like  a 
river.  For  he  remembered  his  holy  promise,  and  Abraham 
his  servant.  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy, 
and  his  chosen  with  singing.  And  he  gave  them  the  lands 
of  the  nations :  and  they  inherited  the  labour  of  the  peoples  ; 
that  they  might  observe  his  statutes,  and  keep  his  laws. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

For  the  Second  Day  of  the  Festival : 
Psalm   Ixxx.     To   the  chief   Musician ;   set  to  Shoshannim-Eduth, 

A  Psalm  of  Asaph. 

Give  ear,  O  Shepherd  of  Israel,  thou  that  leadest  Joseph 
like  a  flock  ;    thou  that  dwellest   between  the  cherubim. 
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shine  forth.  Before  Ephraim  and  Benjamin  and  Manasseh 
stir  up  thy  might,  and  come  and  save  us.  Turn  us  again, 
O  God,  and  cause  thy  face  to  shine  ;  and  we  shall  be  saved. 
O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry  against 
the  prayer  of  thy  people  ?  Thou  hast  fed  them  with  the 
bread  of  tears,  and  given  them  tears  to  drink  in  copious 
measure.  Thou  makest  us  a  strife  unto  our  neighbours  : 
and  our  enemies  laugh  among  themselves.     Turn  us  again, 

0  God  of  hosts,  and  cause  thy  face  to  shine  ;  and  we  shall 
be  saved.  Thou  didst  bring  a  vine  out  of  Egypt :  thou 
didst  drive  out  the  nations,  and  plant  it  in.  Thou  pre- 
paredst  room  before  it,  and  it  took  deep  root,  and  filled  the 
land.  The  mountains  were  covered  with  the  shadow  of  it, 
and  the  boughs  thereof  were  like  goodly  cedars.  She  sent 
out  her  boughs  unto  the  sea,  and  her  shoots  unto  the  river. 
Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down  her  hedges,  so  that  all 
they  which  pass  by  the  way  do  pluck  her  ?  The  boar  out 
of  the  wood  doth  ravage  it,  and  the  wild  beast  of  the  field 
doth  feed  on  it.  Turn  again,  we  beseech  thee,  O  God  of 
hosts  :  look  down  from  heaven,  and  behold,  and  visit  this 
vine  and  the  stock  which  thy  right  hand  hath  planted,  and 
the  branch  that  thou  madest  strong  for  thyself.  It  is 
burned  with  fire,  it  is  cut  down  :  they  perish  at  the  rebuke 
of  thy  countenance.  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy 
right  hand,  upon  the  son  of  man  whom  thou  madest  strong 
for  thyself.  So  shall  not  we  go  back  from  thee  :  quicken 
us,  and  we  will  call  upon  thy  name.  Turn  us  again,  O  Lord 
God  of  hosts  ;  cause  thy  face  to  shine,  and  we  shall  be  saved. 

For  the  Seventh  Day  of  the  Festival  : 

Psalm  bcxvii.     To  the  chief  Musician  ;    after  the  manner  of 
Jeduthun,  A  Psalm  of  Asaph. 

I  will  cry  unto  God  with  my  voice  ;  even  unto  God  with 
my  voice,  and  he  will  give  ear  imto  me.  In  the  day  of  my 
trouble  I  sought  the  Lord  :  my  hand  was  stretched  out 
in  the  night,  and  slacked  not  ;  my  soul  refused  to  be  com- 
forted. I  remember  God,  and  am  disquieted  ;  I  muse, 
and  my  spirit  is  overwhelmed.  Selah.  Thou  boldest  mine 
eyes  watching  :  I  am  so  troubled  that  I  cannot  speak.  I 
have  considered  the  days  of  old,  the  years  of  ancient  times. 

1  call  to  remembrance  my  song  in  the  night  :  I  commune 
with  mine  own  heart  :  and  my  spirit  made  diligent  search. 
Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for  ever  ?  and  wUl  he  be  favourable 
no  more  ?     Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  ?    doth  his 
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promise  fail  for  evermore  ?  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be 
gracious  ?  hath  he  in  anger  shut  up  his  tender  mercies  ? 
Sclah.  And  I  said,  This  is  my  infirmity  :  the  years  of  the 
right  hand  of  the  most  High.  I  will  remember  the  works 
of  the  Lord  :  surely  I  will  remember  thy  wonders  of  old. 
I  will  meditate  also  upon  all  thy  work,  and  talk  of  thy 
doings.  Thy  wa}^  O  God,  is  in  the  sanctuary  :  who  is  a 
great  god  like  unto  God  ?  Thou  art  the  God  that  docst 
wonders  :  thou  hast  made  known  thy  strength  among  the 
peoples.  Thou  hast  with  thine  arm  redeemed  thy  people, 
the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph.  Selah.  The  waters  saw 
thee,  O  God,  the  waters  saw  thee  ;  they  were  afraid  :  the 
depths  also  were  troubled.  The  clouds  poured  out  w^ater  : 
the  skies  sent  out  a  sound  :  thine  arrows  also  went  abroad. 
The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  in  the  whirlwind  :  the  light- 
nings lightened  the  world  ;  the  earth  trembled  and  shook. 
Thy  way  was  in  the  sea,  and  thy  path  in  the  great  waters, 
and  thy  footsteps  w^ere  not  known.  Thou  leddest  thy 
people  like  a  flock  by  the  hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron. 

For  the  Eighth  Day  of  the  Festival : 
Psalm  Ixvi.     For  the  chief  Musician.     A  Song  or  Psalm. 

Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  God,  all  the  earth.  Sing  forth 
the  glory  of  his  name  :  make  his  praise  glorious.  Say  unto 
God,  How  terrible  are  thy  works  !  through  the  greatness 
of  thy  power  shall  thine  enemies  submit  themselves  unto 
thee.  All  the  earth  shall  worship  thee,  and  shall  sing  unto 
thee  ;  they  shall  sing  to  thy  name.  Selah.  Come  and  see 
the  w^orks  of  God  :  he  is  terrible  in  his  doing  toward  the 
children  of  men.  He  turned  the  sea  into  dry  land  :  they 
went  through  the  flood  on  foot :  there  did  we  rejoice  in  him. 
He  ruleth  by  his  power  for  ever  ;  his  eyes  observe  the 
nations  :  let  not  the  rebellious  exalt  themselves.  Selah. 
O  bless  our  God,  ye  peoples,  and  make  the  voice  of  his  praise 
to  be  heard  :  which  hath  appointed  our  soul  in  life,  and 
hath  not  suffered  our  feet  to  be  moved.  For  thou,  O  God, 
hast  proved  us  :  thou  hast  tried  us,  as  silver  is  tried.  Thou 
broughtest  us  into  the  net  ;  thou  layedest  a  sore  burden 
upon  our  loins.  Thou  hast  caused  men  to  ride  over  our 
heads  ;  we  went  through  fire  and  through  water  :  but  thou 
broughtest  us  out  into  a  wealthy  place.  I  will  go  into  thy 
house  with  burnt  offerings  :  I  will  pay  thee  my  vows,  which 
my  lips  have  uttered,  and  my  mouth  hath  spoken,  when 
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The  verses  of  these  Hymns  are  said  by  the  Beader  and  Congregation 

alternately. 
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I  was  in  trouble.  I  will  offer  unto  thee  burnt  sacrifices  of 
fatlings,  with  the  incense  of  rams  ;  I  will  oft'er  bullocks 
with  goats.  Selah.  Come  and  hear,  all  ye  that  fear  God, 
and  I  will  declare  what  he  hath  done  for  my  soul.  I  cried 
unto  him  with  my  mouth,  and  he  was  extolled  with  my 
tongue.  If  I  regard  iniquity  in  my  heart,  the  Lord  will  not 
hear  me.  But  verily  God  hath  heard  me  ;  he  hath  attended 
to  the  voice  of  my  prayer.  Blessed  be  God,  which  hath 
not  turned  away  my  prayer,  nor  his  mercy  from  me.

Blessed  be  the  Lord,  and  blessed  be  his  glorious  Name  ;    for  unto 

his  servant  his  mercy  is  wonderful. 
How  shall  I  come  before  God,  the  most  high  ?    and  how  shall  I 

bow  before  the  God  of  old  ? 
If  the  mountains  were  an  altar,  and  all  the  wood  of  Lebanon  were 

laid  thereon  ; 
If  all  cattle  and  all  beasts  were  slain,  prepared,  and  laid  upon  the 

wood  ; 
And  if  blood  covered  the  comers  of  the  altar,  as  the  waters  cover 

the  sea  ; 
If  fine  flour,  rich  and  abundant  as  sand,  were  mingled  with  ten 

thousand  rivers  of  oil ; 
And  for  a  memorial,  frank-incense  and  spices,  yea,  all  the  chief 

spices  ; 
If  the  lights  on  the  lamps  were  radiant  as  the  two  great  luminaries  ; 
And  if  the  shew-bread,  arranged  upon  tables  within,  were  like  high 

mountains  ; 
And  if  for  drink-olffering  there  were  wine  like  the  rain  of  heaven, 

and  strong  drink  abundant  as  fountains  of  water  ; 
If  all  the  sons  of  men  were  priests  ;    Levites  chanting  like  winged 

songsters ; 
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And  all  the  trees  of  Eden  and  all  the  trees  of  the  forests  were  harps 
and  viols  for  the  singers  ; 

If  aU  the  angels  gave  their  voice  in  song  and  the  stars  did  sing  from 
their  courses  ; 

And  all  Lebanon  were  for  fuel,  and  all  its  beasts  for  burnt-offer- 
ing— 

Lo  !  all  these  were  not  enough  to  serve,  to  come  therewith  before 

the  God  of  glory. 

For  thou,  our  King,  art  exceeding  glorious  :  how  then  should  we 
bow  down  before  our  Lx)rd  ? 

Verily  none  Uving  can  honour  thee — how  then  can  I,  thy  servant  ? 

Seeing  I  am  despised  and  least  of  men,  contemptible  in  mine  own 

eyes,  and  lowly  among  mankind  ; 
And  thy  servant  hath  naught  wherewith  to  honour  thee,  to  render 

unto  thee  for  all  thy  loving-kindness. 
For  thou  hast  multiplied  good  things  towards  me — for  thou  hast 

magnified  thy  mercy  unto  me. 
Great  are  the  debts  I  owe  thee  for  the  good  thou   hast   wrought 

for  me. 
But  thou  owest  no  debt  of  benefit  to  me  ;    for  thou  needest  not 

to  bestow  aught  upon  me. 
I  have  not  served  thee  in  accordance  with  thy  benefits  ;    one  in 

ten  thousand  I  have  not  repaid  thee. 
If  I  say,  I  will  declare  their  number,  I  know  not  how  to  count  them. 
And  what  shall  I  return  unto  thee,  seeing  that  all  is  thine  ?    thine 

are  the  heavens,  and  the  earth  also  is  thine.

My  soul  shall  praise  the  might  of  thy  works,  and  all  that  is  within 

me  thy  holy  Name  5

ho  !    thou  art  the  living  God  from  eternity  ;    from  ever  thou  art 

changeless. 
Unto  everlasting  thou  art  the  same-;    and  thy  divine  attributes 

will  never  be  dimmed. 
Thou  existest !    new  and  old  are  naught  unto  thee ;   thou  renewest 

all,  but  thou  art  immutable. 
Nor  old  age  nor  youth  have  rested  upon  thee  ;    neither  hoary  age 

nor  dawn  of  years. 
Joy  and  pain  come  not  unto  thee  ;    nor  can  form  or  shape  image 

thee. 
Substance  cannot  encompass  thee  ;    neither  canst  thou  be  likened 

unto  any  breathing  thing. 
Thou  hast  set  Umits  around  every  being,  from  their  beginning  unto 

their  end. 

*  Deut.  xxxii.  39. 
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Yea,  thou  hast  set  all  creatures  within  bounds  ;    and  the  davs  of 

their  appointed  time  hast  thou  encircled  with  a  border. 
But  unto  thee  there  are  no  bounds,  nor  to  thy  days,  thy  years, 

or  thy  being. 
Wherefore  thou  hast  no  need  of  anything  ;  but  of  thine  hand,  and 

of  thy  mercy,  all  have  need. 
Yea,  all  have  need  of  thy  charity  ;    but  thou  hast  no  need  of  thy 

creatures.

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No  secret  thing  can    be  hid  from  thee  ;    the  things  of  the  future 

and  the  things  of  the  past  are  the  same  with  thee. 
From  everlasting  unto  everlasting  all  things  are  in  thee,  and  thou 

art  in  all. 
Unto  thy  servants  and  messengers  thou  hast  declared  the  things 

to  come,  and  the  mystery  of  thy  ways.

Height  and  depth  are  one  as  in  a  turning  sphere  ;  Mo  !    the  wise 

man  and  the  understanding  cannot  conceive  it. 
Thou  encompassest  all  and  fillest  all  ;    and  since  thou  art  the  All, 

thou  art  in  all.         '.:, 
There  is  none  above  thee,  and  there  is  none  below  thee  ;   there  can 

be  nothing  without  thee,  and  naught  can  be  in  the  midst  of 

thee. 
Colour  and  shape  cannot  be  applied  to  thy  Oneness,  nor  body  to 

the  essence  of  thy  Unity. 
Neither  is  anything  separate  from  thee  in  the  midst ;    nor  is  the 

smallest  place  void  of  thee. 
Thou  art  not  derived  or  detached  from  anything  ;    nor  is  any  place 

empty  or  devoid  of  thee.

Thoirgh  with  all  our  wit  and  mind  we  have  searched  to  discover 

what  he  is. 
Yet  we  have  not  found  him  nor  known  him.     Howbeit  from  his 

works  we  recognize  and  learn 
That  he  is  the  sole  Creator,  Living,  Omnipotent,  and  All-wise  ; 
That  he  is  older  than  aught,  wherefore  he  is  called  the  God  of  old* 
Forasmuch  as  he  made  everything  from  notliing,  we  know  that 

he  is  almighty. 
Forasmuch  as  all  his  works  are  wise,  we  know  that  he  fasliioned 

them  with  understanding. 
As  day  by  day  he  reneweth  them  all,  we  know  that  he  is  an  ever- 
lasting God  ; 
And  since  he  existed  before  any  of  them,  we  know  that  he  is  living 

and  everlasting. 
Therefore  we  may  not  attempt  to  reason  of  our  Creator  by  thought 

or  speech. 
We  may  not  class  him  with  matter  or  substance,  or  ascribe  to  him 

accident  or  attribute. 
We  may  not  think  of  him  as  of  root  or  stem,  as  genus  or  species,  or 

as  in  any  wise  hmited. 
All  things  that  are  seen  or  conceived  or  known  are  included  in  the 

ten  categories. 
There  are  seven  kinds  of  quantity    and  six  kinds  of  motion,  three 

modes  of  predication,  three  times,  and  three  dimensions.

Sing  unto  the  Lord,  all  the  earth  ;  shew  forth  from  day  to 
day  his  salvation.  Declare  his  glory  among  the  heathen  ; 
his  marvellous  works  among  all  nations.  For  great  is  the 
Lord,  and  greatly  to  be  praised  :  he  also  is  to  be  feared 
above  all  gods.  For  all  the  gods  of  the  people  are  idols  : 
but  the  Lord  made  the  heavens.  Glory  and  honour  are  in 
his  presence  ;  strength  and  gladness  are  in  his  place.  Give 
unto  the  Lord,  ye  kindreds  of  the  people,  give  unto  the 
Lord  glory  and  strength.  Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory 
due  unto  his  Name :  bring  an  offering,  and  come  before  him  : 
worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holiness.  Tremble  before 
him,  all  the  earth  :  the  world  also  shaU  be  stablished,  that 
it  be  not  moved.  Let  the  heavens  be  glad,  and  let  the 
earth  rejoice  :  and  let  men  say  among  the  nations.  The  Lord 
reigneth.  Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof :  let 
the  fields  rejoice,  and  all  that  is  therein.  Then  shall  the 
trees  of  the  wood  sing  for  joy  before  the  Lord,  because  he 
Cometh  to  judge  the  earth.  O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord ; 
for  he  is  good  ;  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  And  say 
ye.  Save  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  and  gather  us  together, 
and  deliver  us  from  the  nations,  to  give  thanks  unto  thy 
holy  Name  and  to  triumph  in  thy  praise.  Blessed  be  the 
Lord  God  of  Israel  for  ever  and  ever.  And  all  the  people 
said,  Amen,  and  praised  the  Lord. 

Exalt  ye  the  Lord  our  God,  and  worship  at  his  footstool ; 
for  he  is  holy.  Exalt  ye  the  Lord  our  God,  and  worship  at 
his  holy  hill  ;  for  the  Lord  our  God  is  holy.  And  he  being 
full  of  compassion  forgiveth  iniquity  and  destroyeth  not : 
yea,  many  a  time  he  tumeth  his  anger  away  and  stirreth 
not  up  all  his  wrath.  Thou,  O  Lord,  wilt  not  withhold  thy 
tender  mercies  from  me  :  let  thy  loving-kindness  and  thy 
truth  continually  preserve  me.  Remember,  O  Lord,  thy 
tender  mercies  and  thy  loving-kindnesses  ;  for  they  are  of 
old.  Ascribe  ye  strength  unto  God  :  his  excellency  is  over 
Israel,  and  his  strength  is  in  the  skies.  O  God,  thou  art 
terrible  out  of  thy  holy  places  :  the  God  of  Israel  is  he  that 
giveth  strength  and  power  unto  his  people.  Blessed  be 
God.  O  Lord  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth  ;  O  God 
to  whom  vengeance  belongeth,  shine  forth.  Lift  up  thy- 
self, thou  judge  of  the  earth  :    render  to  the  proud  their 
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desert.  Salvation  belongeth  unto  the  Lord  :  thy  blessing 
be  upon  thy  people.  Selah.  The  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us  ; 
the  God  of  Jacob  is  a  high  tower  unto  us.  Selah.  O  Lord 
of  Hosts,  happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  thee.  Save, 
O  Lord  :  may  the  King  answer  us  on  the  day  we  call. 
Save  thy  people  and  bless  thine  inheritance  :  feed  them  also, 
and  lift  them  up  for  ever.  Our  soul  hath  waited  for  the 
Lord  ;  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield.  For  our  heart  shall 
rejoice  in  him,  because  we  have  trusted  in  his  holy  Name. 
Let  thy  mercy,  0  Lord,  be  upon  us,  according  as  we  have 
hoped  in  thee.  Shew  us  thy  mercy,  0  Lord,  and  grant  us 
thy  salvation.  Rise  up  for  our  help  and  redeem  us  for  thy 
mercy's  sake.  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God  which  brought  thee 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  open  thy  mouth  wide  and  I  will 
fill  it.  Happy  is  the  people  that  is  in  such  a  case  ;  happy  is 
the  people  whose  God  is  the  Lord.  And  as  for  me,  I  have 
trusted  in  thy  mercy  ;  my  heart  shall  rejoice  in  thy  salva- 
tion. I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord,  because  he  hath  dealt 
bountifully  with  me. 

Psalm  xix.    For  the  Chief  Musician,  a  Psalm  of  David. 

The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God  ;  and  the  firma- 
ment sheweth  his  handiwork.  Day  unto  day  uttereth 
speech,  and  night  unto  night  sheweth  knowledge.  There 
is  no  speech  nor  language,  where  their  voice  is  not  heard. 
Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth,  and  their  words 
to  the  end  of  the  world.  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle 
for  the  sun,  which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his 
chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race.  His 
going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven,  and  his  circuit 
unto  the  ends  of  it  ;  and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof.  The  Law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  restoring  the  soul : 
the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple. 
The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart  :  the 
commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes. 
The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring  for  ever  :  the  judg- 
ments of  the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  altogether.  More 
to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold  : 
sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the  honeycomb.  Moreover 
by  them  is  thy  servant  warned  :  and  in  keeping  of  them 
there  is  great  reward.     Who  can  discern  his  errors  ?  clear 
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thou  me  from  secret  faults.  Keep  back  thy  servant  also 
from  presumptuous  sins  ;  let  them  not  have  dominion  over 
me  :  then  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  clear  from  great 
transgression.  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  medi- 
tation of  my  heart  be  acceptable  before  thee,  O  Lord,  my 
Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 

Psalm  xxxiv.     A  Psalm  of  David ;  when  he  changed  his 

behaviour  before  Abimelech,  who  drove  him  away, 

and  he  departed. 

I  will  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times  :  his  praise  shall  con- 
tinually be  in  my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  make  her  boast 
in  the  Lord  :  the  meek  shall  hear  thereof,  and  be  glad.  O 
magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  exalt  his  name  to- 
gether. I  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  answered  me,  and  delivered 
me  from  all  my  fears.  They  looked  unto  him,  and  were 
lightened  :  and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed.  This  poor 
man  cried,  and  the  Lord  heard  him,  and  saved  him  out  of 
all  his  troubles.  The  angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round 
about  them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth  them.  O  taste 
and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good  :  blessed  is  the  man  that 
trusteth  in  him.  O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  his  holy  ones  :  for 
there  is  no  want  to  them  that  fear  him.  The  young  lions 
do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger  :  but  they  that  seek  the  Lord 
shall  not  want  any  good  thing.  Come,  ye  children,  hearken 
unto  me  :  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  What  man 
is  he  that  desireth  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  that  he  may 
see  good  ?  Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from 
speaking  guile.  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good  ;  seek  peace, 
and  pursue  it.  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  toward  the  right- 
eous, and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  The  face  of  the 
Lord  is  against  them  that  do  evil,  to  cut  off  the  remem- 
brance of  them  from  the  earth.  The  righteous  cry,  and  the 
Lord  heareth,  and  delivereth  them  out  of  all  their  troubles. 
The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart ; 
and  saveth  such  as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit.  Many  are  the 
afflictions  of  the  righteous  :  but  the  Lord  delivereth  him 
out  of  them  all.  He  keepeth  all  his  bones  :  not  one  of 
them  is  broken.  Evil  shall  slay  the  wicked  :  and  they 
that  hate  the  righteous  shall  be  desolate.  The  Lord  re- 
deemeth  the  soul  of  his  servants  :  and  none  of  them  that 
trust  in  him  shall  be  condemned. 
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Psalm  xc.     A  Prayer  of  Moses  the  man  of  God. 

Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dweUing  place  in  all  generations. 
Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  thou  hadst 
formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting, thou  art  God.  Thou  tumest  man  to  destruction  ;  and 
sayest.  Return,  ye  children  of  men.  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy 
sight  are  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  as  a  watch  in  the 
night.  Thou  carriest  them  away  as  with  a  flood  ;  they  arc  as  in 
sleep  :  in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  growcth  up.  In 
the  morning  it  flourisheth  and  groweth  up  ;  in  the  evening  it  is 
cut  down  and  withereth.  For  we  are  consumed  by  thine  anger, 
and  by  thy  wrath  are  we  troubled.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities 
before  thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  For 
all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath  :  we  spend  our  years 
as  a  tale  that  is  told.  The  days  of  our  years  are  threescore  years 
and  ten  ;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be  fourscore  years, 
yet  is  their  pride  labour  and  sorrow ;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and 
we  fly  away.  Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger  ?  even 
according  to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  So  teach  us  to  number 
our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom.  Return, 
0  Lord ;  how  long  ?  and  let  it  repent  thee  concerning  thy  servants. 
0  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy  ;  that  we  may  rejoice  and  be 
glad  all  our  days.  Make  us  glad  according  to  the  days  wherein 
thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein  we  have  seen  evil. 
Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  servants,  and  thy  glory  unto  their 
children.  And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us  : 
and  establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us ;  yea,  the 
work  of  our  hands  establish  thou  it. 

Psalm  xci. 

He  dvv^elleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  most  High,  ho  abideth 
under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty..  I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He 
is  my  refuge  and  my  fortress  :  my  God  ;  in  him  will  I  trust.  For 
he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  the  fowler,  and  from  the 
noisome  pestilence.  He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  pinions,  and 
under  his  wings  shalt  thou  trust :  his  truth  shall  be  a  shield  and 
a  buckler.  Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the  terror  by  night ;  nor 
for  the  arrow  that  fiieth  by  day ;  nor  for  the  pestilence  that 
walketh  in  darkness  ;  nor  for  the  destruction  that  wasteth 
at  noonday.  A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and  ten 
thousand  at  thy  right  hand ;  but  it  shall  not  come  nigh 
thee.  Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold  and  see  the 
reward  of   the  wicked.     For  thou,  O  Lord,   art  my  refuge; 
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thou  hast  set  thine  habitation  on  high.  There  shall  no 
evil  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy 
tent.  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee,  to 
keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways.  They  shall  bear  thee  up  in 
their  hands,  lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone.  Thou 
shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  adder  :  the  young  lion  and 
the  dragon  shalt  thou  trample  under  foot.  Because  he 
hath  set  his  love  upon  me,  therefore  will  I  deliver  him  :  I 
will  set  him  on  high,  because  he  hath  known  my  Name. 
He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  answer  him  :  I  will  be 
with  him  in  trouble  ;  I  will  deliver  him,  and  honour  him. 
With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  shew  him  my  salvation. 

Psalm  cxxxv. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  ye  the  Name  of  the  Lord  ;

Psalm  xxxiii. 

Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  O  ye  righteous  :  for  praise  is  comely 
for  the  upright.  Give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  with  harp  : 
sing  unto  him  with  the  psaltery  of  ten  strings.  Sing  unto 
him  a  new  song  ;  play  skilfully  with  a  loud  noise.  For  the 
word  of  the  Lord  is  right ;  and  all  his  works  are  done  in 
faithfulness.  He  loveth  righteousness  and  judgment :  the 
earth  is  full  of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord.  By  the  word  of 
the  Lord  were  the  heavens  made  ;  and  all  the  host  of  them 
by  the  breath  of  his  mouth.  He  gathereth  the  waters  of 
the  sea  together  as  an  heap  :  he  layeth  up  the  depth  in 
storehouses.  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord  :  let  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  world  stand  in  awe  of  him.  For  he  spake, 
and  it  was  done  ;  he  commanded,  and  it  stood  fast.  The 
Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  nations  to  naught :  he  makcth 
the  devices  of  peoples  of  none  effect.  The  counsel  of  the 
Lord  standeth  for  ever,  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all 
generations.  Happy  is  the  nation  whose  God  is  the  Lord ; 
the  people  whom  he  hath  chosen  for  his  own  inheritance. 
The  Lord  looketh  from  heaven  ;  he  beholdeth  all  the  sons 
of  men.  From  the  place  of  his  habitation  he  looketh  upon 
all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  he  that  fashioneth  the 
hearts  of  them  all,  that  considereth  all  their  works.  The 
king  is  not  saved  by  the  multitude  of  an  host :  a  mighty 
man  is  not  delivered  by  much  strength.  An  horse  is  a  vain 
thing  for  safety  :  neither  shall  he  deliver  any  by  his  great 
strength.  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that 
fear  him,  upon  them  that  hope  for  his  mercy  ;  to  deliver 
their  soul  from  death,  and  to  keep  them  alive  in  famine. 
Our  soul  hath  waited  for  the  Lord  :  he  is  our  help  and 
our  shield.  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him,  because  we 
have  trusted  in  his  holy  Name.  Let  thy  mercy,  0  Lord,  be 
upon  us,  according  as  we  have  hoped  in  thee. 
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Psalm  xcii.  A  Psalm,  a  Song  for  the  Sabbath  Day. 
It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  and  to 
sing  praises  unto  thy  Name,  O  most  High  :  to  shew  forth 
thy  loving-kindness  in  the  morning,  and  thy  faithfulness 
every  night,  upon  an  instrument  of  ten  strings,  and  upon 
the  psaltery ;  upon  the  harp  with  a  solemn  sound.  For 
thou,  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad  through  thy  work  :  I  will 
triumph  in  the  works  of  thy  hands.  How  great  are  thy 
works,  O  Lord  !  thy  thoughts  are  very  deep.  A  brutish 
man  knoweth  not ;  neither  doth  a  fool  understand  this. 
When  the  wicked  spring  as  the  grass,  and  when  all  the 
workers  of  iniquity  do  flourish  ;  it  is  that  they  shall  be 
destroyed  for  ever  :  But  thou,  O  Lord,  art  most  high  for 
evermore.  For,  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  for,  lo,  thine 
enemies  shall  perish  ;  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  shall  be 
scattered.  But  my  horn  hast  thou  exalted  like  the  horn  of 
the  wild  ox  :  I  am  anointed  with  fresh  oil.  Inline  eye  hath 
seen  mine  enemies  ;  mine  ears  have  heard  of  the  wicked 
who  rise  up  against  me.  The  righteous  shall  flourish  like 
the  palm  tree  :  he  shall  grow  like  a  cedar  in  Lebanon. 
They  shall  be  planted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  ;  they  shall 
flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God.  They  shall  still  bring 
forth  fruit  in  old  age  ;  they  shall  be  full  of  sap,  and  green ; 
to  shew  that  the  Lord  is  upright ;  he  is  my  rock,  and  there 
is  no  unrighteousness  in  him. 

Psalm  xciii. 
The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty  ;  the  Lord 
is  clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself ; 
the  world  also  is  stabhshed,  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  Thy 
throne  is  established  of  old  :  thou  art  from  everlasting.  The 
floods  have  lifted  up,  0  Lord,  the  -floods  have  lifted  up  their 
voice  ;  the  floods  lift  up  their  waves.  The  Lord  on  high 
is  mightier  than  the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than  the 
mighty  breakers  of  the  sea.  Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure 
holiness  becometh  thine  house,  O  Lord,  for  ever. 

Let  the  glory  of  the  Lord  endure  for  ever ;  let  the  Lord 
rejoice  in  his  works.  Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord  from 
this  time  forth  and  for  evermore.  From  the  rising  of  the  sun 
unto  the  going  down  of  the  same  the  Lord's  Name  is  praised. 
The  Lord  is  high  above  all  nations,  and  his  glory  above  the 
heavens.     Thy  Name,  0   Lord,  endureth    for   ever;    thy 
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memorial,  O  Lord,  throughout  all  generations.  The  Lord 
hath  established  his  throne  in  the  heavens  ;  and  his  king- 
dom ruleth  over  all.  Let  the  heavens  rejoice  and  let  the 
earth  be  glad,  and  let  men  say  among  the  nations,  The 
Lord  reigneth.  The  Lord  rcigneth  :  the  Lord  hath  reigned  : 
the  Lord  will  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  The  Lord  is  King  for 
ever  and  ever  :  the  heathen  are  perished  out  of  his  land. 
The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  nations  to  naught :  he 
maketh  the  devices  of  peoples  of  none  effect.  There  are 
many  devices  in  a  man's  heart ;  but  the  counsel  of  the  Lord, 
that  shall  stand.  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  standeth  for  ever, 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all  generations.  For  he  spake 
and  it  was  done  ;  he  commanded,  and  it  stood  fast.  For 
the  Lord  hath  chosen  Zion  ;  he  hath  desired  it  for  his  habi- 
tation. For  the  Lord  hath  chosen  Jacob  unto  himself,  and 
Israel  for  his  peculiar  treasure.  For  the  Lord  will  not  cast 
off  his  people,  neither  v/ill  he  forsake  his  inheritance.  And 
he  being  full  of  compassion  forgiveth  iniquity  and  destroyeth 
not :  yea,  many  a  time  he  turneth  his  anger  away  and 
stirreth  not  up  all  his  wrath.  Save,  O  Lord :  may  the  King 
answer  us  on  the  day  we  call. 

Happy  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house ;  they  will  be 
ever  praising  thee.  Selah.  Happy  is  the  people  that  is  ii\ 
such  a  case  ;  happy  is  the  people  whose  God  is  the  Lord. 


Psalm  cxlv.     A  Psalm  of  Praise  of  David. 

I  will  extol  thee,  my  God,  O  King ;  and  I  will  bless  thy 
Name  for  ever  and  ever.  Every  day  will  I  bless  thee  ;  and 
I  will  praise  thy  Name  for  ever  and  ever.  Great  is  the  Lord 
and  greatly  to  be  praised  ;  and  his  greatness  is  unsearchable. 
One  generation  shall  laud  thy  works  to  another,  and  shall 
declare  thy  mighty  acts.  Of  the  glorious  honour  of  thy 
majesty,  and  of  thy  wondrous  works,  will  I  speak.  And 
men  shall  speak  of  the  might  of  thy  terrible  acts  :  and  I 
will  declare  thy  greatness.  They  shall  utter  the  mem.ory 
of  thy  great  goodness,  and  shall  sing  of  thy  righteousness. 
The  Lord  is  gracious  and  full  of  compassion  ;  slow  to  anger, 
and  of  great  mercy.  The  Lord  is  good  to  all ;  and  his 
tender  mercies  are  over  all  his  works.     All  thy  works  shall 
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give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord  ;  and  thy  pions  servants 
shall  bless  thee.  They  shall  speak  of  the  glory  of  thy  king- 
dom, and  talk  of  thy  power ;  to  make  known  to  the  sons 
of  men  his  mighty  acts,  and  the  glory  of  the  majesty  of  his 
kingdom.  Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and 
thy  dominion  endureth  througliout  all  generations.  The 
Lord  upholdeth  all  that  fall,  and  raiscth  up  all  those  that 
be  bowed  down.  The  eyes  of  all  wait  upon  thee  ;  and  thou 
givest  them  their  meat  in  due  season.  Thou  openest  thine 
hand,  and  satisliest  the  desire  of  every  Uving  thing.  The 
Lord  is  righteous  in  all  his  ways,  and  merciful  in  all  his 
works.  The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  all  them  that  call  upon  him, 
to  all  that  call  upon  him  in  truth.  He  will  fulfil  the  desire 
of  them  that  fear  him  ;  he  also  will  hear  their  cry,  and  will 
save  them.  The  Lord  preserveth  all  them,  that  love  him ; 
but  all  the  wicked  will  he  destroy.  My  rriouth  shall  speak 
the  praise  of  the  Lord  ;  and  let  all  flesh  bless  his  holy  Name 
for  ever  and  ever. 

And  as  for  us,  we  will  bless  the  Lord  from  this  time  forth, 
and  for  evermore.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 


Psalm  cxlvi. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  the  Lord,  0  my  soul.  While 
I  live  will  I  praise  the  Lord  :  I  will  sing  praises  unto  my 
God  while  I  have  any  being.  Put  not  your  trust  in  princes, 
nor  in  the  son  of  man,  in  whom  there  is  no  help.  His  breath 
goeth  forth,  he  returneth  to  his  earth  ;  in  that  very  day  his 
purposes  perish.  Happy  is  he  that  hath  the  God  of  Jacob 
for  his  help,  whose  hope  is  in  the  Lord  his  God.  Which 
made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea  and  all  that  therein  is  : 
which  keepeth  truth  for  ever  :  which  executeth  judgment 
for  the  oppressed  :  which  giveth  food  to  the  hungry.  The 
Lord  looseth  prisoners  :  the  Lord  openeth  the  eyes  of  the 
blind  :  the  Lord  raiseth  them  that  are  bowed  down  :  the 
Lord  loveth  the  righteous  :  the  Lord  preserveth  the  stran- 
gers ;  he  relieveth  the  fatherless  and  widow  :  but  the  way 
of  the  wicked  he  subverteth.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever, 
thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 
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Psalm  cxlviL 

Praise  ye  the  Lord  :  for  it  is  good  to  sing  praises  unto 
our  God  ;  for  it  is  pleasant ;  and  praise  is  comely.  The 
Lord  doth  build  up  Jerusalem  :  he  gathereth  together  the 
outcasts  of  Israel.  He  healeth  the  broken  in  heart,  and 
bindeth  up  their  wounds.  He  telleth  the  number  of  the 
stars  ;  he  calleth  them  all  by  their  names.  Great  is  our 
Lord,  and  of  great  power  :  his  understanding  is  infinite. 
The  Lord  lifteth  up  the  meek  :  he  casteth  the  wicked  down 
to  the  ground.  Sing  unto  the  Lord  with  thanksgiving ; 
sing  praise  upon  the  harp  unto  our  God  :  who  covereth  the 
heaven  with  clouds,  who  prepareth  rain  for  the  earth,  who 
maketh  grass  to  grow  upon  the  mountains.  He  giveth  to 
the  beast  his  food,  and  to  the  young  ravens  which  cry.  He 
dehghteth  not  in  the  strength  of  the  horse  :  he  taketh  no 
pleasure  in  the  legs  of  a  man.  The  Lord  taketh  pleasure  in 
them  that  fear  him,  in  those  that  hope  for  his  mercy.  Praise 
the  Lord,  O  Jerusalem  ;  praise  thy  God,  O  Zion.  For  he 
hath  strengthened  the  bars  of  thy  gates  ;  he  hath  blessed 
thy  children  within  thee.  He  maketh  thy  border  peace  ; 
he  filleth  thee  with  the  fat  of  the  wheat.  He  sendeth  forth 
his  commandment  upon  earth  :  his  word  runneth  very 
swiftly.  He  giveth  snow  hke  wool :  he  scattereth  the  hoar- 
frost like  ashes.  He  casteth  forth  his  ice  like  morsels  :  who 
can  stand  before  his  cold  ?  He  sendeth  out  his  word,  and 
melteth  them  :  he  causeth  his  wind  to  blow,  and  the  waters 
flow.  He  sheweth  his  word  unto  Jacob,  his  statutes  and 
his  judgments  imto  Israel.  He  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any 
nation  :  and  as  for  his  judgments,  they  have  not  known 
them.    Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cxlviii. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  ye  the  Lord  from  the  heavens  : 
praise  him  in  the  heights.  Praise  ye  him,  all  his  angels  : 
praise  ye  him,  all  his  hosts.  Praise  ye  him,  sun  and  moon  : 
praise  him,  aU  ye  stars  of  light.  Praise  him,  ye  heavens  of 
heavens,  and  ye  waters  that  be  above  the  heavens.  Let 
them  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord  :  for  he  commanded,  and 
they  were  created.  He  hath  also  stablished  them  for  ever 
and  ever :  he  hath  made  a  decree  which  shall  not  pass. 
Praise  the  Lord  from  the  earth,  ye  sea  monsters,  and  all 
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deeps  :  fire,  and  hail ;  snow,  and  vapours  ;  stormy  wind 
fulfilling  his  word  :  mountains,  and  all  hills  ;  fruitful  trees, 
and  all  cedars  :  beasts,  and  all  cattle  ;  creeping  things,  and 
flying  fowl :  kings  of  the  earth,  and  all  peoples ;  princes, 
and  all  judges  of  the  earth  :  both  young  men,  and  maidens  ; 
old  m.en,  and  children  :  let  them  praise  the  Name  of  the 
Lord  :  for  his  Name  alone  is  exalted  ;  his  glory  is  aboY<^ 
the  earth  and  heaven.  He  also  hath  lifted  up  the  horn  of 
his  people,  the  praise  of  aU  his  saints,  even  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  a  people  near  unto  him.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cxlix. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song,  and 
his  praise  in  the  congregation  of  his  pious  servants.  Let 
Israel  rejoice  in  him  that  made  him  :  let  the  children  of 
Zion  be  joyful  in  their  King.  Let  them  praise  his  Name  in 
the  dance  :  let  them  sing  praises  unto  him  with  the  timbrel 
and  harp.  For  the  Lord  taketh  pleasure  in  his  people  :  he 
will  beautify  the  meek  with  salvation.  Let  his  pious  ser- 
vants be  joyful  in  glory  :  let  them  sing  aloud  upon  their 
beds.  Let  the  high  praises  of  God  be  in  their  throat,  and 
a  two-edged  sword  in  their  hand  ;  to  execute  vengeance 
upon  the  nations,  and  punishments  upon  the  peoples,  to 
bind  their  kings  with  chains,  and  their  nobles  with  fetters 
of  iron  ;  to  execute  upon  them  the  judgment  written  ;  He 
is  the  honour  of  all  his  saints.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cl. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord  ;  praise  God  in  his  sanctuary  :  praise 
him  in  the  firmament  of  his  power.  Praise  him  for  his 
mighty  acts  :  praise  him  according  to  his  excellent  great- 
ness. Praise  him  with  the  sound  of  the  horn :  praise 
him  with  the  psalter  and  harp.  Praise  him  with  the 
timbrel  and  dance  :  praise  him  with  stringed  instruments 
and  the  pipe.  Praise  him  upon  the  loud  cymbals  :  praise 
him  upon  the  high  sounding  cymbals.  Let  every  thing 
that  hath  breath  praise  the  Lord  ;  praise  ye  the  Lord. 
The   last   verse   is   repeated. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord  for  evermore.  Amen  and  Amen. 
Blessed  be  the  Lord  out  of  Zion,  who  dwelleth  in  Jerusalem. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord.     Blessed  be  the  Lord  God,  the  God  of 
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Israel,  who  alone  doeth  wondrous  things.  And  blessed  be 
his  glorious  Name  for  ever :  and  let  the  whole  eartli  be  iilled 
with  his  glory ;    Amen  and  Amen. 


From  And  David  to  worshippeth  thee  is  said  standing, 
I  Chronicles  xxix.  10-13. 

And  David  blessed  the  Lord  before  all  the  congregation  : 
and  David  said,  Blessed  be  thou,  Lord  God  of  Israel  our  father, 
for  ever  and  ever.  Thine,  O  Lord,  are  greatness  and  power, 
glory,  victory  and  majesty  ;  for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven 
and  in  the  earth  is  thine  :  thine  is  sovereignty,  O  Lord, 
and  pre-eminence  supreme.  Both  riches  and  honour  come 
of  thee,  and  thou  reignest  over  all;  and  in  thine  hand  is 
power  and  might ;  and  in  thine  hand  it  is  to  make  great, 
and  to  give  strength  unto  all.  Now  therefore,  our  God, 
we  thank  thee,  and  praise  thy  glorious  Name. 


Nehemiah  ix.  6-1 1. 

Thou,  even  thou,  art  Lord  alone  ;  thou  hast  made  heaven, 
the  heaven  of  heavens,  with  all  their  host,  the  earth,  and  all 
things  that  are  therein,  the  seas,  and  all  that  is  therem,  and 
thou  preservest  them  all ;  and  the  host  of  heaven  worship- 
peth thee.  Thou  art  the  Lord  the  God,  who  didst  choose 
Abram,  and  broughtest  him  forth  out  of  Ur  of  the  Chaldees, 
and  gavest  him  the  name  of  Abraham  ;  and  foundest  his 
heart  faithful  before  thee,  and  madest  a  covenant  with  him 
to  give  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  the  Hittites,  the  Amor- 
itcs  and  the  Perizzites  and  the  Jebusites  and  the  Girgash- 
ites  even  to  give  it  unto  his  seed,  and  hast  performed  thy 
words  ;  for  thou  art  righteous  :  and  didst  see  the  allliction 
of  our  fathers  in  Egypt,  and  heardest  their  cry  by 
the  Red  sea ;  and  shewedst  signs  and  wonders  upon 
Pharaoh,  and  on  all  his  servants,  and  on  aU  the  people  of 
his  land  :  for  thou  knewest  that  they  dealt  proudly  against 
them,  and  didst  get  thee  a  name,  as  it  is  this  day.  And. 
thou  didst  divide  the  sea  before  them,  so  that  they  went 
through  the  midst  of  the  sea  on  the  dry  land  ;  and  their 
pursuers  thou  didst  cast  into  the  depths,  ^3  a  stone  into 
the  mighty  waters. 
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Exodus  xiv.  30-xv.  18. 
Thns  the  Lord  saved  Israel  that  day  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  Egyptians  ;  and  Israel  saw  the  Egyptians  dead  upon 
the  sea  shore.  And  Israel  saw  that  great  work  which  the 
Lord  did  upon  the  Egyptians  :  and  the  people  feared  the 
Lord,  and  believed  the  Lord  and  his  servant  Moses. 

Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song  unto 

the  Lord,  and  spake,  saying,  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord, 

for  he  hath  triumphed  gloriously  :    the  horse  and  his 

rider  hath  he  thrown  into  the  sea. 
The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  song,  and  he  is  become  my 

salvation  :    he  is  my  God,  and  I  will  prepare  him  an 

habitation  ;    my  father*s  God,  and  I  will  exalt  him. 
The  Lord  is  a  man  of  war  :   the  Lord  is  his  name. 
Pharaoh's  chariots  and  his  host  ha.th  he  cast  into  the  sea  : 

his  chosen  captains  also  are  drovv^ned  in  the  Red  sea. 
The  deeps  covered  them  :    they  sank  into  the  depths  as  a 

stone. 
Thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  is  glorious  in  power :    thy  right 

hand,  O  Lord,  hath  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy. 
And  in  the  greatness  of  thine  excellency  thou  overthrowest 

them  that  rise  up  against  thee  :    thou  sendest  fortli 

thy  wrath,  it  consumeth  them  as  stubble. 
And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils  the  waters  were  gathered 

together,  the  floods  stood  upright  as  an  heap,  and  the 

depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart  of  the  sea. 
The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake,  I  will  divide 

the  spoil ;    my  lust  shall  be  satisfied  upon  them ;    I 

will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  destroy  them. 
Thou  didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  covered  them : 

they  sank  as  lead  in  the- mighty  waters. 
Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  mighty  ones  ?  who 

is  like  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises,  doing 

wonders  ? 
Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand ;  the  earth  swallowed 

them. 
Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the  people  which  thou 

hast  redeemed  :  thou  hast  guided  them  in  thy  strength 

unto  thy  holy  habitation. 
The  people  have  heard,  they  tremble  :    pangs  have  taken 

hold  on  the  inhabitants  of  Philistia. 
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Then  were  the  dukes  of  Edom  amazed  ;  the  mighty  men 
of  Moab,  trembhng  taketh  hold  upon  them  ;  all  the 
inhabitants  of  Canaan  are  melted  away. 

Terror  and  dread  fall  upon  them  ;  by  the  greatness  of  thine 
arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a  stone  ;  till  thy  people 
pass  over,  O  Lord,  till  the  people  pass  over,  which  thou 
hast  gotten. 

Thou  shalt  bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain 
of  thine  inheritance,  in  the  place,  O  Lord,  which  thou 
hast  made  for  thee  to  dwell  in,  in  the  Sanctuary,  O 
Lord,  which  thy  hands  have  established. 

The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 
The  last  verse  is  repeated. 
For  sovereignty  is  the  Lord's  :    and  he  is  ruler  over  the 

nations.     And  saviours  shall  come  up  on  mount  Zion  to 

judge  the  mount  of  Esau  and  sovereignty  shall  be  the 

Lord's.     And  the  Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth  ; 

in  that  day  shall  the  Lord  be  One  and  his  Name  One.     And 

in  thy  Law  it  is  written  :    Hear,  O  Israel :    the  Lord  our 

God,  the  Lord  is  One. 

The  breath  of  every  living  thing  shall  bless  thy  Name, 
O  Lord  our  God,  and  the  spirit  of  all  flesh  shall  glorify  and 
extol  thy  memorial,  O  our  King,  continually.  From  ever- 
lasting unto  everlasting  thou  art  God,  and  beside  thee  we 
have  no  King,  0  thou  who  redeemest  and  savest,  who 
rescuest  and  deliverest,  who  supportest  and  hast  compas- 
sion at  all  times  of  trouble  and  distress.  Yea,  we  have  no 
King  but  thee.  Thou  art  the  God  of  the  first  and  of  the 
last,  God  of  all  creatures.  Lord  of  all  generations,  adored 
in  innumerable  praises,  governing  thy  world  with  loving- 
kindness  and  thy  creatures  with  compassion.  Lo,  the 
Lord  slumbereth  not  nor  sleepeth,  but  arouseth  sleepers 
and  awakeneth  them  that  slumber.  He  maketh  the 
dumb  to  speak,  he  looseth  the  bound,  he  stayeth  the 
falling  and  supporteth  them  that  are  bowed  down.  To 
thee  alone  do  we  give  thanks.  Though  our  mouths 
were    full    of    song    as    the    sea,    our    tongues    of  exult- 
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ation  as  the  fulness  of  its  waves,  and  our  lips  of  praise  as  the 
plains  of  the  rinnament  :  though  our  eyes  gave  light  as  the 
sun  and  moon  :  though  our  hands  were  outspread  as  the 
eagles  of  heaven,  and  our  feet  were  swift  as  hinds,  yet  should 
we  be  unable  to  thank  thee,  0  Lord  our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers,  and  to  bless  thy  Name  for  even  one  of  the 
countless  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  kindnesses 
which  thou  hast  done  by  our  fathers  and  by  us.  From 
Egypt  didst  thou  redeem  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  from 
the  house  of  bondage  thou  didst  release  us  ;  in  famine  thou 
didst  feed  us  and  in  time  of  plenty  it  was  thou  who  didst 
sustain  us.  Thou  hast  delivered  us  from  the  sword,  saved 
us  from  pestilence  and  rescued  us  from  dire  and  lingering 
sicknesses.  Until  now  thy  mercies  have  helped  us  and  thy 
loving-kindnesses  have  not  failed  us ;  and  mayest  thou 
never  forsake  us,  O  Lord  our  God.  Therefore  the  members 
which  thou  hast  planted  in  us,  and  the  spirit  and  the  soul 
which  thou  hast  breathed  into  us,  and  the  tongue  which 
thou  hast  placed  in  our  mouths,  lo,  they  shall  thank  and 
bless,  extol  and  glorify,  exalt,  reverence,  hallow  and  do 
homage  to  thy  Name,  O  our  King.  For  every  mouth  shall 
thank  thee  and  every  tongue  shall  swear  allegiance  unto 
thee.

Thou  deliverest  the  needy  from  him  that  is  stronger 
than  he,  yea,  the  needy  and  ppor  from  him  that  spoileth 
him.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  who  is  equal  to  thee,  who  can 
be  compared  to  thee,  O  God,  great,  mighty,  awful  and 
supreme  God,  founder  of  heaven  and  earth  ?  We  will 
praise  thee,  extol  thee  and  glorify  thee  ;  we  will  bless  thy 
holy  Name,  as  it  is  said  by  David,  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my 
soul,  and  all  my  inward  parts  his  holy  Name. 
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Thou  art  God 
in  the  vastness  of  thy  power ;  thou  art  great  in  the  glory 
of   thy  Name,  mighty  through  thine  Eternity  and  awful  in 
thine  awful  works.     Thou  art  the  King  who  sitteth  upon 
a  throne,  high  and  exalted. 

He  abideth  to  eternity  ;  exalted  and  holy  is  his  Name. 
And  it  is  written.  Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  O  ye  righteous  :  for 
praise  is  comely  for  the  upright.  Through  the  mouth  of 
the  upright  thou  shalt  be  praised  ;  with  the  words  of  the 
righteous  thou  shalt  be  blessed  ;  thou  shalt  be  exalted  by 
the  tongue  of  the  pious,  cind  hallowed  in  the  midst  of  the 
holy. 

And  in  the  assemblies  of  the  tens  of  thousands  of  thy 
people,  the  house  of  Israel,  thy  Name,  O  our  King,  shall  be 
glorified,  with  song  throughout  every  generation.  For  such 
is  the  duty  of  all  creatures  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and 
God  of  our  fathers,  to  give  thanks  unto  thee,  to  praise, 
laud,  glorify,  exalt,  adore,  bless,  magnify  and  acclaim  thee 
with  all  the  words  of  song  and  praise  of  David,  the  son  of 
Jesse,  thine  anointed  servant. 

Praised  be  thy  Name,  O  our  King  for  ever,  thou  God  and 
King  that  art  great  and  holy  in  heaven  and  on  earth.  For 
imto  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  song 
and  praise  are  meet,  psalm  and  hymn,  power  and  dominion, 
supremacy,  greatness,  might,  psalmody  and  glory,  holiness 
and  sovereignty,  blessings  and  thanksgivings  henceforth  and 
evermore.

Lord  of  our  strength, 
Rock  of  our  stronghold,  Shield  of  our  salvation,  O  thou  Strong- 
hold around  us.  The  blessed  God,  who  is  great  in  knowledge, 
hath  designed  and  made  the  radiance  of  the  sun :  the  Beneficent 
One  hath  wrought  glory  unto  his  Name  ;  he  hath  set  luminaries 
round  about  his  strength.

And  the  Ophanim  and  holy  Chavoth  with  a  sound  of 
mighty  rushing  raise  themselves  toward  the  Seraphim,  and 
thus  confronting  each  the  other,  they  utter  praise  and  say, 
Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from  his  place. 

To  the  blessed  God  they  offer  sweet  song  ;  to  the  King, 
the  living  and  ever-enduring  God,  they  utter  hymns  and 
ma.ke  their  praises  heard  ;  for  he  alone  worketh  mighty 
deeds,  and  maketh  new  things.  He  is  the  Lord  of  battles  ; 
he  soweth  righteousness,  causeth  salvation  to  spring  forth 
and  createth  remedies.  He  is  fearful  in  praises.  He  is  the 
Lord  of  wonders,  who  in  his  goodness  reneweth  the  creation 
every  day  continually,  as  it  is  said  :  Give  thanks  to  him 
that  made  great  lights  :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 
O  cause  a  new  light  to  shine  upon  Zion,  and  may  we  all 
soon  be  worthy  of  its  brightness.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord, 
Creator  of  the  luminaries. 

With  much  love  hast  thou  loved  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and 
with  great  and  exceeding  tenderness  hast  thou  pitied  us.  O 
our  Father,  our  King,  for  the  sake  of  our  fathers,  who  trusted 
in  thee  and  whom  thou  didst  teach  the  statutes  of  Hfe,  be 
gracious  unto  us  also  and  teach  us.  O  our  Father,  com-

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  will  hearken  diligently 
unto  my  commandments  which  I  command  you  this  day, 
to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve  him  with  all  your 
heart  and  with  aU  your  soul :  that  I  will  give  the  rain  of 
your  land  in  its  season,  the  first  rain  and  the  latter  rain, 
that  thou  mayest  gather  in  thy  com  and  thy  wine  and 
thine  oil.  And  I  will  send  grass  in  thy  fields  for  thy  cattle, 
that  thou  mayest  eat  and  be  satisfied.     Take  heed  to  your- 
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selves,  that  your  heart  be  not  deceived,  and  ye  turn  aside, 
and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship  them  :  and  the  Lord's 
wrath  be  kindled  against  you,  and  he  shut  up  the  heaven 
and  there  be  no  rain,  and  that  the  land  yield  not  her  fruit, 
and  ye  perish  quickly  from  off  the  good  land  which  the  Lord 
giveth  you.  Therefore  shall  ye  lay  up  these  my  words  in 
your  heart  and  in  your  soul,  and  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon 
your  hand,  and  they  shall  be  for  frontlets  between  your 
eyes.  And  ye  shall  teach  them  your  children,  speaking  of 
them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou 
walkest  by  the  way,  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou 
risest  up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door-posts 
of  thine  house  and  upon  thy  gates  :  that  your  days  may  be 
multiplied,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  in  the  land  which 
the  Lord  sware  unto  your  fathers  to  give  them,  as  the  days 
of  the  heavens  upon  the  earth. 


Numbers  xv.  37-41. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying  :  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  bid  them  that  they  make  them 
fringes  in  the  comers  of  their  garments  throughout  their 
generations,  and  that  they  put  upon  the  fringe  of  the 
comer  a  thread  of  blue  :  and  it  shall  be  unto  you  for  a 
fringe,  that  ye  may  look  upon  it  and  remember  all  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord,  and  do  them  ;  and  that  ye  seek 
not  after  your  own  heart  and  your  own  eyes,  after  which  ye 
use  to  go  astray  :  that  ye  may  remember  and  do  all  my 
commandments,  and  be  holy  unto  your  God.  I  am  the 
Lord  your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
to  be  your  God  ;    I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

True  and  firm,  established  and  enduring,  right  and  faith- 
ful, beloved  and  precious,  desirable  and  pleasant,  awful  and 
mighty,  set  and  acceptable,  good  and  beautiful,  is  this  word 
unto  us  for  ever  and  ever.  It  is  true,  the  God  of  the  Uni- 
verse is  our  King,  the  Rock  of  Jacob,  the  Shield  of  our 
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salvation  :  throughout  all  generations  he  endureth  and  his 
Name  endureth  ;  his  throne  is  established,  and  his  king- 
dom and  his  faithfulness  endure  for  ever.  His  words  also 
Lve  and  endure  :  they  are  faithful  and  desirable  for  ever 
and  to  all  eternity,  as  for  our  fathers,  so  also  for  us,  for  our 
children  and  for  our  generations,  and  for  all  the  generations 
of  the  seed  of  Israel  thy  servants.  For  the  first  and  for 
the  last  ages  this  word  is  good  and  endureth  for  ever  and 
ever  ;  it  is  true  and  constant,  a  statute  which  shall  not  pass 
away.  It  is  true  that  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God  and 
the  God  of  our  fathers,  our  King,  our  fathers'  King,  our 
Redeemer,  the  Redeemer  of  our  fathers,  our  Creator,  the 
Rock  of  our  salvation,  our  Preserver  and  Deliverer :  thy 
Name  is  from  everlasting  ;    there  is  no  God  beside  thee. 

Thou  hast  been  the  help  of  our  fathers  from  of  old,  a 
Shield  and  a  Saviour  to  their  children  after  them  in  every 
generation.  In  the  heights  of  the  Universe  is  thy  habitation, 
and  thy  judgments  and  thy  righteousness  reach  unto  the 
ends  of  the  earth.  Happy  is  the  man  who  hearkeneth  unto 
thy  commandments,  and  layeth  up  thy  Law  and  thy  word 
in  his  heart.  It  is  true  that  thou  art  the  Lord  of  thy  people, 
and  a  mighty  King  to  plead  their  cause.  It  is  true  that 
thou  art  the  first  and  thou  art  the  last,  and  beside  thee  we 
have  no  King,  redeemer  and  saviour.  From  Egypt  thou 
didst  redeem  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  from  the  house  of 
bondage  thou  didst  deliver  us  ;  all  their  first-bom  thou 
didst  slay,  but  thy  first-bom  didst  thou  redeem ;  thou 
didst  divide  the  Red  Sea  and  drown  the  proud  ;  thou  madest 
the  beloved  to  pass  through,  but  the  waters  covered  their 
adversaries  ;  not  one  of  them  was  left.  Wherefore  the 
beloved  praised  and  extolled  God,  yea,  the  beloved  offered 
hymns,  songs,  praises,  blessings  and  thanksgivings  to  the 
King  and  God  who  liveth  and  endureth,  who  is  high  and 
exalted,  great  and  awful,  who  bringeth  low  the  haughty 
and  raiseth  up  the  lowly,  leadeth  forth  the  prisoners,  de- 
livereth  the  meek,  helpeth  the  poor  and  answereth  his  people 
when  they  cry  unto  him — even  praises  to  the  Most  High  God, 
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blessed  is  he,  yea  blessed.     Moses  and  the  children  of  IsraeJ 
sang  a  song  unto  thee  with  great  joy,  saying  all  of  them  : 

Who  is  Uke  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  mighty  ones  ? 
Who  is  hke  unto  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  feai-ful  in  praises, 
doing  wonders  ? 

With  a  new  song  the  redeemed  offered  praise  unto  thy 
Name  at  the  sea-shore ;  together  they  all  gave  thanks  and 
proclaimed  thy  sovereignty,  saying  : 

The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

0  Rock  of  Israel,  arise  to  the  help  of  Israel,  and  deliver 
according  to  thy  word  Judah  and  Israel.  Our  Redeemer, 
the  Lord  of  hosts  is  his  Name,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast  redeemed  Israel. 

The  Amidah  until  in   ancient  years,   on  page   96,  is  said  standing 

and  in  silence. 

O  Lord,  open  thou  my  Hps,  and  my  mouth  shall  declare 
thy  praise. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac,  and  God  of  Jacob,  O  great, 
mighty  and  awful  God,  most  high  God,  who  bestowest 
gracious  favours,  and  who  possessest  all  things,  who  re- 
memberest  the  piety  of  the  patriarchs,  and  who  in  love  wilt 
bring  a  redeemer  to  their  children's  children,  for  the  sake 
of  thy  Name.  O  King,  Helper,  Saviour  and  Shield  ;  blessed 
art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 

Thou  art  mighty  for  ever,  O  Lord  ;  it  is  thou  who  quicken- 
est  the  dead,  and  art  mighty  to  save. 

On  the  First  Day  add: 

Thou  causest  the  wind  to  blow  and  the  rain  to  descend. 

Thou  sustainest  the  living  with  loving-kindness,  quicken- 
est  the  dead  with  great  mercy,  supportest  the  falling  and 
healest  the  sick,  loosest  the  bound,  and  keepest  thy  faith 
unto  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust.  Who  is  like  unto  thee. 
Lord  of  mighty  acts,  and  who  can  be  compared  unto  thee, 
O  Kingj  who  killest  and  restorest  to  life  and  causest  salvation 
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to  spring  forth  ?  And  faithful  art  thou  to  quicken  the 
dead.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  quickenest  the  dead. 
Thou  art  holy  and  thy  Name  is  holy,  and  holy  beings 
praise  thee  daily.  Selah.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the 
holv  God. 


In  repeating  the  Amidah,  the  Reader  substitutes  from  Wc  will  sanctify 
to  holy  God  for  the  preceding  paragraph : 

We  will  sanctify  thy  Name  in  the  world,  as  tliey  sanctify 
it  in  the  highest  heavens,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy 
prophet :    and  one  cried  unto  another  and  said, 

Cong.  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts  :  the  whole 
earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Reader.  Then  with  a  noise  of  great  rushing,  mighty  and 
strong,  they  make  their  voices  heard,  and,  raising  themselves 
toward  the  Seraphim,  they  exclaim  over  against  them  : 
Blessed — 

Cong.     Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from  his  place. 

Reader.  From  thy  place  shine  forth,  O  our  King,  and 
reign  over  us  ;  for  we  wait  for  thee.  When  wilt  thou  reign 
in  Zion  ?  Speedily,  in  our  days,  do  thou  dwell  there  for 
ever  and  ever.  Mayest  thou  be  magnified  and  sanctified 
in  the  midst  of  Jerusalem,  thy  City,  throughout  all  genera- 
tions and  to  all  eternity.  And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy 
Kingdom,  according  to  the  word  spoken  in  the  songs  of 
thy  might  by  the  hand  of  David  thy  righteous  anointed  : 

Cong,  and  Reader.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Reader.  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare  thy  great- 
ness, and  to  all  eternity  we  will  proclaim  thy  holiness  ;  and 
thy  praise,  O  our  God,  shall  not  depart  from  our  mouth  for 
ever  ;  for  thou  art  a  great  and  holy  God  and  King.  Blessed 
art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  God. 
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Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples  ;  thou  hast  loved 
us  and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all 
tongues.  Thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments, 
and  hast  drawn  us  near,  O  our  King,  unto  thy  service,  and 
hast  called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  Name. 


On  Sabbath  add  the  bracketed  words  : 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [Sabbaths 
for  rest,]  festivals  for  rejoicing,  feasts  and  seasons  for 
gladness,  [this  Sabbath  day  and]  this  Day  of  the  Feast  of 
Unleavened  Bread,  the  season  of  our  freedom,  [in  love,] 
a  holy  convocation,  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 


On  the  Intermediate  Sabbath  : 

Moses  rejoiced  in  the  lot  of  his  portion,  for  a  faithful 
servant  didst  thou  call  him.  A  crown  of  glory  didst  thou 
place  about  his  head  when  he  stood  before  thee  on  Mount 
Sinai.  Two  tables  of  stone  did  he  bring  down  in  his  hand, 
and  therein  was  inscribed  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath, 
and  thus  it  is  written  in  thy  Law  : 

And  the  children  of  Israel  shall  keep  the  Sabbath,  to 
observe  the  Sabbath  throughout  their  generations,  as  an 
everlasting  covenant.  Between  me  and  the  children  of 
Israel  it  is  a  sign  for  ever  ;  for  in  six  days  the  Lord  made 
heaven  and  earth,  and  on  the  seventh  day  he  ceased  from 
work  and  rested. 

And  thou  didst  not  give  it,  O  Lord  our  God,  unto  the 
nations  of  other  lands,  nor  grant  it,  O  our  King,  as  an 
inheritance  for  idolaters,  nor  do  the  heathen  repose  in  its 
rest.  But  imto  thy  people  Israel  didst  thou  give  it  in  love, 
onto  the  seed  of  Jacob,  whom  thou  didst  choose. 
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Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  may  our  remembrance 
and  our  name,  and  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  the 
remembrance  of  Messiah  the  son  of  David,  the  remembrance 
of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  City,  and  the  remembrance  of  all 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  rise  and  go  up,  approach  to 
thy  presence  and  find  grace  ;  may  it  be  heard,  visited, 
and  remembered,  for  deliverance  and  for  good,  for  grace, 
loving-kindness  and  mercy,  for  life  and  for  peace  on  this 
Day  of  the  Feast  of  Unleavened  Bread.  Remember  us,  O 
Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  good  ;  visit  us  with  a  blessing, 
and  save  us  unto  hfe.  And  with  thy  word  of  salvation 
and  mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us  ;  have  mercy 
upon  us  and  save  us  ;  for  imto  thee  our  eyes  are  turned, 
for  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and  King. 

On  Sabbath  add  the  bracketed  words  : 

Grant  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  the  blessing  of  thy  festivals, 
for  life  and  peace,  for  joy  and  gladness,  even  as  thou  hast 
graciously  promised  to  bless  us.  [Our  God  and  God  of  our 
fathers,  accept  our  rest,]  sanctify  us  by  thy  commandments 


On  the  Intermediate  Sabbath  : 

The  people  that  hallow  the  seventh  day  shall,  all  of  them, 
be  satisfied  and  delighted  with  thy  goodness  :  for  thou 
didst  find  pleasure  in  the  seventh  day  and  didst  hallow 
it  :  the  desirable  of  days  didst  thou  call  it,  in  remembrance 
of  the  work  of  creation. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  accept  our  rest.  Sanctify 
us  by  thy  commandments,  and  grant  our  portion  be  in 
thy  Law ;  satisfy  us  with  thy  goodness,  gladden  us  with  thy 
salvation  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth. 
And  cause  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and  favour  to  in- 
herit thy  holy  Sabbath,  and  may  Israel  find  repose  thereon, 
who  sanctify  thy  Name.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who 
sanctifiest  the  Sabbath. 
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and  grant  our  portion  be  in  thy  Law ;  satisfy  us  with 
thy  goodness,  and  gladden  us  with  thy  salvation,  and 
purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth.  Cause  us,  O 
Lord  our  God,  [in  love  and  favour,]  in  joy  and  gladness  to 
inherit  thy  holy  [Sabbath  and]  Festivals  ;  and  may  Israel 
rejoice  in  thee  who  sanctify  thy  Name.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord,  who  sanctifiest  [the  Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the 
appointed  seasons. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer  ;  restore  the  service  to  the  innermost  part  of  thine 
house  ;  receive  in  love  and  favour  the  iire-offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer  ;  and  may  the  service  of  thy  people  Israel 
be  ever  acceptable  to  thee. 

On  the  Intermediate  Sabbath  : 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer ;  restore  the  service  to  the  innermost  part  of  thine 
house  ;  receive  in  love  and  favour  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer  ;  and  may  the  service  of  thy  people  Israel 
be  ever  acceptable  to  thee. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  may  our  remembrance 
and  our  name,  and  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  the 
remembrance  of  Messiah  the  son  of  David,  the  remembrance 
of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  City,  and  the  remembrance  of  all 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  rise  and  go  up,  approach  to 
thy  presence  and  find  grace  ;  may  it  be  heard,  visited,  and 
remembered,  for  deliverance  and  for  good,  for  grace,  loving- 
kindness  and  mercy,  for  life  and  for  peace  on  this  Day  of 

the  feast  of  Unleavened  Bread.  Remember  us,  O  Lord  oui 
God,  thereon  for  good ;  visit  us  with  a  blessing,  and  save  us 
unto  life.  And  with  thy  word  of  salvation  and  mercy, 
spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us  ;  have  mercy  upon  us 
and  save  us  ;  for  unto  thee  our  eyes  are  turned,  for  thou 
art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and  King. 
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And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy  return  in  mercy  to  Zion. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  restorest  thy  divine  presence 
unto  Zion. 

We  make  acknowledgment  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the 
Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever  and  ever  ; 
thou  art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation 
through  every  generation.  We  will  give  thanks  unto  thee 
and  declare  thy  praise  for  our  lives  which  are  delivered 
into  thy  hand,  and  for  our  souls  which  are  committed  unto 
thy  charge,  and  for  thy  miracles  which  are  with  us  every 
day,  and  for  thy  wondrous  benefits  which  are  with  us  at  all 
times,  even,  mom  and  noon.  Thou  art  the  Beneficent  One, 
for  thy  mercies  never  fail ;  thou  art  the  Merciful  One,  for 
thy  kindnesses  never  cease.     We  have  ever  hoped  in  thee. 

When  the  Reader  repeats  the  Amidah,  the  Congregation  substitute  for 

the  preceding  paragraph  : 

We  make  acknowledgment  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the 
Lord,  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  the  God  of  all 
flesh,  our  Creator  and  the  Creator  of  all  things  in  the  begin- 
ning. Blessings  and  thanksgivings  be  to  thy  great  and 
holy  Name,  because  thou  hast  kept  us  alive  and  supported 
us.  So  continue  to  keep  us  alive  and  support  us  ;  and 
gather  our  exiles  to  thy  holy  courts  to  observe  thy  statutes, 
to  perform  thy  will  and  to  serve  thee  with  a  perfect  heart ; 
for  this  we  give  thanks  unto  thee.  Blessed  be  God  to 
whom  thanksgivings  belong. 

And  for  all  these  things,  O  our  King,  thy  Name  shall  be 
continually  blessed  and  exalted  for  ever  and  ever.  And 
every  one  that  liveth  shall  give  thanks  unto  thee,  Selah  ;  and 
shall  praise  thy  Name  in  truth,  O  God,  our  salvation  and 
help,  Selah.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  whose  Name  is  the 
Beneficent  One,  and  unto  whom  it  is  becoming  to  give  thanks. 

When  the  Reader  repeats  the  Amidah,  he  adds  the  following  paragraph  : 
Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  bless  us  with  the  three- 
fold blessing  in  the  Law,  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  servant 
Moses,  and  uttered  by  the  mouth  of  Aaron  and  his  sons, 
the  priests,  thy  holy  people,  as  it  is  said  :  The  Lord  bless 
tliee  and  keep  thee.     Cong.  May  tins  be  his  will. 
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Synagogues  iT'lHtt^  is  said  separately.  7Dpnn  U^Hp  is  then  said  here 
and  the  second  Service  is  commenced  unth  SSn.  On  the  Intermediate 
Sabbath,  or  on  the  Seventh  or  Eighth  Day  if  either  fall  on  Sabbath, 
D''1''U^n  Vli^  (pages  166—171)  is  read  at  the  conclusion  of  nnni^. 
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The  Lord  make  his  face  to  shine  upon  thee  and  be  gracious 
unto  thee.     Cong.     May  this  be  his  will. 

The  Lord  incline  his  countenance  unto  thee,  and  give 
thee  peace.     Cong.     May  this  be  his  will. 

Grant  peace,  welfare,  blessing,  grace,  loving-kindness 
and  mercy  unto  us  and  unto  all  Israel,  thy  people.  Bless 
us,  O  our  Father,  yea,  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light 
of  thy  countenance  ;  for  by  the  hght  of  thy  countenance 
thou  hast  given  unto  us,  0  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  Hfe, 
loving-kindness  and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life 
and  peace  ;  and  may  it  be  good  in  thy  sight  to  bless  thy 
people  Israel  at  all  times  and  in  every  hour  with  th}^  peace. 
Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  who  blessest  thy  people  Israel 
with  peace. 

0  my  God,  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile  ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me,  let  my  soul  be 
silent,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  thou 
my  heart  to  thy  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  command- 
ments. And  as  to  any  who  devise  evil  against  me,  speedily 
make  their  counsel  of  none  effect  and  frustrate  their  designs. 
Do  thou  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy 
right  hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the 
sake  of  thy  Law,  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  delivered. 
0  save  with  thy  right  hand  and  answer  me.  Let  the  words 
of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  acceptable 
before  thee,  0  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer.  He  who 
maketh  peace  in  his  high  places,  may  he  make  peace  for  us 
and  for  all  Israel,  and  say  ye.  Amen.  May  it  be  thy  will, 
O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  the  temple  be 
speedily  rebuilt  in  our  days,  and  grant  our  portion  in  thy 
Law.  And  there  we  will  serve  thee  with  awe,  as  in  the 
days  of  old  and  as  in  ancient  years.  And  the  offering  of 
Judah  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  pleasant  unto  the  Lord,  as 
in  the  days  of  old  and  as  in  ancient  years. 

The  Reader  repeats  the  Amidah  aloud  till  Israel  with  peace,  above. 
In  some  Synagogues  the  Morning  Service  is  said  separately.  Ki  ddish, 
p.  loi,  is  then  said  here  and  the  second  Service  is  commenced  with 
Hallel.  On  the  Intermediate  Sabbath,  or  on  the  Seventh  or  Eighth  Day, 
if  either  fall  on  Sabbath,  the  Song  of  Songs  (pp.  165-171)  is  read  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  Morning  Service. 
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HALLEL 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  sanctified  us  with  thy  commandments,  and  hast 
commanded  us  to  read  the  Hallel. 

Psalm  cxiii. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise,  O  ye  servants  of  the  Lord  : 
praise  the  name  of  the  Lord.  Blessed  be  the  name  of  the 
Lord  from  this  time  forth  and  for  evermore.  From  the 
rising  of  the  sun  unto  the  going  down  of  the  same  the  Lord's 
name  is  praised.  The  Lord  is  high  above  all  nations,  and 
his  glory  above  the  heavens.  Who  is  like  unto  the  Lord  our 
God,  who  dwelleth  on  high,  who  humbleth  himself  to  regard 
the  heavens  and  the  earth  !  He  raiseth  up  the  poor  out 
of  the  dust,  and  hfteth  the  needy  out  of  the  dunghill,  that 
he  may  set  him  with  princes,  even  with  the  princes  of  his 
people.  He  maketh  the  barren  woman  to  keep  house, 
and  to  be  a  joyful  mother  of  children ;  praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cxiv. 

When  Israel  went  forth  out  of  Egypt,  the  honse  of  Jacob 
from  a  people  of  strange  language,  Judah  was  his  sanctuary, 
and  Israel  his  dominion.  The  sea  saw  it,  and  fled  :  Jordan 
was  driven  back.  The  mountains  skipped  Uke  rams,  and 
the  httle  hills  Uke  lambs.  What  ailed  thee,  O  thou  sea, 
that  thou  fleddest,  thou  Jordan,  that  thou  wast  driven 
back  ?  Ye  mountains,  that  ye  skipped  hke  rams  :  and  ye 
httle  hills,  like  lambs  ?  At  the  presence  of  the  Lord  tremble 
thou  earth,  at  the  presence  of  the  God  of  Jacob,  which 
turned  the  rock  into  a  standing  water,  the  flint  into  a  pool 
of  waters. 

Psalm  cxv. 
The  following  paragrtph  is  said  on  the  first  two  days  only. 

Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy  name 
give  glory,  for  thy  mercy,  and  for  thy  truth's  sake.  Where- 
fore should  the  nations  say,  Where  is  now  their  God  ?   But 
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our  God  is  in  the  heavens  :  he  hath  done  whatsoever  he 
hath  pleased.  Their  idols  are  silver  and  gold,  the  work 
of  men's  hands.  They  have  mouths,  but  they  speak  not  : 
eyes  have  they,  but  they  see  not.  They  have  ears,  but 
they  hear  not :  noses  have  they,  but  they  smell  not :  they 
have  hands,  but  they  handle  not ;  feet  have  they,  but  they 
walk  not :  neither  speak  they  through  their  throat.  They 
that  make  them  are  like  unto  them  :  so  is  every  one  that 
trusteth  in  them.  O  Israel,  trust  thou  in  the  Lord  :  he 
is  their  help  and  their  shield.  O  house  of  Aaron,  trust  in 
the  Lord  :  he  is  their  help  and  their  shield.  Ye  that  fear 
the  Lord,  trust  in  the  Lord  :  he  is  their  help  and  their  shield. 

The  Lord  hath  been  mindful  of  us  ;  he  will  bless  us  :  he 
will  bless  the  house  of  Israel ;  he  will  bless  the  house  of 
Aaron.  He  will  bless  them  that  fear  the  Lord,  both  small 
and  great.  The  Lord  shall  increase  you,  you  and  your 
children.  Blessed  are  ye  of  the  Lord  which  made  heaven 
and  earth.  The  heaven,  even  the  heavens,  are  the  Lord's  : 
but  the  earth  hath  he  given  to  the  children  of  men.  The 
dead  praise  not  the  Lord,  neither  any  that  go  down  into 
silence.  But  we  will  bless  the  Lord  from  this  time  forth 
and  for  evermore ;  praise  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cxvi. 
The  following  paragraph  is  said  on  the  first  two  days  only. 

I  love  the  Lord,  because  he  hath  heard  my  voice  and 
my  supplications.  Because  he  hath  inclined  his  ear  unto 
me,  therefore  will  I  call  upon  him  as  long  as  I  live.  The 
cords  of  death  compassed  me,  and  the  straits  of  Sheol  gat 
hold  upon  me  :  I  found  trouble  and  sorrow.  Then  called 
I  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  :  0  Lord,  I  beseech  thee, 
dehver  my  soul.  Gracious  is  the  Lord,  and  righteous  : 
yea,  our  God  is  merciful.  The  Lord  preserveth  the  simple  : 
I  was  brought  low,  and  he  helped  me.  Return  unto  thy 
rest,  O  my  soul  r  for  the  Lord  hath  dealt  bountifully  with 
thee.  For  thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  from  death,  mine 
eyes  from  tears,  and  my  feet  from  falling.  I  will  walk 
before  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the  living.  I  believed 
when  I  spake,  I  was  greatly  afflicted.  I  said  in  my  haste, 
All  men  are  liars. 
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What  shall  I  render  unto  the  Lord,  for  all  his  benefits 
toward  me  '■!  I  will  take  the  cup  of  salvation,  and  call 
upon  the  name  of  the  Lord.  I  will  pay  my  vows  unto  the 
Lord,  now  in  the  presence  of  all  his  people.  Precious  in 
the  sight  of  the  Lord,  is  the  death  of  his  pious  ones.  O 
Lord,  truly  I  am  thy  servant :  I  am  thy  servant,  and  the 
son  of  thine  handmaid  ;  thou  hast  loosed  my  bonds.  I  will 
offer  to  thee  the  sacrifice  of  thanksgiving,  and  will  call  upon 
the  name  of  the  Lord.  I  will  pay  my  vows  unto  the  Lord, 
now  in  the  presence  of  all  his  people,  in  the  courts  of  the 
Lord's  house,  in  the  midst  of  thee,  O  Jerusalem.  Praise 
ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cxvii. 

O  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  nations  :  praise  him,  all  ye 
peoples.  For  his  merciful  kindness  is  great  toward  us  :  and 
the  truth  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever.    Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Th*  folloxving  verses   are   chanted  by   the   Reader,    the   Congregation 
responding  ivith  the  first  at  the  end  of  each  verse. 

Psalm  cxviii. 

O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  ;  for  he  is  good  :  for  his 
mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

Let  Israel  now  say,  that  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

Let  the  house  of  Aaron  now  say,  that  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever. 

Let  them  now  that  fear  the  Lord  say,  that  his  mercy 
endureth  for  ever. 

Out  of  the  straitness  I  called  upon  the  Lord  :  the  Lord 
answered  me  with  enlargement.     The  Lord  is  for  me ;   I 
will  not  fear :  what  can  man  do  unto  me  ?     The  Lord  is 
for  me  among  them  that  help  me  :  therefore  shall  I  look 
upon  them  that  hate  me.     It  is  better  to  trust  in  the  Lord 
than  to  put  confidence  in  man.     It  is  better  to  trust  in 
the  Lord  than  to  put  confidence  in  princes.      All  nations 
compass  me  about :    in  the  name  of  the  Lord  I  will  cut 
them  off.     They  compass  me  about ;  yea,  they  compass 
me  about :  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  I  will  cut  them  off. 
They  compass  me  about  like  bees  ;  they  shall  be  quenched 
as  the  fire  of  thorns  :  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  I  will  cut 
them  off.     Thou  hast  thrust  sore  at  me  that  I  might  fall : 
but  the  Lord  helped  me.     The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  song, 
and  is  become  my  salvation.     The  voice  of  rejoicing  and 
salvation  is  in  the  tents  of  the  righteous  :  the  right  hand 
of  the  Lord  doeth  valiantly.     The  right  hand  of  the  Lord 
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is  exalted  :   the  right  hand  of  the  Lord  doeth  valiantly.     I 

shall  not  die,  but  live,  and  declare  the  works  of  the  Lord.    The 

Lord  hath  chastened  me  sore  :  but  he  hath  not  given  me 

over  unto  death.     Open  to  me  the  gates  of  righteousness  : 

I  will  enter  into  them,  I  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord. 

This  is  the  gate  of  the  Lord,  into  which  the  righteous  shall 

enter. 

Each  of  the  following  verses  is  repeated  : 

I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee  for  thou  hast  answered  me,  and 
art  become  my  salvation. 

The  stone  which  the  builders  rejected  is  become  the 
head  of  the  comer. 

This  is  the  Lord's  doing  :    it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes.

For  the  First  Day. 
Exodus  xii.   21-51. 

Then  Moses  called  for  all  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  said 
unto  them  :  Draw  out,  and  take  you  of  the  flock  according 
to  your  families,  and  kill  the  passover.  And  ye  shall  take 
a  bunch  of  hyssop,  and  dip  it  in  the  blood  that  is  in  the 
bason,  and  strike  the  lintel  and  the  two  side  posts  with  the 
blood  that  is  in  the  bason  :  and  none  of  you  shall  go  out 
of  the  door  of  his  house  until  the  morning.  For  the  Lord 
will  pass  through  to  smite  the  Egyptians  ;  and  when  he 
seeth  the  blood  upon  the  lintel  and  on  the  two  side-posts, 
the  Lord  will  pass  over  the  door,  and  will  not  suffer  the 
destroyer  to  come  in  unto  your  houses  to  smite  you.  And 
ye  shall  observe  this  thing,  for  an  ordinance  to  thee  and 
to  thy  sons  for  ever.  And  it  slia.ll  come  to  pass,  when  ye 
be  come  to  the  land  which  the  Lord  will  give  you,  according 
as  he  hath  promised,  that  ye  shall  keep  this  service.  And 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  your  children  shall  say  unto 
you  :  What  mean  ye  by  this  service  ?  that  ye  shall  say, 
It  is  the  sacrifice  of  a  passover  unto  the  Lord,  for  that  he 
passed  over  the  houses  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  Egypt, 
when  he  smote  the  Egyptians,  and  delivered  our  houses  ; 
and  the  people  bowed  the  head  and  worshipped.  And  the 
children  of  Israel  went  and  did  so  :  as  the  Lord  had  com- 
manded Moses  and  Aaron,   so  did  they. 

And  it  came  to  pass  at  midnight,  that  the  Lord  smote 
all  the  firstborn  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  firstborn  of 
Pharaoh  that  sat  on  his  throne  unto  the  firstborn  of  the 
captive  that  was  in  the  dungeon  :  and  all  the  firstborn  oi 
cattle.  And  Pharaoh  rose  up  in  the  night,  he,  and  all  his 
servants,  and  all  the  Egyptians  ;  and  there  was  a  great  cry 
in  Egypt  :  for  there  was  not  a  house  where  there  was  not 
one  dead.

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and  said,  Rise  up,  get  you  forth  from  among  my  people, 
both  ye  and  the  children  of  Israel :  and  go,  serve  the  Lord, 
as  ye  have  said.  Take  both  your  flocks  and  your  herds, 
as  ye  have  said,  and  be  gone  :  and  bless  me  also.  And 
the  Egyptians  were  urgent  upon  the  people,  to  send  them 
out  of  the  land  in  haste  :  for  they  said,  We  be  all  dead 
men.  And  the  people  took  their  dough  before  it  was 
leavened,  their  kneading-troughs  being  bound  up  in  their 
clothes  upon  their  shoulders.  And  the  children  of  Israel 
did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses  :  and  they  asked  of 
the  Egyptians  jewels  of  silver  and  jewels  of  gold,  and  rai- 
ment. And  the  Lord  gave  the  people  favour  in  the  sight 
of  the  Egyptians,  so  that  they  let  them  have  what  they 
asked  ;  and  they  spoiled  the  Egyptians. 

And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  from  Rameses  to 
Succoth,  about  six  hundred  thousand  on  foot  that  were  men, 
beside  children.  And  a  mixed  multitude  went  up  also 
with  them,  and  flocks  and  herds,  even  very  much  cattle. 
And  they  baked  unleavened  cakes  of  the  dough  which  they 
brought  forth  out  of  Egypt,  for  it  was  not  leavened  :  be- 
cause they  were  thrust  out  of  Egypt,  and  could  not  tarry, 
neither  had  they  prepared  for  themselves  any  victuaL 
Now  the  sojourning  of  the  children  of  Israel,  which  they 
sojourned  in  Egypt,  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years. 
And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  four  hundred  and  thirty 
years,  even  the  selfsame  day  it  came  to  pass,  that  all  the 
hosts  of  the  Lord  went  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt.  It  is 
a  night  of  watching  unto  the  Lord  for  bringing  them  out 
from  the  land  of  Egypt  :  this  is  that  night  of  the  Lord,  to 
be  much  observed  of  all  the  children  of  Israel  throughout 
their  generations.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses  and 
Aaron,  This  is  the  ordinance  of  the  passover  :  there  shall 
no  stranger  eat  thereof.  But  every  man's  servant  that  is 
bought  for  money,  when  thou  hast  circumcised  him,  then 
shall  he  eat  thereof.  A  sojourner  and  an  hired  servant  shaU 
not  eat  thereof.  In  one  house  shall  it  be  eaten  ;  thou  shalt 
not  carry  forth  aught  of  the  flesh  abroad  out  of  the  house  : 
neither  shall  ye  break  a  bone  thereof.  All  the  congregation 
of  Israel  shall  observe  it.  And  when  a  stranger  shall  so- 
journ with  thee,  and  will  keep  the  passover  to  the  Lord,  let 
all  his  males  be  circumcised,  and  then  let  him  come  near  and 
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Both  Scrolls  being  placed  upon  the  Desk,  the  Reader  says: 
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The  first  Scroll  is  then  held  up  and  the  Congregation  sap: 
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keep  it  ;  and  he  shall  be  as  one  that  is  bom  in  the  land  : 
but  no  uncircumcised  person  shall  eat  thereof.  One  law 
shall  be  to  him  that  is  homebom,  and  unto  the  stranger  that 
sojoumeth  among  you.  Thus  did  all  the  children  of  Israel : 
as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses  and  Aaron,  so  did  they. 
And  it  came  to  pass  the  selfsame  day,  that  the  Lord  did 
bring  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  by  their 
hosts. 


Both  Scrolls  being  placed  upon  the  desk,  the  Reader  says  : 

Magnified  and  sanctified  be  his  great  Name  in  the  world 
which  he  hath  created  according  to  his  will.

The  first  Scroll  is  then  held  up,  and  the  Congregation  say  : 

And  this  is  the  Law  which  Moses  set  before  the  children 
of  Israel,  according  to  the  command  of  the  Lord  by  the 
hand  of  Moses.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  them  that  lay  hold 
of  it,  and  happy  is  every  one  that  retaineth  it.  Its  ways 
are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  its  paths  are  peace.  Length 
of  days  is  in  its  right  hand  ;  in  its  left  hand  are  riches  and 
honour.  It  pleased  the  Lord  for  the  sake  of  his  righteousr- 
ness  to  magnify  the  Law  and  to  make  it  honourable. 
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The  following  section  is  then  read  from  the  second  Scroll  : 

Numbers  xxviii.   16-25. 

And  in  the  first  month,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month 
is  a  passover  unto  the  Lord.  And  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
this  month  shall  be  a  feast :  seven  days  shall  unleavened 
bread  be  eaten.  On  the  first  day  shall  be  an  holy  con- 
vocation ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work.  And  ye  shall 
offer  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire,  a  burnt  offering  unto  tlie 
Lord  :  two  young  bullocks  and  one  ram  and  seven  he- 
lambs  of  the  first  year ;  they  shall  be  unto  you  without 
blemish :  and  their  meal-offering,  fine  flour  mingled  with 
oil :  three  tenth  parts  shall  ye  offer  for  a  bullock,  and  two 
tenth  parts  for  a  ram,  and  a  several  tenth  part  shalt  thou 
offer  for  each  lamb  of  the  seven  lambs  :  and  one  he-goat 
for  a  sin-offering,  to  make  atonement  for  you.  Ye  shall  offer 
these  beside  the  burnt  offering  of  the  morning,  which  is 
for  a  continual  burnt  offering.  After  this  manner  ye  shall 
offer  daily,  for  seven  days,  the  food  of  the  sacrifice  made  by 
fire,  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord  :  it  shall  be  offered 
beside  the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  drink-offering 
thereof.  And  on  the  seventh  day  ye  shall  have  an  holy 
convocation  ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work. 


The  second  Scroll  is  held  up,  and  the  Congregation  say  : 

And  this  is  the  Law. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  chosen  good  prophets  and  hast  found  pleasure  in 
their  words,  which  were  spoken  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord,  who  hast  chosen  the  Law,  and  Moses  thy  servant, 
and  prophets  of  truth  and  righteousness. 

Joshua  V.  2  -  vi.  i. 

At  that  time  the  Lord  said  unto  Joshua,  Make  thee  knives 
of  flint,  and  circumcise  again  the  children  of  Israel  the 
second  time.  And  Joshua  made  him  knives  of  flint,  and 
circumcised  the  children  of  Israel  at  Gibeath  ha-araivjth. 
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And  this  is  the  cause  why  Joshua  did  circumcise  :  all  the 
people  that  came  forth  out  of  Egypt,  that  were  males,  even 
all  the  men  of  war,  died  in  the  wilderness  by  the  way,  after 
they  came  forth  out  of  Egypt.  For  all  the  people  that  came 
out  were  circumcised  :  but  all  the  people  that  were  born  in 
the  wilderness  by  the  way,  as  they  came  forth  out  of  Egypt, 
they  had  not  circumcised.  For  the  children  of  Israel  walked 
lorty  years  in  the  wilderness,  till  all  the  nation,  even  the  men 
of  war  which  came  forth  out  of  Egypt,  were  consumed, 
because  they  hearkened  not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  :  unto 
whom  the  Lord  sware  that  he  would  not  let  them  see  the 
land  which  the  Lord  sware  unto  their  fathers  that  he  would 
give  us,  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.  And  their 
children,  whom  he  raised  up  in  their  stead,  them  did  Joshua 
circumcise  :  for  they  were  uncircumcised,  because  they  had 
not  circumcised  them  by  the  way.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  they  had  done  circumcising  all  the  nation,  that  they 
abode  in  their  places  in  the  camp,  till  they  were  whole.  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  Joshua,  This  day  have  I  rolled  away  the 
reproach  of  Egypt  from  off  you  :  wherefore  the  name  of  that 
place  was  called  Gilgal,  unto  this  day.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  encamped  in  Gilgal :  and  they  kept  the  passover  on 
the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month  at  even  in  the  plains  of 
Jericho.  And  they  did  eat  of  the  old  corn  of  the  land  on  the 
morrow  after  the  passover,  unleavened  cakes  and  parched 
com,  in  the  selfsame  day.  And  the  manna  ceased  on  the 
morrow,  after  they  had  eaten  of  the  old  com  of  the  land  ; 
neither  had  the  children  of  Israel  manna  any  more  :  but  they 
did  eat  of  the  fruit  of  the  land  of  Canaan  that  year. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Joshua  was  by  Jericho,  that  he 
lifted  up  his  eyes  and  looked,  and,  behold,  there  stood  a  man 
over  against  him  with  his  sword  drawn  in  his  hand  :  and 
Joshua  went  unto  him,  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  for  us,  or 
for  our  adversaries  ?  And  he  said.  Nay  :  but  as  captain 
of  the  host  of  the  Lord  am  I  now  come  :  and  Joshua  fell  on 
his  face  to  the  earth,  and  did  worship,  and  said  unto  himj 
What  saith  my  lord  unto  his  servant  ?  And  the  captain  of 
the  Lord's  host  said  unto  Joshua,  Put  off  thy  shoe  from  off 
thy  foot ;  for  the  place  whereon  thou  standest  is  holy  ;  and 
Joshua  did  so.

For  the  Second  Day, 

Leviticus  xxii.   26-xxiii.  44. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  WTien  a  bullock, 
or  a  sheep,  or  a  goat,  is  brought  forth,  then  it  shall  be  seven 
days  under  its  dam  :  and  from  the  eighth  day  and  thence- 
forth it  shall  be  accepted  for  the  oblation  of  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And  whether  it  be  cow  or  ewe, 
ye  shall  not  kill  it  and  her  young  both  in  one  day.  And 
when  ye  sacrifice  a  sacrifice  of  thanksgiving  unto  the  Lord, 
ye  shall  sacrifice  it  that  ye  may  be  accepted.  On  the  same 
day  it  shall  be  eaten  ;  ye  shall  leave  none  of  it  until  the 
morning  :  I  am  the  Lord.  And  ye  shall  keep  my  command- 
ments, and  do  them  :  I  am  the  Lord.  And  ye  shall  not 
profane  my  holy  name  ;  but  I  will  be  hallowed  among  the 
children  of  Israel :  I  am  the  Lord  which  hallow  you,  that 
brought  you  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God :  I 
am  the  Lord. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  The  appointed  seasons 
of  the  Lord,  which  ye  shall  proclaim  to  be  holy  convocations  : 
even  these  are  my  appointed  seasons.  Six  days  shall  work 
be  done  ;  but  on  the  seventh  day  is  a  sabbath  of  solemn 
rest,  an  holy  convocation  ;  ye  shall  do  no  manner  of  work  : 
it  is  a  sabbath  unto  the  Lord  in  all  your  dwellings. 

These  are  the  appointed  seasons  of  the  Lord,  even  holy 
convocations,  which  ye  shall  proclaim  in  their  appointed 
season.  In  the  first  month,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the 
month  towards  even,  is  a  passover  unto  the  Lord.  And 
on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same  month  is  the  feast  of 
unleavened  bread  unto  the  Lord :  seven  days  ye  shall 
eat  unleavened  bread.     In  the  first  day  ye  shall  have  an 
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holy  convocation  :  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work.  But  ye 
shall  offer  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord  seven 
days :  in  the  seventh  day  is  an  holy  convocation  ;  ye  shall 
do  no  servile  work. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  WTien  ye  be  come 
into  the  land  which  I  give  unto  you,  and  shall  reap  the 
haivest  thereof,  then  ye  shall  bring  the  sheaf  of  the  first- 
fruits  of  your  harvest  unto  the  priest.  And  he  shall  wave 
the  sheaf  before  the  Lord,  to  be  accepted  for  you  :  on  the 
morrow  after  the  sabbath  the  priest  shall  wave  it.  And  in 
the  day  when  ye  wave  the  sheaf,  ye  shall  offer  a  he-lamb 
without  blemish  of  the  first  year  for  a  burnt  offering  unto 
the  Lord.  And  the  meal-offering  thereof  shall  be  two  tenth 
parts  of  an  ephah  of  fine  flour  mingled  with  oil,  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet  savour  :  and  the 
drink-offering  thereof  shall  be  of  wine,  the  fourth  part  of 
an  hin.  And  ye  shall  eat  neither  bread,  nor  parched  com, 
nor  fresh  ears,  until  this  selfsame  day,  until  ye  have  brought 
the  oblation  of  your  God  :  it  is  a  statute  for  ever  throughout 
your  generations  in  all  your  dwellings.  And  ye  shall  count 
unto  you  from  the  morrow  after  the  sabbath,  from  the  day 
that  ye  brought  the  sheaf  of  the  wave  offering  ;  seven  sab- 
baths shall  there  be  complete.  Even  unto  the  morrow 
after  the  seventh  sabbath  shall  ye  number  fifty  days  :  and 
ye  shall  offer  a  new  meal-offering  unto  the  Lord.  Ye  shall 
bring  out  of  your  habitations  two  wave  loaves  of  two  tenth 
parts  of  an  ephah  ;  they  shall  be  of  fine  flour,  they  shall  be 
baken  with  leaven,  for  firstfruits  unto  the  Lord.  And 
ye  shall  present  vvith  the  bread  seven  lambs  without  blemish 
of  the  first  year,  and  one  young  bullock,  and  two  rams  : 
they  shall  be  a  burnt  offering  unto  the  Lord,  with  their 
meal-offering,  and  their  drink-offerings,  even  an  offering 
made  by  fire,  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord.  And  ye 
shall  offer  one  he-goat  for  a  sin-offering,  and  two  he-lambs 
of  the  first  year  for  a  sacrifice  of  peace-offerings.  And 
the  priest  sliall  wave  them  with  the  bread  of  the  firstfruits 
for  a  wave  offering  before  the  Lord,  with  the  two  lambs  : 
they  shall  be  holy  to  the  Lord  for  the  priest.     And  ye  shall 
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make  proclamation  on  the  self-same  day  ;  there  shall  be 
an  holy  convocation  unto  you  ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile 
work  :  it  is  a  statute  for  ever  in  all  your  dwellings  throughout 
your  generations.  And  when  ye  reap  the  harvest  of  your 
land,  thou  shalt  not  wholly  reap  the  corners  of  thy  field, 
neither  shalt  thou  gather  the  gleaning  of  thy  harvest :  thou 
shalt  leave  them  for  the  poor,  and  for  the  stranger  ;  I  am 
the  Lord  your  God. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying  :  Speak  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  In  the  seventh  month,  in  the 
first  day  of  the  month,  shall  be  a  solemn  rest  unto  you,  a 
memorial  of  blowing  of  trumpets,  an  holy  convocation. 
Ye  shall  do  no  servile  work  :  and  ye  shall  offer  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord  spake  unto 
Moses,  saying,  Howbeit  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh 
month  is  the  day  of  atonement ;  it  shall  be  an  holy  convoca- 
tion unto  you,  and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls  :  and  ye  shall 
offer  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And  ye  shall 
do  no  manner  of  work  in  that  same  day  :  for  it  is  a  day  of 
atonement,  to  make  atonement  for  you  before  the  Lord 
your  God.  For  whatsoever  soul  it  be  that  shall  not  be 
afflicted  in  that  same  day,  he  shall  be  cut  off  from  his  people. 
And  whatsoever  soul  it  be  that  doeth  any  manner  of  work 
in  that  same  day,  that  soul  will  I  destroy  from  among  his 
people.  Ye  shall  do  no  manner  of  work  :  it  is  a  statute  for 
ever  throughout  your  generations  in  all  your  dwellings. 
It  shall  be  unto  you  a  sabbath  of  solemn  rest,  and  ye  shall 
afflict  your  souls  :  in  the  ninth  day  of  the  month  at  even, 
from  even  unto  even,  shall  ye  keep  your  sabbath. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  saying  :  On  the  fifteenth  day  of  this 
seventh  month  is  the  feast  of  tabernacles  for  seven 
days  unto  the  Lord.  On  the  first  day  shall  be  an  holy 
convocation  :  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work.  Seven  days 
ye  shall  offer  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord  : 
on  the  eighth  day  shall  be  an  holy  convocation  unto  you  ; 
and  ye  shall  offer  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord  ; 
it  is  a  solemn   assembly ;    ye    shall    do    no    servile  work. 
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These  are  the  appointed  seasons  of  the  Lord,  which  ye 
shall  proclaim  to  be  holy  convocations  :  to  offer  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord,  a  burnt  offering,  and  a  meal- 
offering,  a  sacrifice,  and  drink-offerings,  each  on  its  own  day, 
beside  the  sabbaths  of  the  Lord,  and  beside  your  gifts,  and 
beside  all  your  vows,  and  beside  all  your  freewill  offer- 
ings, which  ye  give  unto  the  Lord.  Howbeit  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  the  seventh  month,  when  ye  have  gathered  in  the 
fruits  of  the  land,  ye  shall  keep  the  feast  of  the  Lord  seven 
days  :  on  the  first  day  shall  be  a  solemn  rest,  and  on  the 
eighth  day  shall  be  a  solemn  rest.  And  ye  shall  take  you 
on  the  first  day  the  fruit  of  goodly  trees,  a  branch  of  palm 
trees,  and  boughs  of  thick-leaved  trees,  and  willows  of  the 
brook  :  and  ye  shall  rejoice  before  the  Lord  your  God  seven 
days.  And  ye  shall  keep  it  a  feast  unto  the  Lord  seven 
days  in  the  year  :  it  is  a  statute  for  ever  in  your  generations  ; 
ye  shall  keep  it  in  the  seventh  month.  Ye  shall  dwell  in 
booths  seven  days  :  all  that  are  homebom  in  Israel  shall 
dwell  in  booths  :  that  your  generations  may  know  that  I 
made  the  children  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths,  when  I 
brought  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God.  And  Moses  declared  unto  the  children  of  Israel 
the  appointed  seasons  of  the  Lord.

And  the  king  sent,  and  they  gathered  unto  him  all  the 
elders  of  Judah  and  of  Jerusalem.  And  the  king  went  up

And 
he  brought  all  the  priests  out  of  the  cities  of  Judah,  and 
defiled  the  high  places  where  the  priests  had  burned  incense, 
from  Geba  to  Beersheba  :  and  he  brake  down  the  high 
places  of  the  gates  that  were  at  the  entering  in  of  the  gate  of 
Joshua  the  governor  of  the  city,  which  were  on  a  man's  left 
hand  at  the  gate  of  the  city.  Nevertheless  the  priests  of  the 
high  places  came  not  up  to  the  altar  of  the  Lord  in  Jerusalem, 
but  they  did  eat  unleavened  bread  among  their  brethren.

And  the  king  commanded  all  the  people,  saying,  Keep 
the  passover  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  as  it  is  written  in  this 
book  of  the  covenant.

Three  times  in  the 
year  shall  all  thy  males  appear  before  the  Lord  God,  the  God 
of  Israel.  For  I  will  cast  out  nations  before  thee,  and 
enlarge  thy  borders  :  neither  shall  any  man  desire  thy  land, 
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when  thou  goest  up  to  appear  before  the  Lord  thy  God 
three  times  in  the  year.

120     HAPHTORAH— INTERMEDIATE  SABBATH 

The  second  Scroll  is  held  up,  ayid  the  Congregation  say  : 
And  this  is  the  Law. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who 
hast  chosen  good  prophets  and  hast  found  pleasure  in  their  words, 
which  were  spoken  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast 
chosen  the  Law,  and  Moses  thy  servant,  and  prophets  of  trutli 
and  righteousness. 

Ezekiel  xxxvii.   1-14. 

The  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me,  and  he  carried  me  out 
in  the  spirit  of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down  in  the  midst  of  the 
valley  :  and  it  was  full  of  bones,  and  he  caused  me  to  pass 
by  them  round  about  :  and  behold,  there  were  very  many 
in  the  open  valley  ;  and  lo,  they  were  very  dry.  And  he 
said  unto  me,  son  of  man,  can  these  bones  live  ?  And  I 
answered,  O  Lord  God,  thou  knowest.  And  he  said  unto 
me,  Prophesy  upon  these  bones,  and  say  unto  them,  O  ye 
dry  bones,  hear  the  word  of  the  Lord.  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
God  unto  these  bones  :  Behold,  I  will  cause  breath  to  enter 
into  you,  and  ye  shall  live.  And  I  will  lay  sinews  upon  you, 
and  will  bring  up  flesh  upon  you,  and  cover  you  with  skin, 
and  put  breath  in  you,  and  ye  shall  live  :  and  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord.  So  I  prophesied  as  I  was  commanded  : 
and  as  I  prophesied,  there  was  a  noise,  and  behold  a  quaking, 
and  the  bones  came  together,  bone  to  his  bone.  And  I 
beheld,  and  lo,  there  were  sinews  upon  them,  and  flesh  came 
up,  and  skin  covered  them  above  :  but  there  was  no  breath 
in  them.  Then  said  he  unto  me.  Prophesy  unto  the  wind : 
prophesy,  son  of  man,  and  say  to  the  wind.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  God  ;  Come  from  the  four  winds,  O  breath,  and  breathe 
upon  these  slain,  that  they  may  live.  So  I  prophesied  as  he 
commanded  me  :  and  the  breath  came  into  them,  and  they 
lived,  and  stood  up  upon  their  feet,  an  exceeding  great  army. 
Then  he  said  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  these  bones  are  the  whole 
house  of  Israel :  behold,  they  say.  Our  bones  are  dried  up, 
and  our  hope  is  lost ;  we  are  clean  cut  off.  Therefore 
prophesy,  and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  ; 
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ConUnue  with  the  Blessings  after  the  Haphtorah,  page  135.

For  the  Seventh  Day, 
Exodus  xiii.   17  -  xv.   26. 


And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh  had  let  the  people  go, 
that  God  led  them  not  by  the  way  of  the  land  of  the  Philis- 
tines, although  that  was  near  :  for  God  said,  Lest  peradven- 
ture  the  people  repent  when  they  see  war,  and  they  return 
to  Egypt.  But  God  led  the  people  about  by  the  way  of 
the  wilderness,  by  the  Red  Sea  :  and  the  children  of  Israel 
went  up  armed  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  Moses  took 
the  bones  of  Joseph  with  him  :  for  he  had  straitiy  sworn 
the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  God  will  surely  visit  you  ;  and 
ye  shall  carry  up  my  bones  away  hence  with  you.  And 
they  took  their  journey  from  Succoth,  and  encamped  in 
Etham,  in  the  edge  of  the  wilderness.  And  the  Lord  went 
before  them  by  day  in  a  pillar  of  cloud,  to  lead  them  the 
way  ;  and  by  night  in  a  pillar  of  fire,  to  give  them  light  : 
that  they  might  go  by  day  and  by  night.  He  took  not  away 
the  pillar  of  cloud  by  day,  nor  the  pillar  of  fire  by  night, 
from  before  the  people. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  that  they  turn  back  and  encamp  before 
Pi-hahiroth,  between  Migdol  and  the  sea,  before  Baal- 
zephon  :  over  against  it  shall  ye  encamp  by  the  sea.  And 
Pharaoh  will  say  of  the  children  of  Israel,  They  are  entangled 
in  the  land :  the  wilderness  hath  shut  them  in.     And  I  will 
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harden  Pharaoh's  heart,  and  he  shall  follow  after  them; 
and  I  will  get  me  honour  upon  Pharaoh  and  upon  all  his 
host  ;  and  the  Egyptians  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  : 
and  they  did  so.  And  it  was  told  the  king  of  Egypt  that  the 
people  were  fled  :  and  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  and  of  his  ser- 
vants was  changed  towards  the  people,  and  they  said, 
What  is  this  we  have  done,  that  we  have  let  Israel  go  from 
serving  us  ?  And  he  made  ready  his  chariot,  and  took  his 
people  with  him  :  and  he  took  six  hundred  chosen  chariots, 
and  all  the  chariots  of  Egypt,  and  captains  over  all  of  them, 
And  the  Lord  hardened  the  heart  of  Pharaoh,  king  of  Egypt, 
and  he  pursued  after  the  children  of  Israel  :  for  the  children 
of  Israel  went  out  with  an  high  hand.  And  the  Egyptians 
pursued  after  them,  all  the  horses  and  chariots  of  Pharaoh, 
and  his  horsemen  and  his  army  :  and  he  overtook  them 
encamping  by  the  sea,  beside  Pi-hahiroth,  before  Baal- 
zephon.  And  Pharaoh  drew  nigh  :  and  the  children  of  Israel 
lifted  up  their  eyes,  and,  behold,  the  Egyptians  marched 
after  them  ;  and  they  were  sore  afraid,  and  the  children  of 
Israel  cried  out  unto  the  Lord.  And  they  said  unto  Moses, 
Because  there  w^ere  no  graves  in  Egypt,  hast  thou  taken  us 
away  to  die  in  the  wilderness  ?  wherefore  hast  thou  dealt 
thus  with  us,  to  bring  us  forth  out  of  Egypt  ?  Is  not  this 
the  word  that  we  spake  unto  thee  in  Egypt,  saying.  Let  us 
alone,  that  we  may  serve  the  Egyptians  ?  For  it  were 
better  for  us  to  serve  the  Egyptians,  than  that  we  should 
die  in  the  wilderness.  And  Moses  said  unto  the  people, 
Fear  ye  not,  stand  still,  and  see  the  salvation  of  the  Lord, 
which  he  will  shew  to  you  to-day  :  for  the  Egyptians  whom 
ye  have  seen  to-day,  ye  shall  see  them  again  no  more  for 
ever.  The  Lord  shall  fight  for  you,  and  ye  shall  hold  your 
peace. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Wherefore  criest  thou 
unto  me  ?  speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they 
go  forward.  And  lift  thou  up  thy  rod,  and  stretch  out  thine 
hand  over  the  sea,  and  divide  it  :  and  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  go  on  dry  ground  through  the  midst  of  the  sea.  And 
I,  behold,  I  will  harden  the  hearts  of  the  Egyptians,  and 
they  shaU  follow  them  :  and  I  will  get  me  honour  upon 
Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  host,  upon  his  chariots,  and  upon 
his  horsemen.     And  the  Egyptians  shall  know  that  I  am 
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the  Lord,  when  I  have  gotten  me  honour  upon  Pharaoh, 
upon  his  chariots  and  upon  his  horsemen.  And  the  angel 
of  God,  which  went  before  the  camp  of  Israel,  removed 
and  went  behind  them  :  and  the  pillar  of  the  cloud  went 
from  before  their  face,  and  stood  behind  them.  And  it 
came  between  the  camp  of  the  Egyptians  and  the  camp  of 
Israel ;  and  there  was  the  cloud  and  the  darkness,  yet 
gave  it  hght  by  night  :  so  that  the  one  came  not  near  the 
other  all  the  night.  And  Moses  stretched  out  his  hand  over 
the  sea  ;  and  the  Lord  caused  the  sea  to  go  back  by  a 
strong  east  wind  all  that  night,  and  made  the  sea  dry  land : 
and  the  waters  were  divided.  And  the  children  of  Israel 
went  into  the  midst  of  the  sea  upon  the  dry  ground  :  and 
the  waters  were  a  wall  unto  them  on  their  right  hand  and 
on  their  left.  And  the  Egyptians  pursued  and  went  in 
after  them  to  the  midst  of  the  sea,  even  all  Pharaoh's 
horses,  his  chariots  and  his  horsemen.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  in  the  morning-watch  the  Lord  looked  imto  the  host 
of  the  Egyptians  through  the  pillar  of  fire  and  of  the  cloud  : 
and  he  troubled  the  host  of  the  Egyptians.  And  he  took  off 
their  chariot-wheels,  that  they  drave  them  heavily  :  so  that 
the  Egyptians  said.  Let  iis  flee  from  the  face  of  Israel ;  for 
the  Lord  fighteth  for  them  against  the  Egyptians. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Stretch  out  thine  hand 
over  the  sea  :  and  the  waters  shall  come  again  upon  the 
Egyptians,  upon  their  chariots  and  upon  their  horsemen. 
And  Moses  stretched  forth  his  hand  over  the  sea,  and  the 
sea  returned  to  its  strength  when  the  morning  appeared; 
and  the  Egyptians  fled  against  it  :  and  the  Lord  overthrew 
the  Egyptians  in  the  midst  of  the  sea.  And  the  waters 
returned,  and  covered  the  chariots  and  the  horsemen,  even 
all  the  host  of  Pharaoh  that  went  in  after  them  into  the  sea  : 
there  remained  not  so  much  as  one  of  them.  But  the 
children  of  Israel  wall^ced  upon  dry  land  in  the  midst  of  the 
sea  :  and  the  waters  were  a  wall  unto  them  on  their  right 
hand  and  on  their  left.  Thus  the  Lord  saved  Israel  tiiat 
day  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Egyptians  ;  and  Israel  saw  the 
Egyptians  dead  upon  the  sea  shore.  And  Israel  saw  that 
great  work  which  the  Lord  did  upon  the  Egyptians  :  and 
the  people  feared  the  Lord,  and  beheved  the  Lord  and  his 
servant  Moses. 
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Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song  unto 

the  Lord,  and  spake,  saying,  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord, 

for  he  hath  triumphed  gloriously  :    the  horse  and  his 

rider  hath  he  throwTi  into  the  sea. 
The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  song,  and  he  is  become  my 

salvation  :    he  is  my  God,  and  I  will  prepare  him  an 

habitation  ;    my  father's  God,  and  I  will  exalt  him. 
The  Lord  is  a  man  of  war  :   the  Lord  is  his  name. 
Pharaoh's   chariots  and  his    host   hath   he   cast   into   the 

sea  :    his  chosen  captains  also  are  drowned  in  the  Red 

Sea. 
The  deeps  covered  them  :    they  sank  into  the  depths  as  a 

stone. 
Thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  is  glorious  in  power  :    thy  right 

hand,  O  Lord,  hath  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy. 
And  in  the  greatness  of  thine  excellency  thou  overthrowest 

them  that  rise  up  against  thee  :    thou  sendest  forth 

thy  wrath,   it  consumeth  them  as  stubble. 
And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils  the  waters  were  gathered 

together,  the  floods  stood  upright  as  an  heap,  and  the 

depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart  of  the  sea. 
The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake,  I  will  divide 

the  spoil ;  my  lust  shall  be  satisfied  upon  them  ;  I  will 

draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  destroy  them. 
Thou   didst   blow  with   thy  wind,  the  sea   covered   them  : 

they  sank  as  lead  in  the  mighty  waters. 
Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  mighty  ones  ? 

who  is  hke  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises, 

doing  wonders  ? 
Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand  ;    the  earth  swallowed 

them. 
Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the  people  which  thou 

hast  redeemed  :  thou  hast  guided  them  in  thy  strength 

unto  thy  holy  habitation. 
The  people  have  heard,  they  tremble  :    pangs  have  taken 

hold  on  the  inhabitants  of  Philistia. 
Then  were  the  dukes  of  Edom  amazed  ;    the  mighty  men 

of  Moab,  trembling  taketh  hold  upon  them  ;    all  the 

inhabitants  of  Canaan  are  melted  away. 
Terror  and  dread  faU  upon  them  ;   by  the  greatness  of  thine 

arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a  stone  ;    till  thy  people 
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pass  over,  O  Lord,  till  the  people  pass  over,  which  thou 

hast  gotten. 
Thou  shalt   bring  them  in,  and   plant   them  in  the  mountain 

of  thine  inheritance,  in  the  place,  O  Lord,  which  thou  hast 

made  for  thee  to  dwell  in,  in  the  Sanctuary,  O  Lord,  which 

thy  hands  have  established. 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

For  the  horses  of  Pharaoh  went  in  with  his  chariots  and  with 
his  horsemen  into  the  sea,  and  the  Lord  brought  again  the  waters 
of  the  sea  upon  them:  but  the  children  of  Israel  walked  on  dry 
land  in  the  midst  of  the  sea. 

And  Miriam  the  prophetess,  the  sister  of  Aaron,  took  a  tim- 
brel in  her  hand  :  and  all  the  women  went  out  after  her  with 
timbrels  and  with  dances.     And  Miriam  answered  them  : 

Sing  ye  to  the  Lord,  for  he  hath  triumphed  gloriously ;  the 
horse   and  his  rider  hath  he  thrown  into  the  sea. 

And  Moses  led  Israel  onward  from  the  Red  Sea,  and  they 
went  out  into  the  wilderness  of  Shur  :  and  they  went  three 
days  in  the  wilderness,  and  found  no  water.  And  when  they 
came  to  Marah,  they  could  not  drink  of  the  waters  of  Marah, 
for  they  were  bitter  :  therefore  the  name  of  it  was  called  Marah. 
And  the  people  murmured  against  Moses,  saying,  What  shaU 
we  drink  ?  And  he  cried  unto  the  Lord ;  and  the  Lord  shewed 
him  a  tree,  and  he  cast  it  into  the  waters,  and  the  waters  were 
made  sweet  :  there  he  made  for  them  a  statute  and  an  ordinance, 
and  there  he  proved  them.  And  he  said,  If  thou  wilt  diligently 
hearken  to  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  wilt  do  that 
which  is  right  in  his  eyes,  and  wilt  give  ear  to  his  command- 
ments, and  keep  all  his  statutes,  I  will  put  none  of  the  diseases 
upon  thee,  which  I  have  put  upon  the  Egyptians  ;  for  I  am 
the  Lord  that  healeth  thee.

After  this  manner  ye 
shall  offer  daily,  for  seven  days,  the  food  of  the  sacrifice 
made  by  fire,  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord  :  it  shall 
be  offered  beside  the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  drink- 
offering  thereof.  And  on  the  seventh  day  ye  shall  have  an 
holy  convocation  ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work.

Then  the  channels  of  the  sea  appeared,  the  foundations  of 

the  world  were  laid  bare  by  the  rebuke  of  the  Lord, 

at  the  blast  of  the  breath  of  his  nostrils. 

He  sent  from  on  high,  he  took  me  :    he  drew  me  out  of 

many  waters. 
He  delivered  me  from  my  strong  enemy,  from  them  that 

hated  me  ;   for  they  were  too  mighty  for  me. 
They  came  upon  me  in  the  day  of  my  calamity  :   but  the 

Lord  was  my  stay. 
He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  large  place :   he  delivered 

me,  because  he  delighted  in  me. 
The  Lord  rewarded  me  according  to  my  righteousness  : 

according    to   the   cleanness   of   my  hands    hath    he 
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recompensed  me. 
For  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  Lord,  and  have  not  wickedly 

departed  from  my  God. 
For  all  his  judgments  were  before  me  :  and  as  for  his  statutes, 

I  did  not  depart  from  them. 
I  was  perfect  toward  him,  and  I  kept  myself  from  mine 

iniquity. 
Therefore  hath  the  Lord  recompensed  me  according  to  my 

righteousness  :    according  to  my  cleanness  in  his  eye- 
sight. 
With  the  merciful  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  merciful :    with 

the  perfect  man  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  perfect. 
With  the  pure  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  pure  :  and  with  the 

perverse  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  displeased. 
And  the  afflicted  people  thou  wilt  save  :    but  thine   eyes 

are  upon  the  haughty,  to  bring  them  down. 
For  thou  art  my  lamp,  O  Lord  :   and  the  Lord  will  lighten 

my  darkness. 
For  by  thee  I  run  through  a  troop  :   by  my  God  do  I  leap 

over  a  wall. 
As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect  :    the  word  of  the  Lord  is 

tried  ;    he  is  a  shield  unto  all  them  that  trust  in  him. 
For  who  is  God,  save  the  Lord  ?  and  who  is  a  rock,  save  our 

God? 
God  is  my  strong  fortress  :  and  he  maketh  my  way  perfect. 
He  maketh  my  feet  like  hinds'  feet  :   and  setteth  me  upon 

my  high  places. 
He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war  :  so  that  a  bow  of  copper  is 

broken  by  mine  arms. 
Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield  of  thy  salvation :  and 

thy  gentleness  hath  made  me   great. 
Thou  hast  enlarged  my  steps  under  me,  and  mine  ankles 

have  not  slipped. 
I  have  pursued  mine  enemies  and  destroyed  them:  neither 

did  I  turn  again  till  they  were  consumed. 
And  I  have  consumed  them,  and  smitten  them  through, 

that  they  cannot  arise  :   yea,  they  are  fallen  under  my 

feet. 
For  thou  hast  girded  me  with  strength  unto  the  battle  ' 

thou  hast  subdued  under  me  those  that  rose  up  against 

me.  s 
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For  the  Eighth  Day, 
On  a  week-day  commence  with  113311  73,  page  131. 
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Thou  hast  also  made  mine  enemies  turn  their  backs  unto  me : 

that  I  might  cut  off  them  that  hate  me. 
They  looked,  but  there  was  none  to  save  :   even  unto  the  Lord, 

but  he  answered  them  not. 
Then  did  I  beat  them  small  as  the  dust  of  the  earth  :    I  did 

stamp  them  as  the  mire  of  the  streets,  and  did  spread  them 

abroad. 
Thou  also  hast  delivered  me  from  the  strivings  of  my  people  : 

thou  hast  kept  me  to  be  the  head  of  the  nations  :   a  people 

whom  I  have  not  known  shall  serve  me. 
The  sons  of  the  stranger  shall  submit  themselves  unto  me  : 

as  soon  as  they  hear  of  me,  they  shall  obey  me. 
The    sons    of    the   stranger    shall  fade  away,  and  shall  come 

trembling  out  of  their  close  places. 
The  Lord  liveth  ;   and  blessed  be  my  rock :   and  exalted  be  the 

God  of  the  rock  of  my  salvation  : 
Even  the  God  that  executeth  vengeance  for  me,  and   bringeth 

down  peoples  under  me. 
And  that  bringeth  me  forth  from  mine  enemies  :    yea,   thou 

hftest  me  up  above  them  that  rise  up  against  me  :    thou 

deliverest  me  from  the  violent  man. 
Therefore  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,   O  Lord,   among  the 

nations :    and  will  sing  praises  unto  thy  name. 
He    is    a    tower    of    salvation    unto    his    king :    and   sheweth 

loving-kindness  to  his  anointed,  to  David  and  to  his  seed, 

for  evermore.

Ofi   a  week-day  commence  with  All  the  firstling  males,   page    131. 

Deuteronomy  xiv.  22  -  xvi.   17. 

Thou  shalt  surely  tithe  all  the  increase  of  thy  seed,  that  which 
cometh  forth  of  the  field  year  by  year.  And  thou  shalt  eat 
before  the  Lord  thy  God,  in  the  place  which  he  shall  choose  to 
cause  his  name  to  dwell  there,  the  tithe  of  thy  com,  of  thy  wine 
and  of  thine  oil,  and  the  firstlings  of  thy  herd  and  of  thy  flock : 
that  thou  mayest  learn  to  fear  the  Lord  thy  God  always.  And 
if  the  way  be  too  long  for  thee,  so  that  thou  art  not  able  to 
carry  it,  because  the  place  is  too  far  from  thee,  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  shall  choose  to  set  his  name  there,  when  the  Lord  thy 
God  shall  bless  thee  :  then  shalt  thou  turn  it  into  money,  and 
bind  up  the  money  in  thine  hand,  and  shalt  go  unto  the  place 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  choose.    And  thou  shalt  bestow  the 
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money  for  whatsoever  thy  soul  desireth,  for  oxen,  or  for 
sheep,  or  for  wine,  or  for  strong  drink,  or  for  whatsoever  thy 
soul  asketh  of  thee  :  and  thou  shalt  eat  there  before  the  Lord 
thy  God,  and  thou  shalt  rejoice,  thou  and  thine  household. 
And  the  Levite  that  is  within  thy  gates,  thou  shalt  not 
forsake  him  :  for  he  hath  no  portion  nor  inheritance  with 
thee.  At  the  end  of  every  three  years  thou  shalt  bring  forth 
all  the  tithe  of  thine  increase  in  the  same  year,  and  shalt  lay 
it  up  within  thy  gates.  And  the  Levite,  because  he  hath  no 
portion  nor  inheritance  with  thee,  shall  come,  and  the  stranger, 
and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow,  which  are  within  thy  gates, 
and  they  shall  eat  and  be  satisfied  :  that  the  Lord  thy  God 
may  bless  thee  in  all  the  work  of  thine  hand  which  thou  doest. 
At  the  end  of  every  seven  years  thou  shalt  make  a  release. 
And  this  is  the  manner  of  the  release  ;  every  creditor  shall 
release  that  which  he  hath  lent  unto  his  neighbour  :  he  shall 
not  exact  it  of  his  neighbour  and  his  brother ;  because  the 
Lord's  release  hath  been  proclaimed.  Of  a  foreigner  thou 
mayest  exact  it :  but  whatsoever  of  thine  is  with  thy 
brother  thine  hand  shall  release.  Howbeit  there  shall  be 
no  poor  with  thee  :  for  the  Lord  will  surely  bless  thee  in 
the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee  for  an  inherit- 
ance to  possess  it  ;  if  only  thou  diligently  hearken  unto 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  observe  to  do  all  this 
commandment  which  I  command  thee  this  day.  For  the 
Lord  thy  God  will  bless  thee,  as  he  promised  thee  :  and 
thou  shalt  lend  unto  many  nations,  but  thou  shalt  not 
borrow  ;  and  thou  shalt  rule  over  many  nations,  but  they 
shall  not  rule  over  thee.  If  there  be  with  thee  a  poor  man, 
one  of  thy  brethren,  within  any  of  thy  gates  in  thy  land 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee,  thou  shalt  not  harden 
thine  heart,  nor  shut  thine  hand  from  thy  poor  brother. 
But  thou  shalt  surely  open  thine  hand  unto  him,  and  shalt 
surely  lend  him  sufficient  for  his  need  in  that  which  he 
wanteth.  Beware  that  there  be  not  an  unworthy  thought 
in  thine  heart,  saying,  The  seventh  year,  tne  year  of  release, 
is  at  hand  ;  and  thine  eye  be  evil  against  thy  poor  brother, 
and  thou  give  him  nought :  and  he  cry  unto  the  Lord  against 
thee,  and  it  be  sin  unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  surely  give  him, 
and  thine  heart  shall  not  be  grieved  when  thou  givest 
unto  him  :    because  that  for  this  thing  the  Lord  thy  God 
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shall  bless  thee  in  all  thy  work,  and  in  all  that  thou  puttest 
thine  hand  unto.  For  the  poor  shall  never  cease  out  of  the 
land :  therefore  I  command  thee,  saying,  Thou  shalt  surely 
open  thine  hand  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy  needy,  and  to 
thy  poor,  in  thy  land.  If  thy  brother,  an  Hebrew  man,  or 
an  Hebrew  woman,  be  sold  unto  thee,  and  serve  thee  six 
years  :  then  in  the  seventh  j^ear  thou  shalt  let  him  go  free 
from  thee.  And  when  thou  lettest  him  go  free  from  thee, 
thou  shalt  not  let  him  go  empty.  Thou  shalt  furnish  him 
liberally  out  of  thy  flock,  and  out  of  thy  threshing-floor, 
and  out  of  thy  winepress :  as  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  blessed 
thee  thou  shalt  give  unto  liim.  And  thou  shalt  remember 
that  thou  wast  a  bondman  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the 
Lord  thy  God  redeemed  thee  :  therefore  I  command  thee 
this  thing  to-day.  And  it  shall  be,  if  he  say  unto  thee,  I 
will  not  go  out  from  thee  :  because  he  loveth  thee  and 
thine  house,  because  he  is  well  with  thee ;  then  thou  shalt 
take  an  awl,  and  thrust  it  through  his  ear  unto  the  door, 
and  he  shall  be  thy  servant  for  ever ;  and  also  unto  thy 
maidservant  thou  shalt  do  likewise.  It  shall  not  seem  hard 
unto  thee,  when  thou  lettest  him  go  free  from  thee ;  for  to 
the  double  of  the  hire  of  an  hirehng  hath  he  served  thee 
six  years  :  and  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  all 
that  thou  doest. 

AU  the  firsthng  males  that  are  bom  of  thy  herd  and  of 
thy  flock  thou  shalt  sanctify  unto  the  Lord  thy  God  :  thou 
shalt  do  no  work  with  the  firstling  of  thine  ox,  nor  shear  the 
firstling  of  thy  flock.  Thou  shalt  eat  it  before  the  Lord 
thy  God  year  by  year  in  the  place  which  the  Lord  shall  choose, 
thou  and  thy  household.  And  if  it  have  any  blemish,  as  if  it 
be  lame  or  bhnd,  any  ill  blemish  whatsoever,  thou  shalt  not 
sacrifice  it  unto  the  Lord  thy  God.  Thou  shalt  eat  it  within 
thy  gates :  the  unclean  and  the  clean  shall  eat  it  alike,  as  the 
gazeUe,  and  as  the  hart.  Only  thou  shalt  not  eat  the  blood 
thereof  :  thou  shalt  pour  it  out  upon  the  ground  as  water. 

Observe  the  month  of  Abib,  and  keep  the  passover  unto 
the  Lord  thy  God  :  for  in  the  month  of  Abib  the  Lord  thy 
God  brought  thee  forth  out  of  Egypt  by  night.  And  thou 
shalt  sacrifice  the  passover  unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  of  the 
flock  and  the  herd,  in  the  place  which  the  Lord  shall  choose 
to  cause  his  name  to  dwell  there.  Thou  shalt  eat  no- 
leavened  bread  with  it ;    s^ven  days  shalt  thou  eat  un- 
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leavened  bread  therewith,  even  the  bread  of  affliction : 
for  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in  haste  ; 
that  thou  mayest  remember  the  day  when  thou  camest 
forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  all  the  days  of  thy  life.  And 
there  shall  be  no  leaven  seen  with  thee  in  all  thy  borders 
seven  days :  neither  shall  any  of  the  flesh,  which  thou 
sacrificest  the  first  day  at  even,  remain  all  night  until  the 
morning.  Thou  mayest  not  sacrifice  the  passover  within 
any  of  thy  gates,  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee.  But 
at  the  place  which  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  choose  to  cause 
his  name  to  dwell  in,  there  thou  shalt  sacrifice  the  passover 
at  even  :  at  the  going  down  of  the  sun,  at  the  season  that 
thou  camest  forth  out  of  Egypt.  And  thou  shalt  roast  and 
eat  it  in  the  place  which  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  choose  :  and 
thou  shalt  turn  in  the  morning,  and  go  unto  thy  tents.  Six 
days  thou  shalt  eat  unleavened  bread  :  and  on  the  seventh 
day  shall  be  a  solemn  assembly  to  the  Lord  thy  God  ;  thou 
shalt  do  no  work  therein.  Seven  weeks  shalt  thou  number 
unto  thee  :  from  the  time  thou  beginnest  to  put  the  sickle  to 
the  standing  com  shalt  thou  begin  to  number  seven  weeks. 
And  thou  shalt  keep  the  feast  of  weeks  unto  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  a  tribute  of  a  freewill  offering  of  thine  hand,  which 
thou  shalt  give,  according  as  the  Lord  thy  God  blesseth 
thee.  And  thou  shalt  rejoice  before  the  Lord  thy  God, 
thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  daughter,  and  thy  manservant, 
and  thy  maidservant,  and  the  Levite  that  is  within  thy 
gates,  and  the  stranger,  and  the  fatherless,  and  the  widow, 
that  are  in  the  midst  of  thee,  in  the  place  which  the  Lord 
thy  God  shall  choose  to  cause  his  name  to  dwell  there.  And 
thou  shalt  remember  that  thou  wast  a  bondman  in  Egypt : 
and  thou  shalt  observe  and  do  these  statutes. 

Thou  shalt  keep  the  feast  of  tabernacles  seven  days,  after 
that  thou  hast  gathered  in  from  thy  threshing-floor  and  from 
thy  winepress.  And  thou  shalt  rejoice  in  thy  feast,  thou, 
and  thy  son,  and  thy  daughter,  and  thy  manservant,  and 
thy  maidservant,  and  the  Levite,  and  the  stranger,  and  the 
fatherless,  and  the  widow,  that  are  within  thy  gates.  Seven 
days  shalt  thou  keep  a  feast  unto  the  Lord  thy  God  in  the 
place  which  the  Lord  shall  choose  :  because  the  Lord  thy 
God  shall  bless  thee  in  all  thine  increase,  and  in  all  the  work 
of  thine  hands,  and  thou  shalt  be  altogether  joyful.  Three 
times  in  the  year  shall  all  thy  males  appear  before  the  Lord 
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thy  God  in  the  place  which  he  shall  choose  ;  in  the  feast  of 
unleavened  bread,  and  in  the  feast  of  weeks,  and  in  the  feast 
of  tabernacles  :  and  they  shall  not  appear  before  the  Lord 
empty.  Every  man  shall  give  as  he  is  able,  according  to 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord  thy  God  which  he  hath  given  thee. 

Both  Scrolls  being  placed  upon  the  desk,  the  Reader  says  : 

Magnified  and  sanctified  be  his  great  Name  in  the  world  which 
he  hath  created  according  to  his  will.  May  he  establish  his  king- 
dom in  your  life-time  and  in  3'^our  days,  and  in  the  life-time  of  all 
the  house  of  Israel,  speedily  and  at  a  near  time  ;  and  say  ye,  Amen. 

Cong.     Let  his  great  Name  be  blessed  for  ever  and  ever. 

Blessed,  praised  and  glorified,  exalted,  extolled  and  honoured, 
adored  and  lauded  be  the  Name  of  the  Holy  One,  blessed  be  he, 
beyond  all  blessings  and  hymns,  praises  and  songs,  which  are  uttered 
in  the  world  ;  and  say  ye,  Amen. 

The  first  Scroll  is  then  held  up,  and  the  Congregation  say  : 

And  this  is  the  Law  which  Moses  set  before  the  children  of  Israel, 
according  to  the  command  of  the  Lord  by  the  hand  of  Moses.  It 
is  a  tree  of  life  to  them  that  lay  hold  of  it,  and  happy  is  every  one 
that  retaineth  it.  Its  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  its 
paths  are  peace.  Length  of  days  is  in  its  right  hand  ;  in  its  left 
hand  are  riches  and  honour.  It  pleased  the  Lord  for  the  sake  of 
his  righteousness  to  magnify  the  Law  and  to  make  it  honourable. 

The  following  section  is  then  read  from  the  second  Scroll  : 
Numbers  xxviii.   19-25. 

And  ye  shall  offer  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire,  a  burnt  offering 
unto  the  Lord  :  two  young  bullocks  and  one  ram  and  seven 
he-lambs  of  the  first  year  ;  they  shall  be  unto  you  without 
blemish  :  and  their  meal-offering,  fine  flour  mingled  with  oil : 
three  tenth  parts  shall  ye  offer  for  a  bullock,  and  two  tenth 
parts  for  a  ram,  and  a  several  tenth  part  shalt  thou  offer  for 
each  lamb  of  the  seven  lambs  :  and  one  he-goat  for  a  sin- 
offering,  to  make  atonement  for  you.  Ye  shall  offer  these 
beside  the  burnt  offering  of  the  morning,  which  is  for  a 
continual  burnt  offering.  After  this  manner  ye  shall  offer 
daily,  for  seven  days,  the  food  of  the  sacrifice  made  by  fire, 
of  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord  :   it  shall  be  offered  beside 
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the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  drink-offering  thereof. 
And  on  the  seventh  day  ye  shall  have  an  holy  convocation  ; 
ye  shall  do  no  servile  work. 

The  second  Scroll  is  held  up,  and  the  Congregation  say  : 
And  this  is  tlie  Law. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe,  who 
hast  chosen  good  prophets  and  hast  found  pleasure  in  their  words, 
which  were  spoken  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast 
chosen  the  Law,  and  Moses  thy  servant,  and  prophets  of  truth  and 
righteousness. 

Isaiah  x.  32  -  xii.  6. 

Yet  this  day  shall  he  halt  at  Nob  :  he  shaketh  his  hand  at 
the  mount  of  the  daughter  of  Zion,  the  hill  of  Jerusalem.  Behold, 
the  Lord,  the  Lord  of  hosts,  shall  lop  the  boughs  with  terror  : 
and  the  high  ones  of  stature  shall  be  hewn  down,  and  the  lofty 
shall  be  brought  low.  And  he  shall  cut  down  the  thickets 
of  the  forest  with  iron,  and  Lebanon  shall  fall  by  a  mighty  one. 

And  there  shall  come  forth  a  shoot  out  of  the  stock  of  Jesse  : 
and  a  branch  out  of  his  roots  shall  bear  fruit.  And  the  spirit 
of  the  Lord  shall  rest  upon  him,  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  under- 
standing, the  spirit  of  counsel  and  might,  the  spirit  of  knowledge 
and  of  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  And  he  shall  make  him  quick  of 
understanding  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord :  and  he  shall  not  judge 
after  the  sight  of  his  eyes,  neither  reprove  after  the  hearing  of 
his  ears.  But  with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  poor,  and 
reprove  with  equity  for  the  meek  of  the  earth  :  and  he  shall 
smite  the  earth  with  the  rod  of  his  mouth,  and  with  the  breath 
of  his  lips  shall  he  slay  the  wicked.  And  righteousness  shall  be 
the  girdle  of  his  loins,  and  faithfulness  the  girdle  of  his  reins. 
And  the  wolf  shall  dwell  with  the  lamb,  and  the  leopard  shall 
lie  down  with  the  kid  :  and  the  calf  and  the  young  lion  and  the 
fatling  together ;  and  a  Httle  child  shall  lead  them.  And  the 
cow  and  the  bear  shall  feed ;  their  young  ones  shall  lie  down 
together  :  and  the  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  the  ox.  And  the 
sucking  child  shall  play  on  the  hole  of  the  asp  :  and  the  weaned 
child  shall  put  his  hand  on  the  adder's  den.  They  shall  not 
hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy  mountain  :  for  the  earth  shall 
be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the 
sea. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  root  of  Jesse, 
which  standeth  for  an  ensign  of  the  peoples,  unto  him  shall  the 
nations  seek  :    and  his  rest  shall  be  glorious. 
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And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Lord  shall 
again  the  second  time  recover  with  his  hand  the  remnant 
of  his  people,  which  shall  remain,  from  Assyria  and  from 
Egypt  and  from  Pathros  and  from  Cush  and  from  Elam 
and  from  Shinar  and  from  Hamath  and  from  the  islands 
of  the  sea.  And  he  shall  set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nations, 
and  shall  assemble  the  outcasts  of  Israel,  and  gather  to- 
gether the  dispersed  of  Judah  from  the  four  corners  of  the 
earth.  The  envy  also  of  Ephraim  shall  depart,  and  they 
that  vex  Judah  shall  be  cut  off :  Ephraim  shall  not  envy 
Judah,  and  Judah  shall  not  vex  Ephraim.  And  they  shall 
fly  upon  the  shoulder  of  the  Philistines  toward  the  west  ;  to- 
gether shall  they  spoil  the  children  of  the  east :  they  shall  put 
forth  their  hand  upon  Edom  and  Moab  ;  and  the  children 
of  Animon  shall  obey  them.  And  the  Lord  shall  utterly 
destroy  the  tongue  of  the  Egyptian  sea  ;  and  with  his  terrible 
wind  shall  he  shake  his  hand  over  the  River  :  and  he  shall 
smite  it  into  seven  streams,  and  cause  men  to  march  over 
dryshod.  And  there  shall  be  an  highway  for  the  remnant 
of  his  people,  which  shall  remain,  from  Assyria  :  Hke  as 
there  was  for  Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came  up  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt. 

And  in  that  day  thou  shalt  say,  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee, 
O  Lord  ;  for,  though  thou  wast  angry  with  me,  thine  anger 
is  turned  away,  and  thou  comfortest  me.  Behold,  God  is 
my  salvation  ;  I  will  trust  and  will  not  be  afraid  :  for  the 
Lord  God  is  my  strength  and  song  ;  and  he  is  become  my 
salvation.  Therefore  with  joy  shall  ye  draw  water  out  of 
the  wells  of  salvation.  And  in  that  day  shall  ye  say.  Give 
thanks  unto  the  Lord,  call  upon  his  name,  declare  his  doings 
among  the  peoples,  make  mention  that  his  name  is  exalted. 
Sing  unto  the  Lord  ;  for  he  hath  done  excellent  things  : 
let  this  be  known  in  aU  the  earth.  Cry  aloud  and  shout, 
thou  inhabitant  of  Zion  :  for  great  is  the  Holy  One  of  Israel 
in  the  midst  of  thee.

Talmud  Babli :  Kerithoth  6a. 

The  compound  of  the  incense  ^  consisted  of  balm,  cloves,*  gal- 
bunum  and  frankincense,  of  each  a  like  weight — seventy  manehs  ; 
of  myrrh,  cassia,  spikenard  and  saffron,  of  each  a  like  weight — 
sixteen  manehs  ;  of  costus  twelve,  of  bark  three,  and  of  cinnamon 
nine  manehs  ;  of  alkaU  procured  from  Karshina  nine  kabs  ;  of 
Cyprus  wine  three  seaJis  and  three  kabs,  though  if  Cyprus  wine  wa^i 
not  procurable,  old  white  wine  was  brought ;  of  salt  of  Sodom  the 
fourth  part  of  a  kab,  and  a  minute  quantity  of  maaleh  ashan.' 
Rabbi  Nathan  says,  a  minute  quantity  of  the  herb  that  grew  on 
the  banks  of  the  Jordan  was  used  ;  if  one  added  honey  he  rendered 
the  incense  unfit  for  use,  and  if  he  omitted  one  of  its  sweet  spices 
he  was  deserving  of  death.  Rabban  Simeon  son  of  Gamaliel  says, 
the  balm  is  a  resin  that  exudes  from  the  wood  of  the  balsam  tree. 
The  alkaU  procured  from  Karshina  was  used  to  bleach  and  beautify 
the  cloves,  and  the  Cyprus  wine  to  steep  them  therein  that  the 
odour  might  be  pungent.

*  Psalms  xxiv.,  xlviii.,  Ixxxii.,  xciv.,  Ixxxi.,  xciii.,  xciL 
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On  the  fifth  day — "  Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  strength :  make 
a  joyful  noise  unto  the  God  of  Jacob." 

On  the  sixth  day — "  The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with 
majesty  ;  the  Lord  is  clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded 
himself  ;  the  world  also  is  stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved." 

On  the  Sabbath—"  A  Psalm,  a  Song  for  the  Sabbath  Day."  It 
is  the  psalm  and  song  for  eternity,  for  the  day  that  shall  be  wholly 
a  Sabbath,  even  repose  for  hfe  everlasting. 

Talmud  Berachoih,  64. 

Rabbi  Eleazar  said  in  the  name  of  Rabbi  Chanina,  The  disciples 
of  the  sages  increase  peace  in  the  world,  as  it  is  said,  "  And  all  thy 
children  shall  be  taught  of  the  Lord  :  and  great  shall  be  the  peace 
of  thy  children."  Read  not  hanayich — "  thy  children,"  but  honayich 
— "  thy  builders."  Great  peace  have  they  who  love  thy  Law  : 
and  there  is  no  stumbling  for  them.  Peace  be  within  thy  walls  : 
prosperity  within  thy  palaces.  For  my  brethren  and  companions' 
sakes  :  I  will  now  say.  Peace  be  within  thee.  For  the  sake  of  the 
house  of  the  Lord  our  God  :  I  will  seek  thy  good.  The  Lord  will 
give  strength  unto  his  people :  the  Lord  will  bless  his  people  with 
peace. 

It  behoveth  us  to  praise  the  Lord  of  all,  to  ascribe  great- 
ness to  him  who  formed  the  world  in  the  beginning  ;  that 
he  hath  not  made  us  like  the  nations  of  other  lands,  and 
hath  not  placed  us  like  other  families  of  the  earth,  that  he 
hath  not  given  unto  us  a  portion  as  unto  them,  nor  a  lot 
as  unto  all  their  multitude  ;  for  we  bend  the  knee  and 
prostrate  ourselves  and  make  acknowledgment  before  the 
supreme  King  of  kings,  the  Holy  One,  blessed  be  he,  who 
stretched  forth  the  heavens  and  laid  the  foundations  of 
the  earth,  the  abode  of  whose  glory  is  in  the  heavens  above, 
and  the  dwelling  of  whose  majesty  is  upon  the  loftiest 
heights.  He  is  our  God,  there  is  none  else  :  in  truth  he  is 
our  King,  there  is  none  beside  him,  as  it  is  written  in  his 
Law,  Know  therefore  this  day,  and  lay  it  to  thine  heart, 
that  the  Lord  he  is  God  in  heaven  above  and  upon  the 
earth  beneath  :  there  is  none  else. 

Therefore  we  hope  in  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  we 
may  speedily  behold  the  glory  of  thy  might,  when  thou 
wilt  remove  the  abominations  from  the  earth,  and  the  idols 
shall  be  utterly  cut  off ;   when  the  world  shall  be  set  under 
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the  kingdom  of  the  Ahnighty,  and  all  the  children  of  flesh 
shall  call  upon  thy  Name,  when  thou  wilt  turn  unto  thyself 
all  the  wicked  of  the  earth.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  world 
shall  know  and  acknowledge  that  unto  thee  every  knee 
must  bend,  every  tongue  must  swear.  Before  thee,  O  Lord 
our  God,  shall  they  kneel  and  fall,  and  they  shall  give 
honour  unto  thy  glorious  Name  ;  they  shall  all  accept  the 
yoke  of  thy  kingdom,  and  over  them  thou  wilt  speedily 
reign  for  ever  and  ever.  For  the  Kingdom  is  thine,  and 
to  all  eternity  wilt  thou  reign  in  glory,  as  it  is  written  in 
thy  Law,  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  And  it 
is  said.  The  Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth ;  in  that 
day  shall  the  Lord  be  One.  and  his  Name  One.

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MORNING  AND  ADDITIONAL  SERVICE  FOR  THE 
INTERMEDIATE    DAYS 

On  the  week-days  of  the  Festival,  the  Morning  Service  is  said  as 
usual.  Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  may  our  remembrance 
is  added  in  the  Atnidah,  after  which  Hallel  is  said  {see  pages  97-100). 
Two  Scrolls  are  taken  from  the  Ark.  Three  persons  are  called  to 
the  reading  of  the  portion  from  the  first  Scroll,  and  a  fourth  to  that 
from  the  second,  which  is  the  same  for  each  day. 

On  the  first  inierynediate  day,  the  following  portion  is  read  from  the 
first  Scroll.  But  if  it  fall  on  Sabbath,  this  portion  is  read  on  the 
second  day,  and  that  for  the  second  is  read  on  the  third. 

Exodus  xiii.  i-i6. 
And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Sanctify  unto 
me  all  the  first-bom,  whatsoever  openeth  the  womb  among 
the  children  of  Israel,  both  of  man  and  of  beast :  it  is  mine. 
And  Moses  said  unto  the  people,  Remember  this  day,  in 
which  ye  came  out  from  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  bon- 
dage ;  for  by  strength  of  hand  the  Lord  brought  you  out 
from  this  place  :  there  shall  no  leavened  bread  be  eaten. 
This  day  ye  go  forth  in  the  month  Abib.  And  it  shall  be 
when  the  Lord  shall  bring  thee  into  the  land  of  the  Canaanite 
and  the  Hittite  and  the  Amorite  and  the  Hivite  and  the 
Jebusite,  which  he  sware  unto  thy  fathers  to  give  thee,  a 
land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey,  that  thou  shalt  keep 
this  service  in  this  month.  Seven  days  thou  shalt  eat 
unleavened  bread,  and  in  the  seventh  day  shall  be  a  feast 
to  the  Lord.  Unleavened  bread  shall  be  eaten  throughout 
the  seven  days  ;  and  there  shall  no  leavened  bread  be  seen 
with  thee,  neither  shall  there  be  leaven  seen  with  thee  in 
all  thy  borders.  And  thou  shalt  tell  thy  son  in  that  day, 
saying.  It  is  because  of  that  which  the  Lord  did  unto  me 
when  I  came  forth  out  of  Egypt.  And  it  shall  be  for  a 
sign  unto  thee  upon  thine  hand,  and  for  a  memorial  between 
thine  eyes,  that  the  Lord's  law  may  be  in  thy  mouth  : 
for  with  a  strong  hand  hath  the  Lord  brought  thee  out  of 
Egypt.  Thou  shalt  therefore  keep  this  ordinance  in  his 
season  from  year  to  year. 
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And  it  shall  be  when  the  Lord  shall  bring  thee  into  the 
land  of  the  Canaanite,  as  he  sware  unto  thee  and  to  thy 
fathers,  and  shall  give  it  thee,  that  thou  shalt  set  apart 
unto  the  Lord  all  that  openeth  the  womb  ;  and  every  firstling 
which  thou  hast  that  cometh  of  a  beast,  the  males  shall  be 
the  Lord's.  And  every  firstUng  of  an  ass  thou  shalt  redeem 
with  a  lamb  ;  and  if  thou  wilt  not  redeem  it,  then  thou 
shalt  break  his  neck  :  and  all  the  firstborn  of  man  among 
thy  children  shalt  thou  redeem.  And  it  shall  be  when 
thy  son  asketh  thee  in  time  to  come,  saying,  What  is  this  ? 
that  thou  shalt  say  unto  him,  By  strength  of  hand  the 
Lord  brought  us  out  from  Egypt,  from  the  house  of  bon- 
dage. And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh  hardened  himself 
against  letting  us  go,  that  the  Lord  slew  all  the  firstborn 
in  the  land  of  Egypt,  both  the  firstborn  of  man,  and  the 
firstborn  of  beast :  therefore  I  sacrifice  to  the  Lord  all  that 
openeth  the  womb,  being  males  ;  but  all  the  firstborn  of 
my  sons  I  redeem.  And  it  shall  be  for  a  sign  upon  thine 
hand,  and  for  frontlets  between  thine  eyes  :  for  by  strength 
of  hand  the  Lord  brought  us  forth  out  of  Egypt. 

The  following  portion  is  read  from  the  second  Scroll : 
Numbers  xxviii.   19-25. 

And  ye  shall  offer  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire,  a  burnt  offering 
unto  the  Lord  :  two  young  bullocks  and  one  ram  and  seven 
he-lambs  of  the  first  year ;  they  shall  be  unto  you  without 
blemish  :  and  their  meal-offering,  fine  flour  mingled  with  oil : 
three  tenth  parts  shall  ye  offer  for  a  bullock,  and  two  tenth 
parts  for  a  ram,  and  a  several  tenth  part  shalt  thou  offer 
for  each  lamb  of  the  seven  lambs  :  and  one  he-goat  for  a 
sin-offering,  to  make  atonement  for  you.  Ye  shall  offer 
these  beside  the  burnt  offering  of  the  morning,  which  is  for 
a  continual  burnt  offering.  After  this  manner  ye  shall 
offer  daily,  for  seven  days,  the  food  of  the  sacrifice  made  by 
fire,  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord  :  it  shall  be  offered 
beside  the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  drink-offering 
thereof.  And  on  the  seventh  day  ye  shall  have  an  holy 
convocation  ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work. 
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For  the  second  Intermediate  Day: 
Exodus  xxii.   24  -  xxiii.    19. 

If  thou  lend  money  to  any  of  my  people  with  thee  that 
is  poor,  thou  shalt  not  be  to  him  as  a  creditor,  neither 
shall  ye  lay  upon  him  usury.  If  thou  at  all  take  thy  neigh- 
bour's raiment  to  pledge,  thou  shalt  restore  it  unto  him  by 
that  the  sun  goeth  down.  For  that  is  his  only  covering, 
it  is  his  raiment  for  his  skin  :  wherein  shall  he  sleep  ?  and 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  he  crieth  unto  me,  that  I  will 
hear  ;  for  I  am  gracious.  Thou  shalt  not  revile  the  judges, 
nor  curse  a  ruler  of  thy  people.  Thou  shalt  not  delay  to 
offer  of  the  abundance  of  thy  fruits  and  of  thy  hquors  :  the 
firstborn  of  thy  sons  shalt  thou  give  unto  me.  Likewise 
shalt  thou  do  with  thine  oxen  and  with  thy  sheep  :  seven 
days  it  shall  be  with  his  dam  ;  on  the  eighth  day  thou  shalt 
give  it  me.  And  ye  shall  be  holy  men  unto  me  ;  neither 
shall  ye  eat  any  flesh  that  is  torn  of  beasts  in  the  field ;. 
ye  shall  cast  it  to  the  dogs. 

Thou  shalt  not  bear  a  false  report :  put  not  thine  hand 
with  the  wicked  to  be  an  unrighteous  witness.  Thou  shalt 
not  follow  a  multitude  to  do  evil ;  neither  shalt  thou  speak 
in  a  cause  to  turn  aside  after  a  multitude  to  wrest  judgment. 
Neither  shalt  thou  favour  a  poor  man  in  his  cause.  If 
thou  meet  thine  enemy's  ox  or  his  ass  going  astray,  thou 
shalt  surely  bring  it  back  to  him  again.  If  thou  see  the 
ass  of  him  that  hateth  thee  lying  under  his  burden,  and 
wouldst  forbear  to  help  him,  thou  shalt  surely  help  with 
him.  Thou  shalt  not  wrest  the  judgment  of  thy  poor  in 
his  cause.  Keep  thee  far  from  a  false  matter  ;  and  the 
innocent  and  righteous  slay  thou  not  :  for  I  will  not  justify 
the  wicked.  And  thou  shalt  take  no  gift :  for  the  gift 
blindeth  the  wise,  and  perverteth  the  words  of  the  righteous. 
And  a  stranger  thou  shalt  not  oppress  :  for  ye  know  the 
heart  of  a  stranger,  seeing  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land 
of  Egypt.  And  six  years  thou  shalt  sow  thy  land,  and  shalt 
gather  in  the  fruits  thereof.  But  the  seventh  year  thou 
shalt  let  it  rest  and  he  fallow,  that  the  poor  of  thy  people 
may  eat  :  and  what  they  leave  the  beast  of  the  field  shall 
eat.      In  hke  manner  thou  shalt  deal  with  thy  vineyard 
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and  with  thy  oHveyard.  Six  days  thou  shalt  do  thy  work, 
and  on  the  seventh  day  thou  shalt  rest  :  that  thine  ox  and 
thine  ass  may  rest,  and  the  son  of  thy  handmaid,  and  the 
stranger  may  be  refreshed.  And  in  all  things  that  I  have 
said,  take  ye  heed  :  and  make  no  mention  of  the  name  of 
other  gods,  neither  let  it  be  heard  out  of  thy  mouth.  Three 
times  thou  shalt  keep  a  feast  unto  me  in  the  year.  Thou  shalt 
keep  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  :  seven  days  shalt  thou 
eat  unleavened  bread,  as  I  commanded  thee,  at  the  time 
appointed  in  the  month  Abib  ;  for  in  it  thou  camest  out 
from  Egypt  :  and  none  shall  appear  before  me  empty  :  and 
the  feast  of  harvest,  the  firstfruits  of  thy  labours,  which 
thou  sowest  in  the  field  :  and  the  feast  of  ingathering,  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  when  thou  hast  gathered  in  thy  labours 
out  of  the  field.  Three  times  in  the  year  shall  all  thy  males 
appear  before  the  Lord  God.  Thou  shalt  not  offer  the  blood 
of  my  sacrifice  with  leavened  bread  ;  neither  shall  the  fat 
of  my  sacrifice  remain  until  the  morning.  The  first  of  the 
firstfruits  of  thy  land  thou  shalt  bring  into  the  house  of  the 
Lord  thy  God.  Thou  shalt  not  seethe  a  kid  in  its  mother's  milk 
For  the  third  Intermediate  Day  : 
Exodus  xxxiv.   1-26. 

From  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Hew  to  in  its  mother's  milk 

{pages  1 1 7-1 19). 

For  the  fourth  Intermediate  Day  : 

Numbers  ix.   1-14. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai, 
in  the  first  month  of  the  second  year  after  they  were  come 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  saying.  Let  the  children  of  Israel 
also  keep  the  passover  in  its  appointed  season.  In  the 
fourteenth  day  of  this  month,  towards  even,  ye  shall  keep 
it  in  its  appointed  season  :  according  to  all  the  statutes  of 
it,  and  according  to  all  the  ordinances  thereof,  shall  ye  keep 
it.  And  Moses  spake  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they 
should  keep  the  passover.  And  they  kept  the  passover  in 
the  first  month  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month  towards 
even  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai  :  according  to  all  that  the 
Lord  commanded  Moses,  so  did  the  children  of  Israel.  And 
there  were  certain  men,  who  were  unclean  by  the  dead  body 
of  a  man,  that  they  could  not  keep  the  passover  on  that  day  : 
and  they  came  before  Moses  and  before  Aaron  on  that  day. 
And  those  men  said  unto  him,  We  are  unclean  by  the  dead 
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body  of  a  man  :  wherefore  are  we  kept  back,  that  we  may  not 
offer  the  offering  of  the  Lord  in  its  appointed  season  among 
the  children  of  Israel  ?  And  Moses  said  unto  them,  Stay 
ye,  that  I  may  hear  what  the  Lord  wiU  command  concerning 
you. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  saying,  If  any  man  of  you  or  of  your 
generations  shall  be  unclean  by  reason  of  a  dead  body,  or  be 
in  a  journey  afar  off,  yet  he  shall  keep  the  passover  unto 
the  Lord.  In  the  second  month,  on  the  fourteenth  day, 
towards  even  they  shall  keep  it  ;  they  shall  eat  it  with  un- 
leavened bread  and  bitter  herbs.  They  shall  leave  none  of 
it  unto  the  morning,  nor  break  any  bone  of  it  :  according 
to  all  the  statutes  of  the  passover  they  shall  keep  it.  JBut 
the  man  that  is  clean,  and  is  not  in  a  journey,  and  forbeareth 
to  keep  the  passover,  that  soul  shaU  be  cut  off  from  among 
his  people  :  because  he  brought  not  the  offering  of  the  Lord 
in  its  appointed  season,  that  man  shall  bear  his  sin. 

And  if  a  stranger  shall  sojourn  among  you,  and  will  keep 
the  passover  unto  the  Lord,  according  to  the  statute  of 
the  passover,  and  according  to  the  ordinance  thereof,  so 
shall  he  do  :  ye  shall  have  one  statute  both  for  the  stranger 
and  for  him  that  is  born  in  the  land.

THE  SONG  OF  SONGS 


On  the  Intermediate  Sabbath,  or  on  the  Seventh  or  the  Eighth  Day 
if  it  fall  on  Sabbath,  the  Song  of  Songs  is  read  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  Morning  Service. 

The  Song  of  songs,  which  is  Solomon's.  Let  him  kiss 
me  with  the  kisses  of  his  mouth  ;  for  thy  love  is  better  than 
wine.  Thine  ointments  have  a  goodly  fragrance  ;  thy  name 
is  as  ointment  poured  forth  :  therefore  do  the  maidens 
love  thee.     Draw  me  ;    we  will  run  after  thee  :    the  king 
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hath  brought  me  into  his  chambers  ;  we  will  be  glad  and 
rejoice  in  thee,  we  will  make  mention  of  thy  love  more  than 
of  wine  ;  rightly  do  they  love  thee.     I  am  black,  but  comely, 

0  ye  daughters  of  Jerusalem  :  as  the  tents  of  Kedar,  as  the 
curtains  of  Solomon.  Look  not  upon  me,  because  I  am 
swarthy,  because  the  sun  hath  burnt  me  :  my  mother's 
sons  were  incensed  against  me  :  they  made  me  keeper  of  the 
vineyards  ;  but  mine  own  vineyard  have  I  not  kept.  Tell 
me,  O  thou  whom  my  soul  loveth,  where  thou  feedest  thy 
flock,  where  thou  makest  it  to  rest  at  noon  :  for  why  should 

1  be  as  one  that  is  veiled  beside  the  flocks  of  thy  companions  ? 
If  thou  know  not,  O  thou  fairest  among  women,  go  thy  way 
forth  by  the  footsteps  of  the  flock,  and  feed  thy  kids  beside 
the  shepherds'  tents.  I  have  compared  thee,  O  my  love, 
to  a  company  of  horses  in  Pharaoh's  chariots.  Thy  cheeks 
are  comely  with  rows  of  jewels,  thy  neck  with  chains  of  gold  : 
We  will  make  thee  borders  of  gold  with  studs  of  silver. 
While  the  king  sitteth  at  his  table,  my  spikenard  sendeth 
forth  the  smell  thereof.  A  bundle  of  myrrh  is  my  well- 
beloved  unto  me  ;  he  shall  lie  all  night  betwixt  my  breasts. 
My  beloved  is  unto  me  as  a  cluster  of  henna-flowers  in  the 
vineyards  of  En-gedi.  Behold,  thou  art  fair,  my  love  ; 
behold,  thou  art  fair  ;  thou  hast  doves'  eyes.  Behold,  thou 
art  fair,  my  beloved,  yea,  pleasant  ;  also  our  bed  is  green. 
The  beams  of  our  house  are  cedars,  and  our  rafters  are 
firs. 

I  am  the  rose  of  Sharon  ;  the  lily  of  the  valleys :  As  the 
lily  among  thorns,  so  is  my  love  among  the  daughters.  As 
the  apple-tree  among  the  trees  of  the  wood,  so  is  my  beloved 
among  the  sons.  I  sat  down  under  his  shadow  with  great 
delight,  and  his  fruit  was  sweet  to  my  taste.  He  brought  me 
to  the  banqueting-house,  and  his  banner  over  me  was  love. 
Stay  me  with  flagons,  comfort  me  with  apples  :  for  I  am 
sick  of  love.  His  left  hand  is  under  my  head,  and  his  right 
hand  doth  embrace  me.  I  charge  you,  O  ye  daughters  of 
Jerusalem,  by  the  roes,  and  by  the  hinds  of  the  field,  that 
ye  stir  not  up  nor  awaken  love,  until  it  please.  The  voice 
of  my  beloved  !  behold,  he  cometh,  leaping  upon  the  moun- 
tains, skipping  upon  the  hills.  My  beloved  is  like  a  roe 
or  a  young  hart  :  behold,  he  standeth  behind  our  wall,  he 
looketh   forth  at   the   windows,   showing  himself   through 
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the  lattice.  My  beloved  spake,  and  said  unto  me  :  Rise  up, 
my  love,  my  fair  one,  and  come  away.  For,  lo,  the  winter  is 
past  :  the  rain  is  over  and  gone.  The  flowers  appear  on  the 
earth  ;  the  time  of  the  singing  of  birds  is  come  :  and  the  voice 
of  the  turtle  is  heard  in  our  land.  The  fig-tree  putteth  forth 
her  green  figs,  and  the  vines  with  the  tender  grape  give 
forth  fragrance  :  arise,  my  love,  my  fair  one,  and  come 
away.  O  my  dove,  that  art  in  the  clefts  of  the  rock,  in  the 
covert  of  the  steep  place,  let  me  see  thy  countenance,  let 
me  hear  thy  voice  :  for  sweet  is  thy  voice,  and  thy  counten- 
ance is  comely.  Take  us  the  foxes,  the  little  foxes,  that 
spoil  the  vines  :  for  our  vines  have  tender  grapes.  My 
beloved  is  mine,  and  I  am  his  :  he  feedeth  among  the  lilies. 
Until  the  day  break,  and  the  shadows  flee  away,  turn,  my 
beloved,  and  be  thou  like  a  roe  or  a  young  hart  upon  the 
mountains  of  Bether. 

By  night  on  my  bed  I  sought  him  whom  my  soul  loveth  : 
I  sought  him,  but  I  found  him  not.  I  will  rise  now,  and 
go  about  the  city  in  the  streets,  and  in  the  broad  ways  I 
will  seek  him  whom  my  soul  loveth  :  I  sought  him,  but  I 
found  him  not.  The  watchmen  that  go  about  the  city 
found  me  :  to  whom  I  said.  Saw  ye  him  whom  my  soul 
loveth  ?  It  was  but  a  little  that  I  had  passed  from  them,  but 
I  found  him  whom  my  soul  loveth  :  I  held  him,  and  would 
not  let  him  go,  until  I  had  brought  him  into  my  mother's 
house,  and  into  the  chamber  of  her  that  conceived  me. 
I  charge  you,  O  ye  daughters  of  Jerusalem,  by  the  roes, 
and  by  the  hinds  of  the  field,  that  ye  stir  not  up  nor 
awaken  love,  until  it  please.  Who  is  this  that  cometh  out  of 
the  wilderness  like  pillars  of  smoke,  perfumed  with  myrrh 
and  frankincense,  with  all  powders  of  the  merchant  ? 
Behold  it  is  the  fitter  of  Solomon  ;  threescore  valiant 
men  are  about  it,  of  the  valiant  of  Israel.  They  all  hold 
swords,  being  expert  in  war  :  every  man  hath  his  sword 
upon  his  thigh  because  of  fear  in  the  night.  King 
Solomon  made  himself  a  palanquin  of  the  wood  of  Lebanon. 
He  made  the  pillars  thereof  of  silver,  the  bottom  thereof 
of  gold,  the  covering  of  it  of  purple  :  the  midst  thereof 
being  paved  with  love,    for   the   daughters   of   Jerusalem. 
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Go  forth,  O  ye  daughters  of  Zion,  and  behold  king  Solomon, 
with  the  crown  wherewith  his  mother  crowned  him  in  the 
day  of  his  espousals  and  in  the  day  of  the  gladness  of  his 
heart. 

Behold,  thou  art  fair,  my  love  ;  behold,  thou  art  fair  ; 
thou  hast  doves'  eyes  within  thy  locks  :  thy  hair  is  as  a 
flock  of  goats,  that  appear  from  mount  Gilead.  Thy  teeth 
are  like  a  flock  of  sheep  that  are  even  shorn,  which  are  come 
up  from  the  washing  :  whereof  every  one  beareth  twins  and 
none  is  bereaved  among  them.  Thy  lips  are  like  a  thread 
of  scarlet,  and  thy  speech  is  comely  :  thy  temples  are  like 
a  piece  of  a  pomegranate  within  thy  locks.  Thy  neck  is 
like  the  tower  of  David,  builded  for  an  armoury  :  whereon 
there  hang  a  thousand  bucklers,  all  shields  of  mighty  men. 
Thy  two  breasts  are  like  two  fawns,  that  are  twins  of  a  roe^ 
which  feed  among  the  lilies.  Until  the  day  break,  and  the 
shadows  flee  away,  I  will  get  me  to  the  mountain  of  myrrh 
and  to  the  hill  of  frankincense.  Thou  art  all  fair,  my  love  ; 
there  is  no  spot  in  thee.  Come  with  me  from  Lebanon, 
my  spouse,  with  me  from  Lebanon  :  look  from  the  top  of 
Amana,  from  the  top  of  Shenir  and  Hermon,  from  the  lions' 
dens,  from  the  mountains  of  the  leopards.  Thou  hast 
ravished  my  heart,  my  sister,  my  spouse  :  thou  hast  ravished 
my  heart  with  one  of  thine  eyes,  with  one  chain  of  thy  neck. 
How  fair  is  thy  love,  my  sister,  my  spouse  :  how  much 
better  is  thy  love  than  wine,  and  the  smell  of  thine  ointments 
than  all  spices  !  Thy  lips,  O  my  spouse,  drop  as  the  honey- 
comb :  honey  and  milk  are  under  thy  tongue  ;  and  the 
smell  of  thy  garments  is  like  the  smell  of  Lebanon.  A 
garden  inclosed  is  my  sister,  my  spouse  :  a  spring  shut  up, 
a  fountain  sealed.  Thy  plants  are  an  orchard  of  pome- 
granates, with  pleasant  fruits  :  henna  with  spikenard  : 
spikenard  and  saffron  ;  calamus  and  cinnamon,  with  all 
trees  of  frankincense  :  myrrh  and  aloes,  with  all  the  chief 
spices.  Thou  art  a  fountain  of  gardens,  a  well  of  living 
waters,  and  streams  from  Lebanon.  Awake,  O  north  wind  ; 
and  come,  thou  south  ;  blow  upon  my  garden,  that  the 
spices  thereof  may  flow  out :  let  my  beloved  come  into 
his  garden,  and  eat  his  precious  fruits. 

I  am  come  into  my  garden,  my  sister,  my  spouse  ;  I 
have  gathered  my  myrrh  with  my  spice  ;  I  have  eaten  my 
honeycomb  with  my  honey  ;  I  have  drunk  my  wine  with 
my  milk  :   eat,  O  friends  ;   drink,  yea,  drink  abundantly,  O 
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beloved.  I  sleep,  but  my  heart  waketh  :  it  is  the  voice  of 
my  beloved  that  knocketh,  saying,  Open  to  me,  my  sister, 
my  love,  my  dove,  my  undefiled  ;  for  my  head  is  filled  with 
dew,  and  my  locks  with  the  drops  of  the  night.  I  have 
put  off  my  coat  ;  how  shall  I  put  it  on  ?  I  have  washed 
my  feet  ;  how  shall  I  defile  them  ?  My  beloved  put  in  his 
hand  by  the  hole  of  the  door,  and  my  heart  was  moved  for 
him.  I  rose  up  to  open  to  my  beloved  :  and  my  hands 
dropped  with  myrrh,  and  my  fingers  with  sweet-smelling 
myrrh,  upon  the  handles  of  the  lock.  I  opened  to  my 
beloved  ;  but  my  beloved  had  withdrawn  himself,  and 
was  gone  :  my  soul  went  forth  when  he  spake  ;  I  sought 
him,  but  I  could  not  find  him:  I  called  him,  but  he  gave 
me  no  answer.  The  watchmen  that  w^ent  about  the  city 
found  me,  they  smote  me,  they  wounded  me  :  the  keepers 
of  the  walls  took  away  my  veil  from  me.  I  charge  you,  O 
daughters  of  Jerusalem :  if  ye  find  my  beloved,  that  ye  tell 
him  this,  that  I  am  sick  of  love.  What  is  thy  beloved  more 
than  another  beloved,  O  thou  fairest  among  women  :  what 
is  thy  beloved  more  than  another  beloved,  that  thou  dost 
so  charge  us  ?  My  beloved  is  white  and  ruddy,  the  chiefest 
among  ten  thousand.  His  head  is  as  the  most  fine  gold, 
his  locks  are  bushy,  and  black  as  a  raven.  His  eyes  are  as 
the  eyes  of  doves  by  the  water-brooks,  washed  with  milk, 
and  fitly  set.  His  cheeks  are  as  a  bed  of  spices,  as  sweet 
flowers  :  his  lips  like  lilies,  dropping  sweet-smelling  myrrh. 
His  hands  are  as  gold  rings  set  with  the  beryl :  his  body 
is  as  bright  ivory  overlaid  with  sapphires.  His  legs  are  as 
pillars  of  marble,  set  upon  sockets  of  fine  gold  :  his  coun- 
tenance is  as  Lebanon,  excellent  as  the  cedars.  His  mouth 
is  most  sweet  ;  yea,  he  is  altogether  lovely  :  this  is 
my  beloved,  and  this  is  my  friend,  O  daughters  of  Jeru- 
salem. 

Whither  is  thy  beloved  gone,  O  thou  fairest  among  women, 
whither  is  thy  beloved  turned  aside,  that  we  may  seek  him 
with  thee  ?  My  beloved  is  gone  down  into  his  garden, 
to  the  beds  of  spices  :  to  feed  in  the  gardens,  and  to  gather 
lilies.  I  am  my  beloved's  and  my  beloved  is  mine  ;  he 
feedeth  among  the  lilies.  Thou  art  beautiful,  O  my  love, 
as  Tirzah,  comely  as  Jerusalem*,    terrible  as  an  army  with 
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banners.  Turn  away  thine  eyes  from  me,  for  they  have 
overcome  me  :  thy  hair  is  as  a  flock  of  goats  that  appear 
from  Gilead.  Thy  teeth  are  as  a  flock  of  ewes  which  go  up 
from  the  washing  :  whereof  every  one  beareth  twins,  and 
there  is  not  one  bereaved  among  them.  As  a  piece  of  a  pome- 
granate are  thy  temples  within  thy  locks.  There  are  three- 
score queens,  and  fourscore  concubines,  and  maidens 
without  number.  My  dove,  my  undefiled,  is  but  one  ;  she 
is  the  only  one  of  her  mother,  she  is  the  choice  one  of  her 
that  bare  her  :  the  daughters  saw  her,  and  called  her  happy  ; 
yea,  the  queens  and  the  concubines,  and  they  prai-sed  her. 
Who  is  she  that  looketh  forth  as  the  morning  :  fair  as 
the  moon,  clear  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as  an  army  with 
banners  ?  I  went  down  into  the  garden  of  nuts  to  see  the 
fruits  of  the  valley  :  to  see  whether  the  vine  budded  and 
the  pomegranates  were  in  flower.  Or  ever  I  was  aware, 
my  soul  set  me  among  the  chariots  of  my  princely  people. 
Return,  return,  O  Shulammite  ;  return,  return,  that  we 
may  look  upon  thee.  Why  look  ye  upon  the  Shulam- 
mite as  upon  the  dance  of  two  camps  ?  How  beautiful 
are  thy  feet  in  sandals,  O  prince's  daughter  !  the  joints 
of  thy  thighs  are  like  jewels,  the  work  of  the  hands  of 
a  cunning  workman.  Thy  navel  is  like  a  round  goblet, 
which  wanteth  not  mingled  wine  :  thy  body  is  like  an 
heap  of  wheat  set  about  with  lilies.  Thy  two  breasts  are 
like  two  fawns  that  are  twins  of  a  roe.  Thy  neck  is  as 
a  tower  of  ivory  :  thine  eyes  like  the  pools  in  Heshbon, 
by  the  gate  of  Bath-rabbim  ;  thy  nose  is  as  the  tower  of 
Lebanon  which  looketh  toward  Damascus.  Thine  head 
upon  thee  is  like  Carmel,  and  the  hair  of  thine  head  like 
purple  :  the  king  is  held  in  the. tresses.  How  fair  and  how 
pleasant  art  thou,  O  love,  for  delights  !  This  thy  stature 
is  like  to  a  palm-tree,  and  thy  breasts  to  clusters  of  grapes. 
I  said,  I  will  go  up  to  the  palm-tree,  I  will  take  hold  of  the 
boughs  thereof  :  now  also  thy  breasts  shall  be  as  clusters 
of  the  vine,  and  the  scent  of  thy  breath  like  apples  :  and 
thy  palate  like  the  best  wine  for  my  beloved,  that  goeth 
down  smoothly :  causing  the  lips  of  those  that  are  asleep  to 
speak.  I  am  my  beloved's,  and  his  desire  is  toward  me. 
Come,  my  beloved,  let  us  go  forth  into  the  field  ;  let  us  lodge 
in  the  villages.  Let  us  get  up  early  to  the  vineyards  ;  let 
us  see  if  the  vine  hath  budded,  whether  the  tender  grape 
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appear,  and  the  pomegranates  be  in  flower  :  there  will  I 
give  thee  my  loves.  The  mandrakes  give  forth  fragrance, 
and  at  our  gates  are  all  manner  of  precious  fruits,  new  and 
old,  which  I  have  laid  up  for  thee,  O  my  beloved. 

O  that  thou  wert  as  my  brother,  that  sucked  the  breasts 
of  my  mother  !  when  I  should  find  thee  without,  I  would 
kiss  thee  ;  yea,  none  would  despise  me.  I  would  lead  thee, 
and  bring  thee  into  my  mother's  house,  who  would  instruct 
me  :  I  would  cause  thee  to  drink  of  the  spiced  wine  of  the 
juice  of  my  pomegranate.  His  left  hand  should  be  under 
my  head,  and  his  right  hand  should  embrace  me.  I  charge 
you,  O  daughters  of  Jerusalem,  that  ye  stir  not  up  nor 
awaken  love,  until  it  please.  Who  is  this  that  cometh  up 
from  the  wilderness,  leaning  upon  her  beloved  ?  Under 
the  apple  tree  I  awakened  thee  ;  there  thy  mother  was  in 
travail  \vith  thee  ;  there  she  travailed  and  brought  thee 
forth.  Set  me  as  a  seal  upon  thine  heart,  as  a  seal  upon 
thine  arm  ;  for  love  is  strong  as  death  ;  jealousy  is  cruel 
as  the  grave  :  the  coals  thereof  are  coals  of  fire,  which  hath 
a  flame  of  God.  Many  waters  cannot  quench  love,  neither 
can  the  floods  drown  it :  if  a  man  would  give  all  the  sub- 
stance of  his  house  for  love,  it  would  utterly  be  contemned. 
We  have  a  little  sister,  and  she  hath  no  breasts  :  what 
shall  we  do  for  our  sister  in  the  day  when  she  shall  be  spoken 
for  ?  If  she  be  a  wall,  we  will  build  upon  her  a  turret  of 
silver  :  and  if  she  be  a  door,  we  will  inclose  her  with  boards 
of  cedar.  I  am  a  wall,  and  my  breasts  like  towers  :  then 
was  I  in  his  eyes  as  one  that  found  peace.  Solomon  had  a 
vineyard  at  Baal-hamon  ;  he  let  out  the  vineyard  unto 
keepers  :  every  one  for  the  fruit  thereof  was  to  bring  a 
thousand  pieces  of  silver.  My  vineyard,  which  is  mine,  is 
before  me  :  the  thousand  be  unto  thee,  O  Solomon,  and 
the  two  hundred  unto  them  that  keep  the  fruit  thereof. 
Thou  that  dw^ellest  in  the  gardens,  the  companions  hearken 
to  thy  voice  ;  cause  me  to  hear  it.  Make  haste,  my  be- 
loved, and  be  thou  like  to  a  roe  or  to  a  young  hart  upon  the 
mountains  of  spices.

And  this,  sJmll  ye  say,  is  the  Passover  sacrifice. 


Each  firstborn  Thou  slewest   the  night   of  the  Passover, 
Passing  over  our  sons  through  the  blood  of  the  Passover, 
Thy   might   barred  our  doors  from  black  Death   on   the 
Passover,

The  long-besieged  Jericho  fell  on  the  Passover, 
And  Midian's  fall  came  through  bread  of  the  Passover, 
And  Pul  and  Lud's  warriors  perished  on  Passover, 
And  this,  shall  ye  say,  is  the  Passover  sacrifice. 

Sennacherib's  ruin  was  fated  for  Passover, 
And  Babylon's  fall  did  the  hand  write  on  Passover, 
The  watch  was  then  set,  and  the  table  for  Passover, 
And  this,  shall  ye  say,  is  the  Passover  sacrifice, 

Esther  gathered  her  people  to  fast  on  the  Passover, 
Fifty  cubits  aloft  swung  their  foeman  on  Passover ; 
Lo  !    Thy  arm  is  as  sure  as  that  first  night  of  Passover, 
And  this,  shall  ye  say,  is  the  Passover  sacrifice. 
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And  thou  at  midnight  didst  pass  by  their  doors,  whilst  they  ate 
of  the  passover-sacrifice,  and  on  that  selfsame  day  thou  didst  bring 
them  out  rejoicing,  in  the  sight  of  the  Egyptians  ^  ;  these  like  gathered 
thorns  were  burnt,  while  those  were  culled  like  lilies  from  the  thorns, 
uttering  song  and  praise,  framing  hymns  to  thee  and  breaking  forth 
into  thanks  and  psalmody.  And  thou  in  their  rejoicing  didst 
rejoice  :  their  salvation  was  as  thine  own  :  in  all  their  sorrows 
thou  wast  grieved,  and  therefore  thou  didst  shorten  the  appointed 
span  of  their  affliction.  And  even  as  they  grew  between  the  thorns, 
thou  didst  reveal  thyself  unto  the  faithful  son  of  thine  house  in 
the  bush  amid  the  thorns.  Even  as  their  oppression  came  through 
walls  of  brick  and  mortar,  so  came  thy  revelation  as  the  moment  of 
divine  utterance  above  a  floor  of  gleaming  sapphire.  When  thou 
didst  bring  them  forth  from  their  bonds,  thou  didst  suffer  thyself 
to  go  with  them  from  bondage.  When  they  were  led  captive  to 
Babylon,  for  their  sake  thou  didst  go  to  Babylon.     When  they

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wandered  to  Elam,  thy  throne  was  set  up  in  Elam.  When  they 
were  exiled  to  Javan,  thou  didst  haste  thee  to  Javan  ;  when  they 
were  banished  to  Seir,  thou  didst  call  unto  them  from  Seir.  So 
too  when  at  length  they  return  from  Edom,  thou  wilt  turn  with 
them  in  ruddy  apparel,  as  it  is  said,  Who  is  this  that  cometh  from 
Edom  ?  And  when  thou  comest  to  the  doors  of  Lebanon,  they 
shall  enter  Lebanon  with  thee.  For  from  the  womb,  thou  didst 
bear  them,  from  birth  thou  didst  carry  them  ;  as  comrades  and 
brethren  thou  didst  unite  them  to  thee. 

When  they  descended  to  Egypt,  ^  thou  didst  descend  thither 
with  them,  leading  all  thy  hosts.  When  they  came  forth,  thou 
didst  go  forth  with  them,  at  the  head  of  all  thy  ministers.  Whither- 
soever they  went  thou  didst  go.  In  their  affliction  thou  wast  found, 
and  in  their  rest  thou  didst  find  rest.  Yea,  thou  didst  lead  forth 
thine  hosts  on  high  to  tell  thy  children  of  their  favour  with  thee. 
For  their  sake  thou  didst  fashion  vault  and  valley.  Thou  wast 
hallowed  in  their  midst,  exalted  and  revered,  honoured  and  adored. 
With  divine  radiance  thou  didst  glorify  them  ;  thou  didst  delight 
in  their  song  as  in  the  celestial  strains  ;  yea,  thou  didst  ordain  that 
their  holiness  should  be  as  the  holiness  of  heaven.

For  the  fathers*  sake  thou  wilt  save  the  children,  yea,  and  bring 
redemption  unto  their  children's  children.  Blessed  art  thou,  O 
IxDrd,  who  hast  redeemed  Israel. 
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And  thus  may  the  sanctification  ascend  unto  thee  ;    for 
thou  art  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  and  his  Saviour. 

Cong.  I  will  tell  of  the  Lord's  mercies  and  declare  his 
praises  for  all  that  he  hath  bestowed  upon  us,  for  the  abun- 
dant benefits  to  my  fathers'  house  wherewith  he  hath  visibly 
loaded  us  according  to  his  compassion  and  his  manifold 
loving- kindnesses.  For  he  said,  Surely  they  are  my  people, 
my  sons  who  will  not  lie,  faithful  sons  of  tried  and  faithful 
sires.  So  he  became  my  Saviour  from  my  sorrows.  In  all 
my  affliction  he  was  afflicted  and  in  all  my  travail  the  angel 
of  his  Presence  saved  my  hosts  ;  in  his  love  and  pity  he 
redeemed  me  from  them  that  oppressed  me,  and  he  bare  me 
and  carried  me  ;  yea,  the  Lord  hath  holpen  us  until  now. 
He  withdrew  not  his  mercy  from  my  fathers  in  all  the  places 
of  their  exile  ;  he  did  not  despise  nor  abhor  them,  to  destroy 
them.  They  were  exiled  first  to  Egypt  with  seventy  souls, 
and  they  increased  and  multiplied  abundantly.  Then  did 
the  Egyptians  devise  counsel  to  destroy  them.  Their 
heart  was  turned  to  hate  them  and  to  deal  subtly  with  them 
in  the  burdens  which  they  laid  upon  them.  They  made 
them  to  serve  with  rigour  in  all  their  service  and  did  set 
taskmasters  over  them  to  afflict  them.  But  my  fathers 
called  unto  the  Lord  in  their  straits  out  of  their  distress,  and 
their  cry  ascended  to  his  holy  habitation,  even  unto  heaven. 
And  he  raised  them  up  saviours  to  deliver  them  from  their 
trouble,  even  Moses  and  Aaron,  whom  he  had  chosen  for  his 
messengers.  He  set  his  signs  and  wonders  in  Egypt  before 
their  eyes.  He  turned  into  blood  their  oppressors'  rivers 
and  all  their  streams,  yea,  he  turned  their  waters  into  blood 
and  caused  their  fish  to  die.  He  spake,  and  noxious  beasts 
came  forth,  and  lice  from  all  their  dust.  Yea,  he  sent  beasts 
among  them  and  consumed  them,  he  sent  frogs  and  destroyed 
them.  He  gave  their  increase  also  unto  the  caterpillar  and 
their  produce  unto  the  locust,  which  devoured  all  the  grass 
in  their  land  and  all  the  fruit  of  their  soil.  He  destroyed 
their  vines  with  hail,  and  their  bycamore-trees  with  frost. 
He  gave  up  their  cattle  also  to  the  hail,  and  their  beasts  to 
hot  thunderbolts.  He  cast  upon  them  the  fierceness  of  his 
anger,  uTath  and  indignation  and  trouble  for  their  undoing  ; 
moreover  he  sent  evil  angels  against  them.     Nor  did  he 
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spare  their  soul  or  their  hfe  from  death,  but  smote  all  the 
firstborn  of  Eg>'pt,  even  the  pride  of  their  strength.  And 
he  brought  forth  his  people  laden  with  silver  and  gold,  and 
none  stumbled  in  their  camp.  Their  fear  had  fallen  on  the 
Eg\^ptians,  who  rejoiced  when  they  went  forth.  He  spread 
forth  his  cloud  for  a  veil,  and  sent  fire  to  illumine  their 
darkness.  He  brought  his  nation  forth  with  rejoicing,  his 
chosen  ones  with  song.  So  they  journeyed  from  Raamses 
to  Succoth  and  from  Succoth  to  Etham,  and  departing  from 
Etham  they  encamped  before  Pi-hairoth,  midway  between 
Migdol  and  the  sea  and  before  Baal-zephon,  the  last  of 
their  idols,  spared  as  it  were  for  their  own  undoing.  There 
they  encamped  on  the  third  day  of  their  journeying,  and  on 
the  fourth  day  they  prepared  their  accoutrements  and 
harnessed  their  beasts  of  burden.  Then  spake  their  guides, 
Ye  have  reached  the  limit  which  they  of  Egypt  in  their 
goodness  extended  to  you  and  which  ye  yourselves  did  set, 
saying  that  ye  would  go  but  a  three  days*  journey  and  return 
to  their  service.  But  the  redeemed  made  reply,  We  went 
not  forth  by  their  leave,  but  by  the  hand  of  force  :  not  by 
their  goodness  but  in  their  spite.  And  the  others  answered, 
each  in  his  own  tongue.  Willing  or  unwilling,  your  end  shall 
be  to  fulfil  the  royal  word  and  not  to  transgress  the  design 
of  your  masters.  Then  they  of  Israel  rose  up  against  them 
and  smote  and  beat  them  and  slew  some  of  their  number, 
so  that  the  rest  fled  and  told  Pharaoh  all  that  had  betided 
them.  And  straightway  his  heart  and  the  hearts  of  his 
people  were  turned  to  pursue  them,  and  they  said.  What  is 
this  that  we  have  done  ?  For  they  were  amazed  at  the 
shame  that  had  befallen  them.  And  they  spake,  Lo,  they 
are  entangled  and  have  strayed  from  their  path  ;  let  us 
pursue  them  and  look  upon  their  evil.  So  the  king  himself 
made  ready  his  chariot,  that  he  might  urge  and  lure  them  to 
greater  zeal,  and  he  took  his  people  with  him,  deceiving  them 
with  empty  promises.  It  is  the  wont  of  kings,  he  said,  to  be 
borne  after  their  host.  But  I  will  go  in  the  van  to  fight  your 
battle.  It  is  the  wont  of  kings  to  take  the  chief  share  of  the 
spoil  of  their  foes.  But  I  will  take  an  equal  share  with  each 
of  you  in  the  booty  of  their  dyed  fabrics,  and  I  will  also 
open  my  treasure-houses  and  bid  you  take  their  choicest 
store. 
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Straightway  they  all  went  forth  with  contented  hearts, 
and  set  out  their  an'ay.  And  the  king  took  with  him  six 
hundred  chosen  chariots  furnished  with  all  their  weapons  of 
destruction,  and  ail  the  chariots  of  Egypt  followed  to  their 
aid.  And  they  overtook  their  foe  encamped  by  the  sea 
in  their  assemblies.  But  when  Israel  lifted  up  their  eyes 
and  beiield  their  enemies  approach,  trembhng  and  terror 
seized  them  where  they  stood,  and  they  cried  aloud  in  prayer, 
chnging  to  the  faith  of  their  fathers.  And  their  Redeemer, 
the  mighty  worker  of  their  vengeance,  beheld  their  distress 
and  heard  their  calling,  and  he  saved  them  for  his  Name's 
sake  and  redeemed  them  from  their  sore  phght.  From  the 
brightness  before  him  thick  clouds  passed,  hailstones  and 
coals  of  fire.  He  sent  his  arrows  and  scattered  the  foe,  he 
shot  out  hghtnings  to  discomfit  them.  He  rebuked  the 
Red  Sea  and  dried  it  up,  and  led  his  people  through  the 
depths  as  on  a  highway.  And  nov/  the  tribes  of  the  Lord 
:,tood  by  the  sea  and  began  to  descend.  There  stood  httle 
Benjamin,  their  ruler,  and  the  princes  of  Judah  in  their 
council,  and  together  they  passed  on  dry  land  through  the 
mighty  waters,  and  as  they  went  forward  the  waters  became 
a  wall  unto  them  on  their  right  hand  and  on  their  left. 
But  the  Egyptians  were  checked  as  by  a  treacherous 
bridle  in  their  jaws,  that  they  might  be  drawn  into  the  watei-s 
to  their  destruction.  And  they  drave  heavily  and  the 
wheels  fell  from  off  their  chariots.  And  the  waters  returned 
and  covered  with  their  flood  the  chariots  and  the  horsemen, 
drowning  Pharaoh  and  his  army  and  all  their  host  in  the 
Red  Sea.  The  waters  covered  them  and  not  one  of  their 
remnant  was  left.  But  the  beloved  passed  onward  and 
crossed  over,  and  they  beheld  the  bodies  of  their  foemen  in 
their  overthrow,  and  they  believed  in  their  Lord's  words 
and  sang  his  praises  in  the  hour  of  their  salvation.  Now, 
though  all  the  seas  were  ink,  and  every  reed  a  pen,  and  all 
the  sons  of  men  were  scribes,  and  though  all  the  lands  of 
earth  were  spread  forth  for  parchment ;  though  every  human 
hair  were  a  mouth  with  a  minstrel's  voice — lo,  they  would 
not  suffice  to  recount  these  miracles  and  wonders  or  to 
record  one  thousandth  or  ten  thousandth  part  of  all  the 
deeds  which  the  Lord  hath  wrought  for  the  people  he 
hath  reared  from  the  womb.  For  what  great  nation  is 
there  whom  miracles  have  thus  exalted  ?  Or  hath  God 
assayed  to  go  and  take  a  nation  unto  himself  from  the 
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midst  of  its  spoilers,  uprooting  them  by  temptations,  by 
signs  and  by  wonders  and  by  war,  according  to  all  tliat  the 
Lord  of  all  works  hath  done  for  our  sakes  ?

Tidings  of  peace  at  last. — Lo,  all  that  look 

Upon  us  then  shall  lift  their  voice  and  sing. 

O  satisfy  us  in  the  morn  with  mercy, 

That  we  may  shout  for  joy  through  all  our  daj'S  ; 

Yea,  as  the  days  wherein  Thou  gavest  grief,

On  Passover  ye  shall  behold  the  day  of  vengeance,  but 
with  joy  shall  ye  go  forth  on  the  Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  the  innocent  were  sore  afraid,  but  the  waters 
were  a  wall  unto  them  on  the  Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  his  trusting  flock  shall  enter  into  the  heritage 
of  his  goodness,  and  by  springs  of  water  will  he  guide  them 
on  the  Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  the  All-pure  made  great  his  gentleness  unto 
them,  and  the  Lord  went  before  them  on  the  Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  he  will  awaken,  the  prophecy  of  my  seers  : 
For  the  Lord  will  go  before  you,  on  the  Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  the  prophetess  made  meet  response,  Sing  unto 
the  Lord,  for  he  hath  triumphed  gloriously,  on  the  Passover 
of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  they  that  mock  at  him  shall  be  a  spoil.  Sing 
unto  the  Lord  that  he  hath  done  excellent  things,  on  the 
Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  a  chant  of  thanksgiving  arose.  The  Lord  is 
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my  strength  and  song,  on  the  Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  my  hosts  shall  attune  this  lay,  Behold  the 
Lord  is  my  strength  and  song — on  the  Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  the  chosen,  turning  to  the  home  of  their  desire, 
walked  upon  dry  land  in  the  midst  of  the  sea  on  the  Passover 
of  Egypt. 

The  Passover  is  destined  to  restore  their  captivity  from 
Hamath  and  from  the  islands  of  the  sea  ^  on  the  Passover  to 
come. 

On  Passover  their  oppressors  fled  before  them  ;  for  the 
Lord  fought  for  them  on  the  Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  he  will  remove  his  people's  load  of  sorrow 
and  comfort  them.  And  the  Lord  will  go  forth  and  do  battle 
on  the  Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  he  shattered  the  horn  of  pride.  And  the 
Egyptians  were  urgent  upon  the  people  on  the  Passover  of 
Egypt. 

On  Passover  the  spirit  of  tyrants  shall  expire,  and  ten  men 
shall  lay  hold  beseeching  upon  one  man  on  the  Passover  to 
come. 

On  Passover  the  foe  were  wasted  and  consumed  :  there 
remained  not  so  much  as  one  of  them  on  the  Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  thou  wilt  ordain  salvation  for  them  that 
trust  in  thee,  and  there  shall  none  remain  of  the  rebellious 
house  on  the  Passover  to  come.  ■ 

On  Passover  babes  beat  the  timbrels  *  in  homage  to  his 
Unity,  crying.  This  is  my  God  and  I  will  adore  him — on  the 
Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  his  treasured  servants  shall  thus  declare, 
Lo,  this  is  our  God,  on  the  Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  the  holy  spirit  in  exultant  joy  uttered  this 
song  on  the  Passover  of  Egypt.

On  Passover  thou  didst  leap  to  answer  affliction's  prayer 
and  from  the  dungeon  didst  draw  to  thee  this  thy  people 
on  the  Passover  of  Egypt.

On  Passover  thou  didst  bring  forth  at  noon-day  them  that 
loved  thee,  but  thou  didst  trouble  the  camp  of  Egypt  on  the 
Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover  he  shall  render  their  recompense  to  his 
adversaries  and  a  great  tumult  from  the  Lord  shall  be  upon 
them  on  the  Passover  to  come. 

On  Passover  they  of  Israel  bade  each  other  exult,  when 
they  beheld  the  mighty  hand,  on  the  Passover  of  Egypt. 

On  Passover,  scattering  plenty  in  the  radiance  of  his  glory, 
the  Lord  shall  put  forth  his  hand  again,  on  the  Passover  to 
come. 

On  Passover  with  prophetic  strain  they  greeted  the 
Invisible — the  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  :  on  the  Passover  of 
Egypt. 

Reader,  On  Passover  men  shall  sing  unto  their  Redeemer 
in  Zion,  the  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  :  on  the  Passover  to  come. 

At  Passover  freedom  He  wTought, 
For  the  joyous  ;  the  radiant  array 
Of  His  warriors  triumphed  that  day. 

His  belovM  were  saved,  for  they  sought 

To  be  perfect  with  God.     And  behold  I 
At  the  season  appointed,  His  throng 
Saw  His  workings  revealed  :  then  this  song 

Sang  Moses  and  Israel  of  old. 

With  gladness  and  song  and  great  joy  they  all  said  :  Who  is  like 
unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  mighty  ones  ?

NOTE  ON  THE  COUNTING  OF  THE  OMER. 

The  counting  of  the  Omer  is  based  upon  the  Biblical  command 
contained  in  Leviticus  xxiii.  10—15  (cf.  also  Deut.  xvi.  9-10)  to 
count  seven  complete  weeks  from  the  offering  of  the  omer  on  the 
morrow  of  the  Sabbath,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  date  of  the 
festival  of  tlie  firstfruits.  The  "  morrow  of  the  Sabbath  "  was 
interpreted  by  the  Pharisees  as  being  the  day  after  the  first  holy 
convocation  of  the  Passover-festival,  a  view  wnich  was  contested 
by  the  Sadducees,  and  in  later  times  by  the  Karaites,  who  held 
that  the  Sabbath  referred  to  is  the  Saturday  immediately  following 
the  first  day  of  Passover.  The  omer  itself  consisted  of  a  wave- 
offering  of  the  first  barley  of  the  year.  It  is  enacted  in  Leviticus 
xxiii.  14  that  no  new  corn  may  be  eaten  until  this  offering  has  been 
brought.  Hence  we  find  that  in  later  Temple  times  the  reaping  of 
the  barley  for  tlie  omer  was  marked  by  a  considerable  degree  of 
publicity  ;  great  ceremony  too  was  observed  when  it  was  sifted 
and  offered  in  the  Temple.  (See  the  piyut  f\^r\  DV  life?,  on  page 
192.)  As  the  offering  of  the  omer  signified  the  commencement 
of  the  barley-harvest,  which  comes  first  Li  Palestine,  so  the  Feast 
of  Weeks  marked  the  period  of  the  harvest  of  wheat,  which  is 
the  last  cereal  to  ripen.  The  third  of  the  three  festivals,  the  Feast 
of  Tabernacles,  similarly  marked  the  gathering  of  the  fruit-harvest, 
which  comes  last  of  all. 

Maimonides  gives  an  allegorical  meaning  to  the  counting  of  the 
omer  [Moreh  Nehuchim  iii.  143).  We  count  the  days  from  Pass- 
over, he  says,  as  one  who  awaits  a  dear  friend  counts  the  days  and 
even  the  hours  that  bring  his  coming  nearer.  In  this  light  Pentecost, 
as  the  festival  of  divine  revelation,  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  culmi- 
nation of  Passover,  the  feast  of  national  emancipation.  Israel's 
birth  among  the  nations  is  viewed  as  but  a  step  towards  the  ful- 
fiJment  of  his  life-mission,  the  spreading  of  religious  truth.
